Scratching the Surface 

Festival films, the Austin Music Awards, and the truth about South by Southwest

Posts 

To post and to blog is to be. The cacophony 
of voices available online is informative and 
refreshing, though, depressingly, two of the 
main (and by no means mutually exclusive 
or standardized) tones used - unimagina- 
tive shrillness and the lame, condescending 
dismissal of just about everything - simply 
reinforce the worst stereotypes of bloggers 
and posters. I’ll address this at length in just 
a bit, but first some advertisements. 

sxsw 

South by Southwest is about one week 
away, and this year should be great. Matt 
Dentler and the whole SXSW Film crew have 
again done an outstanding job with the Film 
Conference and Festival. Film passes are cur- 
rently for sale exclusively at Waterloo Video. 

The South by Southwest Film Festival runs 
nine nights: Friday, March 9-Saturday, March 
17. There will be around 200 films shown. A 
SXSW Film pass - for Film only - is $65. 

As usual, noting even some of the films is 
to do an injustice to all the others, because 
there are so many wonderful films. 

Some of note are Bob Ray’s Hell on Wheels , 
produced by Werner Campbell, about the 
recent history of women’s Roller Derby in 
Austin. It is one of those films in which the 
real story is more dramatic than many fic- 
tional narratives. Manufacturing Dissent turns 
into a very critical look at Michael Moore, 
from Canadian documentary filmmakers who 
started out intending to celebrate him. Crazy 
Sexy Cancer is a funny, personal look at the 
filmmaker’s struggle with cancer. I know it 
sounds like a contradiction, but many love 
it (see Dave Marsh’s piece next issue). The 
40 Year-Old Virgin - and, more importantly 
Freaks and Geeks - creator Judd Apatow’s 
Knocked Up is about the consequences of a 
one-night stand. 

There are many new works from any 
number of interesting filmmakers, including 


Gregg Araki’s Smiley Face, Judith Helfand’s 
Everything’s Cool, Hal Hartley’s Fay Grim, and 
Sarah Kelly’s The Lather Effect. Oldboy director 
Chan-wook Park’s new film, I’m a Cyborg, but 
That’s OK, is also scheduled, as is Johnnie To’s 
Exiled. What Would Jesus Buy? is produced by 
Morgan Spurlock, the Super Size Me filmmaker. 
The newest effort from Austin’s Burnt Orange 
Productions, Elvis & Annabelle, will premiere. 
Truth in Tams of Beauty is a documentary on 
the brilliant photographer Herman Leonard, 
whose photos are jazz iconography. 

Texas films include Laura Dunn’s Barton 
Springs documentary, The Unforeseen, which 
got raves at Sundance; Marcy Garriott’s Inside 
the Circle ; and iYa Bastal, Ricardo Ainslie’s 
powerful record of kidnappings in Mexico 
City. Andrew Garrison’s new film, Third Ward 
TX, will show at the Festival, while a selec- 
tion from the East Austin Stories series will be 
screened at the Carver Center. 

This list doesn’t even scratch the sur- 
face. Other films include a remake of Sisters, 
American Zombie, Fish Kill Flea, James Blunt: 
Return to Kosovo, and The Last Days of Left Eye. 

The retrospective this year celebrates music 
documentaries. Included are new prints of 
Bruce Weber’s film on Chet Baker, Let’s Get 
Lost, and D.A. Pennebaker’s seminal music 
documentary Monterey Pop. Especially worth 
noting is a fully restored print of a film by 
our beloved friend and an Austin favor- 
ite, Canadian documentary filmmaker Ron 
Mann’s Imagine the Sound. 

Another restored film featured is Eagle 
Pennell’s legendary classic, The Whole Shootin’ 
Match, a pioneering regional film that had a 
profound influence on the idea and geography 
of independent film - not the least of which 
was that it was directly responsible for Robert 
Redford creating the Sundance Film Festival. 
“I thought a real service to the [motion pic- 
ture] industry would be to provide a guy like 
[Pennell] with a place to train, a place to go 
where he could develop his skills,” is how 
Redford put it. 


As a regional film, it was among the first 
to get national reviews. The Whole Shootin’ 
Match had been a “lost” film for years, until 
producer Mark Ranee tracked down a near- 
mint film print and digitally transferred it. 

There will also be a special film, music, and 
performance piece at the Hideout: “Another 
Tack” (2007), a 20-minute series of songs and 
animated loops with words and art by Emily 
Hubley and music by Sue Gamer. Emily’s 
sister, Georgia, is in Yo La Tengo; her parents, 
the late John and Faith Hubley, are among the 
giants of American animated film (everything 
from Academy Award winners to creators of 
the Mapo commercials, as well as Mr. Magoo 
and Gerald McBoingBoing) . Ten animated 
loops by Emily Hubley are accompanied by 
original music by Sue Garner, performed by 
Gamer with Meagan Reilly, Angel Dean, and 
Doug Wieselman.

Austin Music Awards 

The music bill that Margaret Moser put 
together for this year’s Austin Music Awards 
is amazing (but it plays to my taste). The 
awards will be on Wednesday March 14, 
at the Austin Music Hall Ballroom in the 
Convention Center (Ballroom A). The rea- 
son for the venue change is that the Austin 
Music Hall is undergoing renovations. Andy 
Langer takes over from the almost saintly 
Paul Ray who performed those duties for 
years - more than one would have reasonably 
expected. It’s pretty much an all-star lineup: 
Bobby Whitlock, CoCo Carmel, and Stephen 
Bruton will play. Last issue’s cover girl, 
Barbara Kooyman, heads up the Unstmng 
Heroes of Texamericana, which includes 
Carrie Rodriguez and Michelle Shocked. 
Paying tribute to the late, great Ronnie Lane 
will be Ian McLagan & the Bump Band. The 
Tex-Mex Experience will perform with the

Playing the Villain 

Back to the beginning. Writers, staff, and 
others frequently ask me about reader reac- 
tion to a certain article or whole issue. I 
always give an answer, although I honestly 
have no idea. The truth is that, in the course 
of most weeks, I socialize very little - and, 
even when I do, it’s mostly with a handful 
of people - so I have no real idea as to what 
most people think. In the past, my name 
was almost never recognized, maybe once a 
year, so there really was no feedback th at 
way. Now I get recognized a lot more - okay, 
actually responded to - whether in Austin 
or elsewhere. “Louis Black,” folks say. “You 
know, there’s a comedian with that name.” 

Readers’ online comments on stories or 
in forums have changed that, adding a lot 
more voices to the mix. Blogs and posts also 
provide a revealing look at how people think 
about the Chronicle. Realizing that people are 
most likely to write after they are pissed off, I 
don’t regard this as a representative sample of 
our readers, but it is still interesting. 

One of the things I’ve affirmed, as I expect- 
ed, is that I’m pretty much a villain - a role 
I was born to play. Now, I would point out 
that many of the things attributed to me are 
actually the creative contribution or under the 
control of others, but in this context it would 
just look like I was trying to shift the blame. 

As interesting as it is to have the dialogue 
opened up, there are also serious drawbacks. 
Assumptions, unaccompanied by even the most 
rudimentary research, are as facts. Even when 
such statements are clearly put forth as merely

conjecture, the writers frequently respect and 
accept their own authority - so, in the course of 
their post, any qualifications are removed. 

I responded to one online thread in 
which there were a number of posts offer- 
ing vile attacks on SXSW while decorating 
me with such accolades as “fat & happy,” 
“smug, neurotic, and narcissistic,” “juve- 
nile smug jackass,” and “egocentric ass- 
hole.” This is not a wounded complaint; 
there were as many, if not more, posts 
defending SXSW or at least chiding the 
whiners. I admitted to every charge and 
suggested some of my hideous actions that 
they seemed to have missed. My post was 
followed by a discussion as to whether or 
not I had written it. 

In the course of confessing my sins, I did 
point out that SXSW had many free shows 
and ones with cover charges that were only 
$5. One of the following posts disputed 
my assertion, insisting, “I believe Beerland 
is the ONLY place that has one or two of 
those cover charges.” Notice the construc- 
tion: an almost hesitant “I believe,” fol- 
lowed by an authoritative, all-caps ONLY. 
I guess we are supposed to believe in his 
belief by guessing he went around to all 60- 
plus clubs every evening to check. As one 
who attends many long, long meetings in 
which matters such as this are discussed, I 
can safely say there were almost two dozen 
$5 covers, at eight to 10 different venues, 
during SXSW Music 06. 


One of my favorite “insights” was offered in 
an entirely different post. The writer assured 
his readers that SXSW was publicly subsidized. 
He implied this money came from a number 
of places, including the city of Austin. This 
is one of the most ironic assertions, because 
until Toby Futrell became city manager, the 
city caused many of the most difficult situa- 
tions and biggest problems SXSW faced each 
year. Whenever any of the SXSW staff traveled 
around the country, someone was sure to say, 
“The city must love South by Southwest.” 
You would think so, but almost the opposite 
is true. Not only did the city not provide 
any kind of support or aid, but they aggres- 
sively created problems. SXSW is very much 
Austin, but it exists despite, not because of, the 
city government. 

Toby Futrell changed the situation dramati- 
cally, improving things not only for SXSW but 
for many local businesses as well. In meetings 
between city officials and SXSW staff, the goal 
was not only to make everything easier for 
both the city and SXSW but also to address 
overall safety and traffic-flow concerns. We’re 
not talking special treatment, backroom deals, 
or any kind of enormous cash subsidies. 
Instead, for the first time since the beginning, 
SXSW got the city’s cooperation. Just talking 
among those involved on all sides made a 
world of difference. 

More on blogs, City Manager Toby Futrell, 
city staff, Austin, SXSW, dancing cigs, and my 
balls next week. Especially my balls. ■

Bunch Is Against Water Plant 

Dear Editor, 

Thank you and Wells Dunbar for the thorough 
report on Austin's rush to build a new $300- 
million-to-$500-million water plant in a prime 
endangered-species habitat near the half-empty 
Lake Travis. City officials, led by Council Member 
Lee Leffingwell, insist that their “ambitious” 


water-conservation plan does not relieve the 
need to fast-track this expenditure onto the 
backs of Austin ratepayers. But the city’s own 
numbers, as shown in the chart you reproduced, 
demonstrates there is no need to rush. 

Austin’s daily water consumption of 180 gal- 
lons per capita per day is 28% above the goal 
set by the state of 140 gallons per capita per 
day. San Antonio, Seattle, Los Angeles, San 
Marcos, and other cities have demonstrated 
that 25 to 40% reductions are readily achievable 
and far cheaper than building new plants. These 
savings don't require any “cultural changes,” 
just diligence and a recognition that excessive 
lawn and landscape watering, especially on 
peak-demand days in August, is something we 
can live without. 

Water customers served by the Barton 
Springs/Edwards Aquifer must immediately cut 
their use 30% when aquifer levels are low. Yet 
our “green” city has set as its only goal a 1% 
per year reduction of peak-day demands over 
10 years. Imagine a diet that calls for reducing 
calorie intake 1% per year from your most glut- 
tonous day of the year. At the end of 10 years, 
you are still a pig. 

Why not save Austin ratepayers $300 million 
to $500 million, put Austin on a path to sustain- 
able water use, set a standard that would help

True Costs of Water 
Treatment Plant 

Dear Editor, 

I read Wells Dunbar’s article “To the Lighthouse" 
[News, Feb. 23] about Water Treatment Plant No. 
4. It was balanced and relatively thorough. But it 
left out two important points. 

First, the decision to build the Water Treatment 
Plant is not the City Council's decision to make. 
It is the public’s decision through a referendum 
election. 

Article 7, Section 11 of the City Charter 
states, “All revenue bonds issued by the city 
shall first be authorized by a majority of quali- 
fied electors voting at an election held for this 
purpose.” Revenue bonds fund our water utility. 

The city government has been defying this 
charter provision for well more than a decade. 
Voters did not give council permission to change 
the charter. It was just done. And it will be inter- 
esting to see how council responds now that it 
needs the money. 

Second, the original election that authorized 
funding the water treatment plant in 1984

was for about $144 million. But the city has 
already spent about $57 million of this. So it 
will require about $246 million more in funding. 
Taking on such a debt will in all likelihood raise 
water bills. 

How much will this new plant raise water 
rates? With the cost of Austin housing already 
the highest in Texas because of unbridled 
growth, how much more success can we stand? 

It will be many years before population satu- 
ration lowers the incremental cost of this plant 
substantially. While some of the plant cost may 
be paid for with hookup fees for new buildings, 
much of the cost will probably be borne by the 
residents here when the plant is constructed. 
The current public will finance future growth. 

Please cover these issues in your future sto- 
ries on this matter.

Support Medical Marijuana 

To the editor, 

On Wednesday, Feb. 21, dozens of patients 
and concerned citizens journeyed to the Capitol 
to voice their support of House Bill 1534, which 
seeks to allow patients to raise an affirmative 
defense to prosecution for the possession and 
use of medical cannabis [“Reefer Madness,” 
News, Feb. 23]. Legislators would be wise to 
heed their call. 

The use of marijuana as medicine is a public 
health issue; it should not be part of the war 
on drugs. According to a national survey of U.S. 
physicians conducted for the American Society 
of Addiction Medicine, nearly half of all doctors 
with opinions on this issue support legalizing 
marijuana as a medicine. 

Despite opponents' claims, support for the 
medicinal use of cannabis is based on science, 
not rhetoric. A recent meta-analysis published in 
the Journal of Ethnopharamacology identifies more 
than 70 controlled clinical trials available in scien- 
tific literature investigating the medical safety and 
efficacy of marijuana as a therapeutic agent for 
the treatment of multiple sclerosis, cancer, spinal- 
cord injuries, Tourette's syndrome, epilepsy, and 
glaucoma among other serious diseases. 

Most recently, the February 2007 edition of 
the Journal of Neurology reported that cannabis 
significantly reduces HIV-associated neuropathy, 
a painful nerve condition that often goes untreat- 


ed by available analgesics. Passage of HB 1534 
would ensure that patients who use cannabis 
under a doctor’s supervision to treat these or 
other conditions may present medical evidence 
at trial and that a jury and judge may - when 
appropriate - consider it as a mitigating factor. 

Currently, patients in 11 states enjoy legal 
protections if they use medicinal marijuana 
under a doctor’s supervision. Texas patients 
deserve similar protection.

Elliott Naishtat filed a bill for medical 
marijuana on Feb. 15. This bill will not legalize mari- 
juana even for medical use.

It will still be up to a 
judge and jury. 

We of Texans for Medical Marijuana lobbied 
for the bill and held a press conference at the 
state Capitol that day. There was very little 
media coverage, even though there were a half 
dozen television cameras and newspaper report- 
ers there. It still went mostly unrecorded. Thank 
you Austin Chronicle for covering it in your last 
issue [“Reefer Madness,” News, Feb. 23].

Against Fluoride 

Dear Editor, 

The American Dental Association, in a startling 
about-face, now says fluoridated water should 
not be used to mix baby cereals and formula. 

The Austin City Council approved buying a 
three-year supply of chemicals for fluoridation 
for more than $1 million in late January ... on 
the consent agenda. 

I am greatly concerned that most people in 
and around Austin do not know that the tap 
water is fluoridated and is no longer deemed 
good for young children. 

The fail-back position for fluoride fans usu- 
ally is that fluoride is the most “cost-effec- 
tive” way to provide dental care to people who 
would otherwise have none at all. The ADA 
has not noticed that these are the people they 
are now telling to spend money in the grocery 
store to buy water from which fluoride has 
been removed. 


People must understand that proper doses 
of a drug cannot be individualized and delivered 
through the general water supply, that a single 
medication cannot be appropriate for everyone, 
and each individual, not a city, must make a per- 
sonal decision about what he or she ingests. 

I hope the Chronicle will help inform the public 
about the continuing presence of fluoride in our 
water supply and urge the council to stop fluori- 
dation. It should be easy to close the right valve 
... for free.

Texas Should Really Care 
About Parks and Wildlife

It’s been decades since the Legislature has 
adequately funded our state parks. Even still, 
dedicated state employees (yes, they do exist!) 
of the Texas Parks and Wildlife Department 
have soldiered on, managing Texas’ parks and 
historic sites amazingly well. 

But now, if Texas Historical Commission 
Chairman John “Skeletor" Nau gets his way, he 
will take control of historic sites, despite the 
fact that THC lacks the infrastructure, staff- 
ing, and skills to manage and operate these 
landmarks of our heritage. Unfortunately, Nau 
has bought enough influence at the Capitol to 
make this happen: After taking the governor on 
a trip to the Bahamas, Nau and his Silver Eagle 
Distributing Company gave a few hundred grand

to well-placed elected officials (including Perry, 
Dewhurst, and Craddick). 

And voila! Speaker Craddick directs the Texas 
Parks and Wildlife Commission chairman to 
secretly begin negotiating transfer of historic 
sites to THC. In January, Nau meets with Perry, 
and the next week the governor directs TPWD to 
provide a list of historic sites and their budgets 
to Nau. 

Texas’ historic sites belong to the people of 
Texas. They are too valuable, too important to 
us, our ancestors, and our children and grand- 
children, to become pawns in such a power play. 
This is a classic tale of vanity and influence 
attempting to overpower common sense. THC 
should indeed keep its important roles, regulat- 
ing historic archeology and preserving Texas his- 
tory. But we already have an institution with the 
staff, skills, and infrastructure to manage and 
operate historic sites - Texas Parks and Wildlife. 
TPWD should be properly funded and allowed to 
do its job, not robbed of properties it has man- 
aged and protected for decades.

Shortsighted Ignorance 

Dear Editor, 

A little history lesson for our coal-fired gov- 
ernor. Approximately 20,000 years ago, during 
the last glacial maximum, sea levels around 
the world were significantly lower. A recent high- 
resolution chronometric study by the Florida 
Geologic Survey puts the Gulf of Mexico roughly 
400 feet lower than it is today. Much of what 
is presently ocean water was glacial ice during 
the Pleistocene. This allowed the colonization of 
North America by humans via the Bering Land 
Bridge and possibly along contiguous ice extend- 
ing to Western Europe (though the later route is 
debatable). Slowly, over the course of 15,000 
years, the sea level rose to its present level 
approximately 5,000 years ago. 

Today, more than a dozen coal-fired power plants 
are being fast-tracked for the TXU Corporation by 
their top recipient of campaign contributions, 
Rick Perry. The shortsighted ignorance of this 
is appalling at best. The emissions produced by 
the proposed power plants not only have health- 
related ramifications for the citizens of Texas in 
terms of particulate air pollution and mercury air 
emissions but will make Texas the seventh-larg- 
est greenhouse-gas contributor in the world. 

With the increasing pace of glacial ice melt 
caused by global warming, we will soon see 
a human-accelerated version of the sea-level 
change seen at the end of the Pleistocene. 
Over the next several decades, we will start to 
see incremental increases in coastal sea level.

Initially, this will cause increased flooding during 
high tide and storm events, and as time passes, 
we will begin to lose low-lying coastal communi- 
ties. In a hundred years, the barrier islands will 
be reduced to a sliver if not completely inundat- 
ed, and the town of Rockport (where I presently 
reside) will be largely underwater. 


Perry is only mimicking his predecessor, 
George Bush, who has taken this disastrous, 
short-term gain today/environmental catastro- 
phe tomorrow energy plan and made it national 
policy.

Barack Obama stopped by last Friday, visiting 20,000 
or so of his friends at Auditorium Shores. In an intermit- 
tent warm drizzle, Obama told the crowd he was “over- 
whelmed” by the response. See “Point Austin,” at right. 

Amid a semicarnival Downtown atmosphere in the chilly 
early sunshine, the hulk of the Intel shell was imploded 
Sunday morning by the U.S. General Services Admini- 
stration, clearing the way for eventual construction of a 
new federal courthouse. Conspiracy theorists immedi- 
ately clogged the Internet, demanding, “What did Bush 
know, and when did he know it?” See p.27 for photos. 

A group of investors led by Kohlberg Kravis Roberts & Co. 
and Texas Pacific Group announced a pending buyout 
of the major state energy utility TXU Corp.. to coincide 
with a series of structural revisions - including cancel- 
ing eight of 11 proposed coal plants - negotiated with 
environmental groups. The transaction still faces major 
regulatory and legislative hurdles.

Johnson, a five-time All-Star during his 
14-year pro career, was halfway through his second 
season as head coach of the Toros, Austin’s represen- 
tatives in the NBA Development League.

While City Council recently created a new Business 
Retention and Enhancement Program to help small 
businesses - like Las Manitas and Escuelita del Alma 
- on Congress Avenue and East Sixth being displaced 
by development, Escuelita is - get this - excluded from 
the program. The Downtown child-care center is not 
qualified to receive low-interest loan assistance from 
the BR&EP because, in the fund guidelines, “child-care 
center" is not included as an eligible business use. 
Mayor Pro Tern Betty Dunkerley said this was because 
the program needed to be defensibly backed up by 
existing retail studies; those Downtown Austin Alliance 
studies did not address child-care centers.

Mania 

For the heady moment, 
everything he do b-be funky

If Cyril Neville is running for anything - 
maybe Minister of International Culture or at 
least head of the National Endowment for the 
Arts - he’s got my vote. That was the first 
endorsement to be drawn from the Barack 
Obama event last Friday, as Neville & Tribe 13 
funkified the crowd for more than an hour in 
the intermittent drizzle, as we waited for the 
headliner. Queen G delivered a stellar version 
of “Piece of My Heart” (albeit with the some- 
what unnerving refrain, “Take another piece of 
my heart ... Obama!”), and the whole band 
rocked with “Everything I do b-be funky ...” 
May we all be so blessed. 

Otherwise, I don’t yet have a dog in this 
presidential hunt - mostly because, in a ratio- 
nal political universe, the hunt hasn’t even 
started yet. I know, we don’t live in a rational 
political universe, and Obama, Hillary Clinton, 
and maybe John Edwards on the outside, have 
already begun sucking all the available air (and 
money) out of the room a year before any con- 
ceivable Democratic primary. Even so, it was 
nice to see 20,000 or so Obamamaniacs out in 
friendly force on a rainy afternoon, among 
them former legislator and Dem activist Glen 
Maxey, who told me later that if nothing else, 
the event was ample evidence of “a great hun- 
ger for anybody who’s fresh and not part of the 
system.” Actually, Maxey describes himself as 
“still officially neutral” in the campaign, saying 
he’s still waiting to see “who has staying 
power.” Maxey added that while Obama’s 
appearance was indeed exciting, it’s “still very 
early” and that he thinks the Dems’ focus 
should be on “how to capture this energy ... to 
help build a campaign infrastructure for the 
long term.” 

Travis Co. Democratic Party Chair Chris Elliott 
was similarly impressed with the Obama turn- 
out - “He’s definitely got star power” - though 
he believes that if Clinton were to appear in 
Austin, she’d draw a similar crowd. “It’s amaz- 
ing that [the campaign] has started this early, 
with this kind of fervor,” Elliott said. Asked 
about any prevailing sentiment among local 
Dems, he added, “I don’t think people are 
making firm choices just yet. Many are saying, 
‘We just had an election [in November], let’s 
sort of rest until we have to get ready for the 
next one.’” 

Good luck. 

Looking for Signs 

In fact, that may happen in Texas sooner 
than anticipated, Maxey notes, because there

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are serious bipartisan discussions down at the Lege 
to move the Texas primaries to February. (Why not 
January, you ask? Don’t give them any ideas.) The 
idea, of course, is to give Texas (and California, and 
Florida, where similar moves are afoot) at least as 
much influence on the parties’ choices as Iowa and 
New Hampshire. “If that happens, with those three 
large states and all those delegates,” Maxey said, 
“it’s possible that everything could be effectively 
over in February.” Maxey, who was at ringside in 
2004 as Howard Dean’s campaign flamed on and 
then off, said the Democratic field and the strong 
organizations of the three frontrunners means the 
race is really wide open. “I’ve been doing this [cam- 
paign work] for 35 years,” he said, “and this is the 
first presidential campaign when right now, I just 
have no feel for what’s going to happen.” 



Certainly the early polls are equally volatile, with 
Clinton initially way out in front but last week 
dropping into the 30s, reportedly due to a broad 
migration of African-American support to Obama 
(now in the 20s), Edwards in the teens, and the 
others still far behind. That sounds less like actual 
voting choices and more like national recognition 
beginning to take hold - and still too early to tell 
how strongly. Former land commissioner and Dem 
gubernatorial candidate Garry Mauro is friends 
with both Clinton (he goes back with the Bill and 
Hillary to the ’68 McGovern campaign) and Obama 
and acknowledges, “At the end of the day, I’m 


going to be for Hillary.” He says among the 
Democrats, “All of us realize that [Obama’s] the 
future of the party, and we all love it. People really 
like Obama, and that’s good - but I think right 
now, she’s the more presidential candidate and 
that people who are now cheering for Obama will 
also be voting for Hillary.” 

The Audacity of Hope 

Beyond years of national experience - a sword 
that can cut several ways - the strongest distinction 
between Clinton and Obama has been their early 
difference on Iraq, and the loudest ovation Friday 
was when Obama declared, “It is time for us to bring 
this war to an end.” While Edwards has explicitly 
reversed himself on Iraq - and has generally been 
more detailed in policy discussions than either of 
the frontrunners - Clinton has stubbornly refused to 
5 call her support for the war a “mistake,” even invit- 
ing those who disagree to vote for somebody else. 
Otherwise, dramatic differences on the Dem refrains 
- education, health care, Social Security, energy 
independence - are few, and the real current ques- 
tion seems to be who can capture and hold the vot- 
ers’ imagination and hopes, while their staffs are 
feverishly working the phones (and the Web) collect- 
ing the colossal amounts of indentured donations 
now necessary to run a national campaign. (Tom 
Vilsack - who? - will certainly not be the last casu- 
alty of the money primary.)

For one afternoon at Town Lake, in the gray 
shadow of Downtown, it was possible to set aside 
for a moment these cynical calculations and to 
imagine that this fine young son of Illinois, more 
professorial than grandiloquent, could indeed “gal- 
vanize a movement for change”; that he could take 
his place in the hallowed tradition of abolitionism 
and women’s suffrage and unionism and civil rights, 
all these common achievements that he sketched 
out briefly for us in the twilight rain. “The arc of the 
moral universe is long,” he said, quoting Martin 
Luther King, “but it bends toward justice.” So may 
we all. ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT 

Solidarity Blossoms

Echoing my editor’s words on the flip 
side, as we just learned firsthand, 
campaign season opens earlier and 
earlier each year. The signs were 
unmistakable - opening the paper on 
Saturday, there it was, plain as day: 
“Police department spent 37% of over- 
time budget in 4 months.” 

Yes, primary season in the annual 
budget battle is already upon us. 

Aside from City Manager Toby 
Futrell’s hand-wringing in the daily 
(“There isn’t a blank check anywhere in 
public service” - true, yet as noted by 
some prominent observers, in her 
capacity preparing the budget, this 
wasn’t exactly unforeseen), there’s 
about to be a new wrinkle in budget 
considerations, one with much more far- 
reaching potential: meet-and-confer bar- 
gaining rights for most of the city’s 
thousands of rank-and-file employees. 
Today's City Council Agenda Item 30 is 
the first public step in that process. 
Sponsored by Council Members Mike 
Martinez, Sheryl Cole, and Lee 
Leffingwell, today’s (Thursday) vote will 
let the Lege know Austin’s ready for 
meet-and-confer contract talks for the 
city’s non-civil-service employees (basi- 
cally, everybody but firefighters and 
cops). It’s there, under the Dome, where 
the process begins, says Jack Kirfman, 
the local union rep for the American 
Federation of State, County, and 
Municipal Employees. 

With legislation needed for M&C to 
occur, Kirfman anticipates a draft from 
the Legislative Council “should be out 
any day." Noting that the city of 
Houston got similar legislation enact- 
ed, he sees the city's chances as 
good. “Being it’s Austin and being it’s 
the Legislature,” Kirfman says noth- 
ing’s ever certain, but with a majority 
of the council dais on board with the 
program, “I suppose it sends a strong 
message.” Should the legislation pass, 
AFSCME would request pledges from a 
majority of the workforce they’d repre- 
sent. “Once the law’s enacted, we’d 


petition eligible workers to be their 
sole representative.” Once approved, 
the group would “start the wheels” to 
negotiation. “We have been real suc- 
cessful in making our cases to the city 
manager, to City Council, on behalf of 
employees,” says Kirfman. “They're 
good people. ... But this would give us 
true bargaining status, as opposed to 
collective begging status." He notes 
that representation applies not just to 
salary, but to things like career pro- 
gression, consistency across disciplin- 
ary policies, and more. “Not only mon- 
ey’s a problem. Money’s important, but 
working conditions and policies - 
they're important to people, too.” 

Even if all goes according to plan, 
meet-and-confer could only take effect 
in time for next year’s budget, at the 
earliest. That time should allow 
AFSCME to consolidate its support - 
but will the Austin Police Association 
resent the newest seat at the proverbial 
table? Or will budget-cinchers at the city 
use the new union’s leverage to try set- 
ting the two at loggerheads? Kirfman 
notes that city employees don’t have to 
join up when they pledge AFSCME as 
their sole representative, but “APA’s got 
like 90% membership in their ranks 
[from the police force], which means 
resources and clout.” There’s strength 
in numbers. 

So what’s that leave for today? A light 
agenda creating new initiatives and 
finalizing other issues. In the same pop- 
ulist vein as Item 30 are initiatives per- 
taining to payment - raises - for munic- 
ipal court judges and clerks. On the 
older side, the CLB Partners’ tower at 
Seventh and Rio Grande is up for like- 
ly passage on second and third reading, 
while the Congress and Sixth Street 
Business Retention and Enhance- 
ment Fund jumps off with $715,415. 
Lastly, the Waller Creek tunnel winds 
its way to council for public input not 
this week, but next, following its fete at 
the county Commissioners Court. Can 
you say water under the bridge?

is at risk of closure by TEA if it does not receive an “acceptable” rating this 
spring. The board's action effectively rejected Superintendent Pat Forgione's ini- 
tial recommendation that the school be closed at the end of this term, revised 
more recently to a phased closure and “repurposing” of the school, with the 
current students transferred to other campuses. Forgione argued it was better 
for the campus to be redirected in advance of any decision to close by the 
state, but parents and students at the school had organized strongly against 
his proposals. The trustees also directed Forgione to develop strategies that 
will “move the school to recognized status ... where all students can suc- 
ceed.” Trustees asked that administrators and the school community work 
together to develop “persuasive arguments" for the state education commis- 
sioner on why the campus should remain open for 2007-2008. - Michael King 

At another beleaguered Eastside campus, dozens of students from Kealing 
Middle School left class on Friday to march on the Capitol, in protest of the 
AISD proposal to effectively split the school internally, between Kealing’s dis- 
trictwide academic magnet program and the neighborhood-based comprehen- 
sive program. Chanting “One school! One school!” the students marched on 
the Capitol in recognition of the increasing state pressure to use high-stakes 
testing - the Texas Assessment of Knowledge and Skills - to determine the 
academic future of the school. Because the comprehensive-program testing 
scores are so much lower on average than the magnet scores - thereby skew- 
ing the state’s “accountability” rankings - the district has proposed splitting 
the TAKS accounting numbers for the two programs, essentially creating two 
“schools within the school." However, that split would also indirectly reinforce 
segregation patterns in race, economic status, and academic preparation that 
the magnet programs were historically intended to counteract. Campus opin- 
ion is strongly divided over the proposal, as well as over the administrative 
policies of Principal Ron Gonzales, appointed to the position last fall. - M.K. 

The Mueller Airport redevelopment is closer to opening, with the initial 
process of becoming a homeowner kicking off next week. Starting Monday, 
March 5, prospective homeowners can sign up online or in person as part of 
the Mueller Pioneers program. The first step is selecting the desired home 
type (yard, row, or garden court) and developer. Then, would-be buyers must 
get a prequalification letter from the developer’s preferred lender, which 
includes a $50 nonrefundable payment. (Those looking for affordable housing 
must also get their income certified.) At this point, applicants will be assigned 
priority numbers.

The Travis County Sheriff’s Office says 52-year-old jail inmate Eulogio Larry 
Luna III died at Brackenridge Hospital Feb. 25, a day after he was found, unre- 
sponsive, in his cell. Luna had been in jail since Feb. 20, when Austin Police 
arrested him on a drug-possession charge. A preliminary report from the Travis 
County Office of the Medical Examiner found no sign of injury or foul play, TCSO 
reported in a press release Monday. A toxicology report is pending, but the 
ME's office has indicated that Luna died of “natural causes,” reports TCSO. 
Luna was the second inmate to die in TCSO custody this year. On Feb. 21, a 
little more than an hour after she was brought to the jail for assault and drug 
possession charges, 24-year-old Niqa Deshan Gant began displaying “some 
odd behavior” and was taken to the medical section at the Downtown jail cen- 
tral-booking facility, where she began having seizures. Paramedics took her to 
Brackenridge where she died, reports TCSO. An autopsy report is awaiting toxi- 
cology results, but, as with Luna, the ME found no signs of injury or foul play. 
TCSO's Internal Affairs and Major Crimes Units will investigate each case, stan- 
dard procedure for all in-custody deaths. - Jordan Smith 

The controversial Crossing at Bouldin Creek case appeared before the 
Planning Commission this week, where it received final approval - with two no 
votes, and one abstention. Neighbors sought to fight the development, 
planned on more than 50 lots, as they’ve maintained the area it will be built 
around floods dramatically when it rains, despite recently revised FEMA flood 
maps claiming it doesn't. They also fear that building in the floodplain may 
channel floodwaters across the creek and into their own backyards. For more 
on this, see “Are the Waters Rising at Bouldin Creek?”

know that's a false dichotomy and that our economic strength is heavily pred- 
icated on having a clean, livable environment. So, we're going to keep direct- 
ing our future economic growth toward solution industries, not those that 
move us in the wrong direction.”

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


In the wake of statewide dithers emanating from county records offices, on 
Wednesday Attorney General Greg Abbott “abated” for 60 days his week-old 
opinion that counties must not release Social Security numbers when pro- 
viding county records. SSNs are commonplace in legal documents of all 
kinds and readily available in courthouse records. Abbott’s opinion responded 
to a 2005 state law attempting to restrict distribution of private information, 
particularly on the Internet (presumably more convenient to identity theft), 
confirming that it is now a crime to release such information. County clerks 
have responded by refusing records requests, closing document rooms, and 
saying they would have to hire new staff to handle the necessary redaction. 
“The real-world consequence,” said Abbott, “was a virtual halt to a tremen- 
dous amount of business and commerce in Texas.” He said the temporary 
abatement would “allow the Legislature ample time for thorough deliberation 
and action.” - M.K. 

A task force appointed by the Texas Supreme Court says the best way to 
improve jury services is to create a statewide database that individual counties 
can access and cull. In a report issued last month, the Task Force on Jury 
Assembly and Administration supported the secretary of state’s office’s 
efforts to merge driver’s license and voter-registration forms into one master 
database list that could be accessed by individual counties. The task force 
also wants to put people with misdemeanor theft charges - say, a shoplifting 
charge or theft by check - back into the jury pool. Right now, people with such 
convictions are disqualified forever from jury service. The task force recom- 
mends that such people be put back in the pool or, at the very least, included 
after some period of time after probation is completed. - Kimberly Reeves 

Last month, just as Irving-based ExxonMobil announced 2006 profits of 
$39.5 billion - upping its 2005 world record take by 9% - the company was 
slapped with an intent-to-sue notice by New York state’s attorney general to 
force the cleanup of a decades-old oil spill beneath Brooklyn’s Greenpoint 
neighborhood. The spill, estimated at 17 million gallons, is the result of oil 
refining and storage in the area by Exxon’s predecessors dating back to the 
1800s, according to a Bloomberg news report. Prior citizen suits alleged that 
Exxon, which still operates nearby, failed to prevent or clean up the spill when 
it was discovered in 1978. The New York Times reported recently that soil 
tests revealed toxic vapors emanating into Greenpoint’s homes and busi- 
nesses. “This is one of the worst environmental disasters in the nation, larg- 
er than the Exxon Valdez [by about 6 million gallons] and slower in the clean- 
up," said New York Attorney General Andrew M. Cuomo. “It is ExxonMobil’s oil 
that remains under the homes and businesses. And it is ExxonMobil that has 
dragged its feet and done as little as possible to address the dangers that it 
created.” Cuomo is also threatening suit over the release of millions of gal- 
lons of carcinogenic, benzene-laced water into Newton Creek (separating 
Queens from Brooklyn) - half-processed water from Exxon’s own previously 
court-ordered cleanup. Famed eco-crusader Erin Brockovich has notably aided 
residents' legal fight. Cuomo’s Feb. 8 notice sets 60- and 90-day deadlines 
for spill and creek cleanup compliance. - D.M. 
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WilCo Lawsuit Settlement: 

Public Information Politics 

On Feb. 6, Williamson County commissioners approved a 
settlement of the 2005 lawsuit by former Williamson County 
Sheriff’s Office lieutenants Barry Simmons and Ralph Fisher 
against Sheriff James Wilson and the county for demoting them 
to deputies in 2004. (See “WilCo Sheriff's Office Lawsuit,” Nov. 
10, 2006.) The defendants admitted no liability, and the official 
county line is that under the settlement, rather than go to trial, 
Simmons and Fisher resignedly rode off into the sunset with 
nothing. To hear County Judge Dan Gattis (father of 
Georgetown state Rep. Dan Gattis) tell it, everyone embraced 
the net-zero settlement, and only the plaintiffs’ lawyers were 
paid - and to suggest otherwise would be "chasing a rabbit.” 

“I shook [the plaintiffs’] hands as I left the building,” 

Gattis insisted. 

Plaintiffs' attorney Derek Howard told reporters that his cli- 
ents were pleased with the settlement, but he had no further 
comment. County officials ardently claim that ail of the announced 
$75,000 went directly to the plaintiffs’ attorneys, according to 
a motion approved by Commissioners Court on Feb. 6 (despite 
a confidentiality agreement under the settlement). “We had to 
disclose the amount because we are bound by the Public Infor- 
mation Act,” explained Assistant County Attorney Dale Rye, but 
he added that plaintiffs had to keep quiet because the act 
does not apply to “private citizens.” In other words, county taxpay- 
ers must believe the county officials, because the other side - too 
bad - is barred from comment. 

But the official pronouncement is highly suspect on its face. 
Since Simmons’ and Fisher's lawyers accepted the lawsuit on a 
contingency-fee basis - and standard civil-contingency fees 
range from 30 to 45% - it's reasonable to speculate that the coun- 
ty's public version of the settlement is a good deal less than meets 
the pocketbook.

The Simmons-Fisher lawsuit alleged that Sheriff Janies 
Wilson rubber-stamped the demotions of the two for their 
support of his election-primary rival, former Sheriff Jim Wilson 
(no relation), as well for their whistle-blower reports of alleged 
illegal activity by Capt. Shawn Newsom. As recorded in the 
case depositions, Newsom, along with Assistant Chief Robert 
Chapman, fashioned an organizational chart for James Wilson 
before he took office, with Newsom and Chapman back on top 
(Jim Wilson had fired Newsom, and Chapman had quit). The 
two, upon rehire by James Wilson, recommended demoting 
Simmons and Fisher - with Chapman allegedly informing 
Simmons that “stuff rolls downhill” - prompting the lawsuit. 
(The two men are currently employed as deputy constables.) 

The plaintiffs’ case would have called more public attention 
to a scandalous and scatological campaign Web site, 
NotJimWilson.org, to which former and current county staff con- 
tributed, mostly anonymously. The plaintiffs charged that the 
Web site postings illustrated "retaliatory animus,” and several 
posts certainly suggested a desire for vengeance against sup- 
porters of Jim Wilson. Posters mocked Simmons’ childhood 
burn scars and depicted him turning into a monkey; another 
taunted that maybe Jim Wilson’s son would die in Iraq. In his 
own name, Newsom promised the “calvary” [sic] was just over 
the hill, suggesting that after the sheriff's election, supporters 
of incumbent Jim Wilson could face retaliation. Faces of hated 


officials, including Wilson, were pasted in a Dumpster. Arguing 
that the posts demonstrated malice against the demoted offi- 
cers, and that Wilson was ultimately responsible for the actions 
of his subordinates, the plaintiffs fended off two motions by the 
county to have the suit dismissed outright. 

Earlier this year, prior to the settlement discussions, the 
county introduced “new defenses,” which the plaintiffs argued 
were post-discovery and thus irrelevant. One of those defens- 
es concerned a “promotional board exam” administered in 
early January to Simmons, Fisher, and two other candidates by 
their current employer, Precinct 3 Constable Bobby Gutierrez. 
Promising confidentiality, examiners had pressured candidates 
to bad-mouth one another, as well as to comment on Newsom 
- then provided the supposedly confidential results to the 
county defense team as well as to Gattis and James Wilson. 

Why had Precinct 3 been brought into the mix? "Why not? They 
were suing us,” Gattis told the Chronicle, but he denied he’d con- 
sidered the results until settlement. The county also threatened in 
pleadings, if the case went to trial, to exhume Simmons’ messy 
and long-resolved 1990s divorce proceedings - of questionable 
relevance at best. 

And why would the plaintiffs happily settle for nothing? “Maybe 
they didn't want to end up with an empty suitcase,” Rye said, and 
perhaps have to pay the county’s attorney fees after losing at trial. 

In addition to the contingency-fee question, the county also 
provided 1099 tax forms to the plaintiffs - although why 
there might be tax consequences on “nothing” is unclear. 
Gattis, for his part, was adamant that the plaintiffs walked 
away empty-handed, saying, “I don't see how there could 
have been any misunderstanding.” 

On Feb. 22, Judge Lee Yeakel signed an order deeming the 
settlement final. But one detail remains. Floward was previously 
quoted in the Chronicle as saying that "when the dust settles,” the 
case would be seen as “a waste of taxpayers’ money.” Indeed, all 
that's left is for the county - in a spirit of open government - to 
report, over and above the $75,000 settlement, its own legal 
bill to the taxpayers. - Patricia J. Ruland

Tweaking Northcross

The first round of changes in the redevelop- 
ment plan for Northcross Mall was offered 
up by Lincoln Property Co. and Wal-Mart 

last week in response to neighborhood con- 
cerns. The adjustments to the mall redevelop- 
ment plan respond to a list of consensus 
neighborhood priorities, provided in a letter from 
five surrounding neighborhood associations 
and Responsible Growth for Northcross. 

But in the view of RG4N leader Paige Hill, 
point by point the developer and megaretailer 
have offered up crumbs where RG4N is bang- 
ing its fork for meat: 

• Wal-Mart offered to “reduce" the size of the 
enormous supercenter back to the originally 
proposed 219,000 square feet; RG4N is aski- 
ng for the supercenter to be eliminated or rad- 
ically downsized. All of the neighborhoods joined 
in requesting “a significantly smaller store.” 

• Wal-Mart offered to add amenities, such as 
more landscaping, sidewalks, lighting, and 
awnings; RG4N and the neighborhoods are 
asking for the entire site plan to be reworked 
to conform with the city’s commercial 
design and mixed-use standards, as a 
model of enlightened urban redevelopment. 

• Surrounding neighborhood associations 
joined RG4N in asking that the Wal-Mart sig- 
nificantly cut back its planned 24/7 hours of 
operation; Wal-Mart offered to close the store 
only from lam-5am (like a nearby HEB). 

• The neighborhoods requested that the 
developer fund a new, comprehensive traffic 
impact study; Lincoln instead offered specific 
traffic improvements, such as a new turn lane. 

• The neighborhoods also requested a strong 
commitment to environmental sustainability, 
such as earning a three-, four-, or five-star 
Green Building Program rating; Wal-Mart and 
Lincoln have yet to make specific commitments. 

Hill said that for many neighbors, the 
responses to their concerns are inadequate 
and called into question the effectiveness and 
good faith of the city’s negotiation process with 
Lincoln and Wal-Mart. “This led us to really 
question the city’s role,” Hill said. “It’s obvi- 
ous that they’re not doing what the neighbor- 
hoods asked - not actively representing the 
citizens’ viewpoint. Is the city not taking any 
side, or is it actively working for the developer?” 


Assistant City Manager Laura Huffman 
said “the city’s role in this is to make sure 
that the neighborhood’s concerns are clearly 
understood and articulated to the developer. 
And then to make sure that the developer’s 
responses are on point.” At press time, she 
was still waiting on a written term sheet of 
commitments from the developer. “There’s no 
question that the Wal-Mart has not been sig- 
nificantly reduced in size. But many of the 
other concerns on their priority list have been 
addressed. So our questions to the neighbor- 
hood are going to be, does this solution ade- 
quately speak to your interests and concern? 
We’ll then loop back on which proposals need

to be further addressed. At this point, we’re 
midstream. It’s too early to tell whether the 
process has been successful.” Hill said that 
RG4N and the Allandale Neighborhood 
Association still plan to file a lawsuit against 
the city, which would include a request for a 
stop-work injunction from a judge. 

Wal-Mart and Lincoln will hold a community 
open house on Monday, March 5, from 
3-8pm at the Norris Conference Center at 
Northcross Mall. Huffman said the written term 
sheet and graphics will be available; city staff 
will be on hand to answer questions. “We’re 
looking for feedback at the open house from 
the neighborhoods, on which of these changes 
you’d like to see memorialized," Huffman 
said. Those agreed upon will be amended 
into the site plans or enacted through restric- 
tive covenants. - Katherine Gregor 
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Fighting the War: 

Wilkerson sentenced, 
activists press Congress 

Spc. Mark Wilkerson faced a choice between his freedom 
and his conscience. He chose the latter, and now he's paying 
the price. 

Last Thursday, Feb. 22, a Fort Hood military court sen- 
tenced the 23-year-old soldier to seven months in prison, with 
a bad-conduct discharge, for going absent without leave from 
the Iraq war. He will join more than 25 other soldiers nation- 
wide who are incarcerated or facing prosecution for refusing to 
redeploy to Iraq, including Lt. Ehren Watada of Washington, 
who will return to court in March after his first hearing was 
declared a mistrial. 

Wilkerson went AWOL while on leave from Iraq in November 
2004, after the Army denied his application for conscientious- 
objector status - a legal exemption from fighting based on reli- 
gious, moral, or ethical grounds. After spending 19 months as 
a fugitive, Wilkerson decided it was time to accept the conse- 
quences of his actions; without a plea agreement, he could 
have been sentenced to seven years in prison. In September 
2006, he told a crowd of anti-war protesters at Cindy Shee- 
han's Camp Casey that he planned to turn himself in. In order 
to avoid a costly legal battle, Wilkerson declined a trial by jury 
and pled guilty to desertion. 

On the eve of Wilkerson's sentencing, more than two dozen 
supporters gathered at South Austin's Cafe Caffeine. Wilker- 
son was scheduled to spend his last night as a free man speak- 
ing at the event but could not attend due to last-minute meet- 
ings with his lawyers. Ann Wright, a former Army colonel and 
State Department official who resigned in protest of the Iraq 
war, addressed the crowd and called the actions of Wilkerson 
and other soldier resisters an important “stand of conscience.” 
“They are the ones that are willing to put their bodies on the 
line - not on the line for murdering or criminal activity," Wright 
said, “but on the line for conscience and morality and to hold 
accountable an administration that is putting our nation at risk.” 



Kelly Dougherty, co-founder of Iraq Veterans Against 
the War, echoed Wright’s comments and underscored the dif- 
ficulty of the decision faced by soldiers who choose to refuse. 
Soldiers are financially dependent on the military; not only do 
they lose their income if they go AWOL, but they face the likeli- 
hood of high legal costs. A strong military culture of camara- 
derie also causes soldiers to hesitate. “When you join the mil- 
itary, you become a part of a new family,” Dougherty said. 
“IVAW members who have returned home and oppose the war 
often think of re-enlisting, because they don't want to leave 
their brothers and sisters in the military to fight the war alone.” 
Another speaker, Hart Viges, an Iraq veteran and a consci- 
entious objector, stressed the need for more education about 
the war to young people, including counter-recruitment in 
schools. Adapting the language of combat, Viges said, “If we 
want to stop this war, we have to hit their supply line.” 

Among the group was Charles Davis, a veteran and a suc- 
cessful conscientious objector. Asked why he thought Wilker- 
son’s appeal for CO status was denied, Davis said that a 
great number of applications are denied simply because sol- 
diers rush through them. A successful application packet 
requires great detail and careful wording, Davis said. Davis 


consulted closely with the Gl Rights Hotline and spent nine 
months preparing his packet - three more than is standard, 
thanks to an extension granted with the aid of his representa- 
tive, Ron Paul, R-Surfside. 

In a final statement posted on his blog (see full text at 
austinchronicle.com), Wilkerson admitted going AWOL may not 
have been the right choice, but at the time he felt it was the 
only choice. And he seemed to express little regret for his 
actions. “Even though I committed a crime, I'm no criminal. 
And even if I do go to prison, I'm no longer a prisoner,” he 
wrote. “My conscience is clear.” 

Also last week, a coalition of anti-war groups, including 
CodePink, Instruments of Peace, Veterans for Peace, and 
MoveOn.org, launched a campaign to engage lawmakers 
directly in hopes of garnering support for measures to block 
funding to the Iraq war. As members of the U.S. Congress 
returned to Texas for a recess, groups met with staffers, initi- 
ated phone campaigns, and delivered more than 25,000 let- 
ters to local congressional offices. 

Instruments for Peace member Sylvia Benin! said that in 
conversations with staffers on Tuesday, she learned that 
Republican representatives are now under pressure from 
broad sections of their constituency to take action against the 
war. The groups were hoping to get lawmakers to sign pledges 
against voting for supplemental funding. All declined or 
refused to sign the pledges, including Austin Democrat Lloyd 
Doggett, despite his recent comments on the need for 
Congress to limit appropriations for the war. 

Doggett said that “in an ever-changing environment in Con- 
gress,” there may be tactical reasons he needs to vote for 
funding. “I am not unwilling to vote against funding,” he said, 
“but winning a vote to significantly limit funding is a better way 
to stop the killing than casting a vote against funding that is 
overwhelmingly defeated.” 

Members of the anti-war groups said that if their demands 
aren't met, they plan on some form of nonviolent civil disobe- 
dience. “If we don’t get this,” said CodePink organizer Debbie 
Russell, “we're prepared to do more than just stand on the 
[federal building] plaza.” -Justin Ward

May the Circle Be Unbroken 

An official vote of confidence for the Heritage Neighborhood 
Association’s efforts to get a traffic circle at 31st and West 
Avenue came from the Urban Transportation Commission on 

Feb. 20. The UTC called a special meeting to hear the matter, after 
reading in the Chronicle about the conflict between HNA - which 
wants the circle for safety reasons and has $30,000 in hand to 
build it, donated by Guadalupe 31 developer Joe Lamy - and the 
city - which had declined to build the circle, offering speed cush- 
ions or sidewalks instead. 

UTC member Patrick Goetz expressed surprise that neither 
public works nor the neighborhood association had sent the mat- 
ter to the commission for review, which he said provides “an offi- 
cial forum in which the public can communicate its concerns about 
transportation issues.” Goetz said that prior to the meeting he did 
background research into national data on traffic circles and found 
that the recommendation and reasons cited by public works and 
the city manager’s office were not consistent with national data 
and best practices, which support traffic circles. For example, 
while the city claimed a 30- to 60-second delay in emergency- 
response time, a comprehensive study by the city of Portland 
found an insignificant 10.7-second delay, for longer fire trucks than 
Austin uses. 

At the special meeting, the commission heard both from neigh- 
borhood representatives and from city staff, including Director of 
Public Works Sondra Creighton. According to Goetz and HNA rep- 
resentative Jolene Kiolbassa, Creighton stated that the city was 
not against traffic circles per se; she also said the city was open to 
developer-funded traffic mitigation. UTC then passed a resolution in 
support of the neighborhood association's request for the traffic cir- 
cle and sent the issue to council. - Katherine Gregor

The Capitol-View Corridors Conundrum 


The Downtown Commission is girding 
itself for a fight as it begins the process of 
assessing the status of the city’s 35 Capitol- 
view corridors. 

In Austin, some things are clearly deemed 
untouchable in the city’s holy of holies: Town 
Lake trail, the Jollyville salamander, and cer- 
tainly the Capitol-view corridors, which guaran- 
tee that residents have a clear view of the 
domed Capitol from around the city. As archi- 
tectural historian Henry-Russell Hitchcock 
wrote, "Of all the capitals of the Gilded Age, 
Austin’s ... was most like a parody of the 
national Capitol. ... Sharp of line, sensitive in 
texture, the huge mass is even more impres- 
sive because of the rough quarry finish. There 
is a mountain-like grandeur and variety to the 
Capitol. Evening brings a purple cast to the 
earth-red surfaces; at daybreak the granite is 
the gold of the sun.’’ 

The fight to preserve the Capitol views 
goes back as far as the construction of the 
25-story Westgate in 1965, when alarmed 
lawmakers scrambled to condemn and pur- 
chase the property just west of the Capitol in 
order to preserve the view of the dome. They 
failed. By the time the Capitol-view corridors 
were designated in state law in 1983, high- 
rise structures blocked the view of the Capitol 
from St. Edward’s University, Mount Bonnell, 
then-Municipal Auditorium, and most of Zilker 
Park to the south. 

Just the hint of a challenge to the view cor- 
ridor - Travis County's consideration of two 
county-owned sites Downtown for a new civil 
courthouse - brought out both the Texas 
Historical Commission and the Heritage 
Society of Austin. Last week, county com- 
missioners decided they could not throw their 
full support behind such a proposal, given 
such overwhelming opposition from historical 
groups. Instead, they may consider options 
such as the far more pricey demolition of the 
existing county administration building on the 


adjacent block for use as a courthouse site. 
The Stokes Building, unlike the two other 
sites, does not sit in any view corridor. 

The view corridors are on the radar for city 
leaders. Mayor Will Wynn has been quoted 
as saying that a 1.8-second view of the 
Capitol off 1-35 has cost the city millions in 
development. Council Member Mike 
Martinez, in the vote on the 400-foot CLB 
high-rise at Seventh and Rio Grande, noted 
that, right or wrong, height across Downtown 
would be sporadic, rather than consistent, 
due to the existing view corridors. 

The new assessment of the Capitol-view 
corridors comes at a critical time in the cre- 
ation of a downtown plan. At an informal 
lunch meeting a couple of weeks ago, mem- 
bers of the Downtown Commission divvied 
up the various corridors for assessment. 
Members discussed how to assess the 
value and quality of each corridor and how - 
if it at all - the commission should consider 
the removal of a particular view from the cor- 
ridor list. 

The original city-issued document on the 
corridors spoke of assessing corridor views 
in their impact on the value of surrounding 
property. It also divided view corridors into 
categories: corridors created by publicly 
owned property, corridors that correspond 
with historical boundaries, and even corridors 
with “dramatic glimpses.” 

Pictures already have been taken from 
each “view,” noting new obstructions or even 
overgrown tree limbs that block the view. It’s 
assumed that in some cases - such as the 
construction of state parking garages and 
adding the upper deck on the UT football sta- 
dium - views have been all but obliterated. 

Commissioners have not said they intend 
to remove any corridor views from the list, 
at least not yet. Some initial recommenda- 
tions should be back before the commission 
in a week. - Kimberly Reeves 


Marching for Educational Equality 

Few things more insidious than discrimination exist in this world. And one of the most harm- 
ful places discrimination is capable of rearing its grotesque head is in the educational system. 
Mothers Against Discriminatory Racism in Education and in Society, a nonprofit organi- 
zation whose members seek “to guarantee Hispanic and Native-American children their 
rights to an equal and quality education," wants to call attention to this and is bringing its con- 
cerns to the Lege. MADRES, which has chapters in Austin, San Antonio, Houston, Baytown, and 
Laredo, has organized a march and rally for Tuesday, March 6. Members and supporters will 
walk two miles from Our Lady of Guadalupe Church at 1206 E. Ninth to the state Capitol 
at 9am after a Mass. (If the thought of holy water makes your skin burn, don’t sweat it. Just 
show up after the Mass.) Beginning at 1pm, MADRES has lined up a series of speakers from 
UT, as well as from other institutions of higher learning and nonprofits; they’ll focus on short- 
comings in the educational system for Latinos and Native American children, as well as the 
need for quality and equal education for these children, said Justo Garcia, MADRES’s CEO and 
co-founder, who, to call attention to the group’s cause, is trekking up 1-35 to Austin all the way 
from Laredo with co-founder Sam Alvarado. They began hiking about 10 miles a day on Feb. 

10 and plan to be in Austin by this weekend, said Garcia, who noted that MADRES hopes to 
draw from 100 to 500 people to its rally. “I have the biggest [foot] blisters I’ve ever had in my 
life,” he added, on a more personal note. 

According to State Demographer Steve Murdock, Latinos will make up a majority of Texas’ 
population at some point between 2025 and 2035. As of 2005, 45% of all public-school stu- 
dents were Latino; by 2040, two thirds of the students in the school system will likely be 
Latino, Murdock said. 

“In Texas, the only resource we have for our future is our children, and if we don’t educate 
them, the streets will educate them,” said Garcia, who noted that, among other things, Latinos 
have a higher school dropout rate than other ethnic groups in Texas. - Cheryl Smith 
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Nichols Execution: 

Another Texas 
death row travesty 

On the morning of Oct. 13, 1980, 19-year-old Joseph 
Nichols and 24-year-old Willie Ray Williams entered 
Joseph’s Delicatessen in Houston and approached the counter 
where 70-year-old Claude Shaffer was at the register. 

Williams and Nichols each pulled out a gun and pointed it at 
Shaffer, in an attempt to rob the store. According to court 
records, Shaffer reached for a gun hidden behind the counter; 
as he ducked behind the counter, Nichols fired - his single 
bullet lodged somewhere behind a magazine rack, and he ran 
from the store. Williams also began to retreat but stopped at 
the front door. He fired at Shaffer - who was now standing, his 
back toward the door. The bullet killed Shaffer instantly; Wil- 
liams returned to the counter, grabbed the cash box, and ran. 

Nichols and Williams were arrested, and each was charged with 
capital murder. Three months later, in January 1981, after confess- 
ing to the killing, Williams pled guilty and was sentenced to die; 
he was executed in January 1995. Nichols pled not guilty: He'd 
been involved with the robbery but did not intend for Shaffer to 
die, nor did he take part in the murder. Nichols was tried twice for 
Shaffer’s murder -a deadlocked jury prompted a mistrial the first 
time around; the second trial ended with a guilty verdict and a 
death sentence. 

He is scheduled for execution on March 7. 

It might be tempting to assume that Nichols’ 25-year stay on 
the row is an affirmation that the Texas capital punishment system 
functions properly - that a quarter-century behind bars means 
the courts have had ample opportunity to review his appeals and 
have concluded, based on all relevant evidence, that his execution 
will pass constitutional muster. Butthatisn’ttrue: With lessthana 
week until his execution, there remain serious questions about 
whether Nichols' execution is legally justifiable. 

His is a case plagued by prosecutorial misconduct and incom- 
plete judicial review. Harris Co. officials withheld from Nichols' 
attorneys the true identity and whereabouts of a crucial eyewit- 
ness, Teresa Ishman, one of two deli employees working with 
Shaffer the morning of the murder. According to court records, 
Ishman told prosecutors it was Williams and not Nichols who 
killed Shaffer, and she confirmed that Nichols fled before the mur- 
der. Moreover, at Nichols’ second trial, prosecutors completely 
changed the official theory of the crime in order to secure a con- 
viction and death sentence. At Nichols’ first trial, prosecutors 
argued that Williams fired the fatal shot -an assertion backed up 



by the physical evidence and the testimony of the county med- 
ical examiner - and sought to convict Nichols not as the 
shooter but as a party to the killing. But the jury deadlocked 
because Nichols wasn’t the triggerman. So 
at the second trial, in February 1982, pros- 
ecutors argued instead that Nichols was 
the one who fired the fatal shot - even 
though Williams had already confessed to 
the killing and had been sentenced to die. 

State and federal courts have consid- 
ered these omissions before, but only in 
“isolation,’’ says Nichols’ attorney, Clifford 
Gunter, with the Houston firm Bracewell & 

Giuliani. On Feb. 20, Gunter again appealed Nichols' case, 
arguing that taken together, the problems with his prosecution 
are so egregious that the death sentence should be over- 
turned. “Nichols has been inadvertently subjected to a proce- 
dural quagmire that has prevented his unconstitutional convic- 
tion from being fully reviewed," Gunter argues. “As a result, no 
court has ever addressed all of the constitutional violations 
that led to Nichols' conviction for a crime he did not commit 
... a crime for which the confessed murderer ... has already 
been executed." In short, the court has never ruled whether 
the individual instances of misconduct could have the cumula- 
tive effect of rendering his punishment unconstitutional. 


In Williams’ case, Harris Co. prosecutors asserted that the 
evidence conclusively proved him the killer: “That is all there is 
to it. It is scientific. It is consistent. It is complete. It is final, 
and it is in evidence,’’ they argued - evidence they offered 
again during Nichols’ first trial. At Nichols' second trial, howev- 
er, prosecutors abandoned all that evidence and argued that 
Nichols was the shooter; this strategy was possible only 
because the state continued to conceal eyewitness Ishman 
from the defense, argues Gunter. Instead, prosecutors offered 
only the testimony of another deli employee, Cindy Johnson, 
who claimed Nichols fired the fatal shot. (According to Ishman, 
Gunter later discovered, there was no way Johnson could’ve 
seen anything because she hid in the bathroom once the rob- 
bery began.) By hiding Ishman, the prosecution was able to 
convince jurors Nichols was the shooter: “And I’ll tell you that it 
was [Nichols’] hand that did the killing,” declared the prosecu- 
tor. “How do you know that? [Johnson] saw it. She told you.” 

A federal district judge first overturned Nichols’ conviction 
based on the state’s changed theory of the crime (a due pro- 
cess violation), but the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
reversed, ruling that the error wasn't severe enough to “under- 
mine confidence" in the guilty verdict. In a subsequent pro- 
ceeding, the court similarly ruled that hiding Ishman from the 
defense was not so egregious as to undermine the verdict. 

While Gunter hopes that the courts will now finally consider 
the errors’ cumulative effect and will throw out Nichols’ death 
sentence, given the complicated nature of the rules governing 
death-case appeals, it seems unlikely. In fact, “the rules against 
successive petitions are so onerous" that it is unlikely the 
courts will consider anything more than whether the appeal was 
filed properly, says UT law professor Jordan Steiker. “By suc- 
cessfully hiding their misconduct, the prosecution gets the ben- 
efit of a process designed to ‘streamline’ appeals. It is one of 
the ways that court doctrine rewards prosecutorial misconduct.” 
Gunter has also filed a petition with the Board of Pardons and 
Paroles, asking that Nichols’ death sentence be commuted to 
life behind bars - ordinarily, Steiker says, that would be the way 
to go with a case like Nichols’. “If we had any sort of clemency 
process, this would be the perfect kind of case,” where the exec- 
utive branch would step in to correct an injustice the courts are 
ill-equipped to handle. But, he said, “That’s not Texas.” For sure, 
the BPP isn’t known for righting wrongs - still, Nichols’ life might 
depend on its taking seriously the responsibility to avert an 
injustice. “To be frank, we are ... accusing the State of having 
deliberately manipulated the justice system ... in order to get a 
second death sentence,” reads Gunter’s petition. "Executing 
Nichols would in effect condone” that manipulation, he contin- 
ued. “When does it end? It should end now.” - Jordan Smith 



Dirty-Coal Reversal 

Marking a monumental turn of events in Texas’ war over the 
construction of 17 new coal-fired power plants, TXU, the ener- 
gy giant with 11 controversial plants in the state’s permitting 
cue, announced this weekend that it will abandon plans for eight 
of its proposed plants - as the utility agreed to be bought out in 
the largest such corporate acquisition in history. Texas Pacific 
Group and Kohlberg Kravis Roberts & Co., the two private 
equity firms set to buy TXU for roughly $45 billion, search for 
“undervalued” companies to scoop up, and became interested in 
TXU as its stock tanked amid intensifying public outrage and Wall 
Street uncertainty over its unprecedentedly large coal plans, not 
to mention recent court-ordered permitting delays and increasing- 
ly likely federal CO z capping legislation. Though the painfully 
complex leveraged buy out is far from complete, TPG and KKR 
(who met with environmental leaders prior to inking the deal) 
have publicized plans to execute an environmental about-face 
with the new TXU. Here are the preliminary terms of the deal: 

• Ditch plans for eight of the 11 coal-fueled generation 
units, cutting 56 million tons of annual carbon emissions 
(according to TXU) 

• Terminate previous plans to expand coal operations in 
other states. 

• Endorse the U.S. Climate Action Partnership platform, 

including a call for a mandatory federal cap on carbon emissions. 


• Honor a previous agreement to reduce emissions of 
mercury, sulfur dioxide, and nitrogen oxides by 20% 

from 2005 levels (previously contingent on the approval of 
all 11 plants) 

• Reduce the company’s carbon emissions to 1990 levels 
by 2020. 

• Invest $400 million in demand-side management pro- 
grams to cut energy consumption. 

• Double expenditures on energy efficiency measures and 
wind-power purchases. 

• Establish a Sustainable Energy Advisory Board, on which 
Environmental Defense's Jim Marston will serve. 

• Decrease by 10% the utility rate price for residential custom- 
ers (though many energy experts and regulators feel rates 
should drop at least 30%). 

TXU’s turnaround was an “earthquake that happened in Texas, 
whose shockwave will be felt from Wall Street to Washington," 
said David Hawkins, director of the Natural Resource Defense 
Council's Climate Center, adding “that the buyout reflects the 
conclusion that big business can no longer ignore global warming 
and come up with sound business strategies." Tom “Smitty” 
Smith, director of watchdog group Public Citizen's Texas office 
and perhaps the state’s foremost warlord against dirty coal, 
called the events “the tipping point in the battle over whether C0 2 
will be regulated by Congress,” saying it’s not a matter of if, but 
how soon. With eight more plants still being sought in Texas and 
at least 150 more proposed nationwide, Smitty said other utilities 


should heed this message: “The times have just changed, and 
anything you do will have to have a climate-change offset.” 

Their bloodlust temporarily satiated, the legions of fighters 
united against dirty coal - including rural community groups, 
big city governments, and enviro-organizations, armed to the 
teeth with cash and high-powered lawyers - now turn their 
attention to the eight remaining plants, proposed by seven dif- 
ferent utilities and soon to be moving through the state per- 
mitting process. Marston said his staff is initiating detailed 
analyses of every proposed coal plant statewide and is plan- 
ning to push harder for pending energy-efficiency measures at 
the Legislature, “demonstrating that there are faster, cheaper, 
and cleaner alternatives,” to meet Texas’ energy needs. 

While the TXU events are being hailed as a resounding vic- 
tory by those opposing dirty coal, concerns linger over whether 
the utility's new private ownership will obscure its operations 
from public scrutiny, how diligently the utility will set about 
cleaning up its existing plants (some among the nation's most 
polluting), whether it will move toward developing nukes, and 
what will happen to the utility's glowing green promises if its 
private equity firm owners flip TXU down the road (a common 
practice in the business). 

TXU gave a corporate face to global warming and air pollu- 
tion over the past year, to which the public dealt a colossal, 
financially debilitating bitch-slap. With TXU now trying to pull 
itself together, it’s unclear whether other utilities want some.

Taser talk and more 

Back in December, Rep. Lon Burnam, D-Fort Worth, filed 
House Bill 418 to restrict the use of electroshock Taser 
weapons by police only to those situations where the police 
would also be justified in using deadly force against a sus- 
pect. The legislation was prompted by an article in the alterna- 
tive Fort Worth Weekly, which suggested police were using 
Tasers frequently, and perhaps too casually, said Burnam 
assistant Doug Lewin. The story, Lewin told us late last year, 
was disturbing, painting a picture of “rampant abuse of what 
seems to be the weapon of choice against minorities." So, the 
goal of the legislation, Lewin said, is in essence to create a 
statewide definition of the Taser as a deadly weapon, which 
would raise the bar, and thus the level of scrutiny, related to 
its use. 

Codifying a definition would be no small feat, really, consid- 
ering that while the Taser has become increasingly popular 
among law-enforcement agencies nationwide, there is no 
national or state standard for defining exactly what kind of 
weapon they are and where they should fall on the police use- 
of-force continuum, which generally begins with the use of ver- 
bal commands and escalates to the use of firearms in deadly 
force situations. A May 2005 report from the Government 
Accountability Office, for example, reviewed the Taser poli- 
cies of seven law-enforcement agencies - including the Austin 
Police Department - and found that where Taser use was 



placed on the force continuum varied greatly. Two of the 
departments placed the Taser at a higher level of force - akin 
to situations in which batons might be used; three depart- 
ments, including APD, allowed the Taser to be used at a lower 
threat level, beginning when the officer “perceives” the situa- 
tion as volatile, a level at which the use of chemical spray 
would be warranted; one agency, the Orange County Sheriff’s 
Office in Orlando, Fla., placed the Taser at the lowest level of 
threat, allowing its use even when a suspect is displaying 
“passive resistance," such as not responding to an officer’s 
verbal commands. 


FIB 418 is a rather bold suggestion - one that would likely be 
met with resistance by police groups, which generally see the 
Taser as an important tool for reducing officer and suspect inju- 
ries - and whether Burnam's proposal to define it as a deadly 
weapon will actually find any traction at the Capitol remains 
unclear. Still, Burnam said in a Feb. 26 press release that in 
the months since filing FIB 418 he's had “many conversations” 
with police and community groups regarding his bill and has 
now filed four additional bills - each decidedly less extreme in 
scope than FIB 418 - in an attempt to further define the proper 
role of the Taser weapon within the police arsenal: 

• HB 1933 requires every Texas law-enforcement agency to 
craft a Taser-use policy and report all incidents of Taser use to 
their municipality or county and directs the Texas Commission 
on Law Enforcement Officer Standards and Education to com- 
pile and analyze that data. 

• HB 1934 directs TCLEOSE to develop a statewide Taser-train- 
ing program for police. 

• HB 1935 prohibits private citizens from carrying a Taser 
or other electroshock weapon without “proper licensure 
and training.” 

• HB 1936 requires police to seek medical attention - and 
treatment, if necessary - for all suspects shot with a Taser gun. 

In all, Burnam says he hopes his bills “will help to create a 
standard for Taser use and increase safety for everybody.” The 
Taser can be a “great tool” for law enforcement, he continued, 
when “used correctly.” -Jordan Smith 


CAPITOL BRIEFS 


As expected, a group of parents filed suit last 
week seeking to halt Gov. Rick Perry’s execu- 
tive order calling for FIPV immunization for all 
sixth-grade girls. Dallas attorney Kenneth 
Chaiken filed the lawsuit in Travis Co. District 
Court on behalf of the unnamed plaintiffs. “The 
school-aged girls of Texas are not guinea pigs 
who may be subjected to medical procedures at 
the apparent whim of Texas’ governor," the peti- 
tion stated. Perry's order of Feb. 2 directed the 
state Health and Fluman Services Commission 
to establish guidelines for the Merck-manufac- 
tured vaccine. The suit claims Perry’s order rep- 
resented an abuse of power and violated the 
Texas Constitution. It further argued that state 
law only allows for governor-issued executive 
orders in times of disasters or imminent 
threats that could cause widespread damage, 
injury, or death. - Amy Smith 

Cervical cancer - executive order notwithstand- 
ing - is not the only health-care issue this ses- 
sion. Two groups focused on health care were 
at the Capitol last week to request more fund- 
ing to prevent heart attacks and strokes, 
which are the leading causes of death in the 
nation. The American Heart Association and 
American Stroke Association are looking for 
$100 million in funding this session to 
address risk factors: smoking cessation and 
prevention, community intervention when it 
comes to obesity and especially the growing 
problem of childhood obesity in Texas, and for 
a new plan that sends stroke victims to proper- 
ly equipped health-care facilities. The groups 
say only a small fraction of the state’s tobacco 
settlement actually has gone to smoking-ces- 
sation programs, primarily in rural counties out 
in East Texas. - Kimberly Reeves 

Two Austin Democrats, Sen. Kirk Watson and 
Rep. Mark Strama, announced on Feb. 27 the 
filing of the Texas Prevention First Act 

(Senate Bill 837 and House Bill 1842), designed 
to beef up public education on sexually transmit- 
ted diseases and prevention of unplanned preg- 
nancies. The legislation is similar to a federal 
Prevention First Act that seeks to add funding 
for family planning and unplanned-pregnancy-pre- 
vention programs, among other features. The 
Texas legislation in part calls for a “comprehen- 


sive" outreach campaign to reduce unintended 
pregnancies and incidence of STD infection. 

“The best way to prevent the termination of a 
pregnancy is to prevent the pregnancy,” Watson 
said at a Tuesday press conference. - J.S. 

Texas foster children would have guaranteed 
protections under a “bill of rights" should leg- 
islation filed this week win approval. Rep. Eddie 
Rodriguez, D-Austin, and Sen. Carlos Uresti, D- 
San Antonio, have filed companion bills (HB 
1752 and SB 805) containing a proposed list 
of 40 basic rights for children removed from 
their homes because of abuse or neglect. The 
proposed measures range from the basic (the 
right to live in a safe, comfortable home; eat 
healthy foods; and attend religious activities of 
the child’s choice) to the no-nonsense (such as 
the right to not be "unnecessarily or excessively 
medicated” and the right to speak with case- 
workers, judges, and court-appointed advo- 
cates). The legislation’s intent is to take child- 
protection laws a step further to ensure that 
foster children are aware of and understand 
their rights, said Rodriguez. - A.S. 

A stringent increase in punishment for sex 
offenders - including the possibility of execu- 
tion for repeat child molesters - may be one 
step closer to becoming Texas law. HB 8, 
authored by Rep. Debbie Riddle, R-Tomball, 
would be Texas’ own version of a so-called 
Jessica’s Law, prescribing no less than 30 
years’ imprisonment, or half the entire sentence, 
for sex offenders who attack victims under the 
age of 14. Last week, HB 8 was passed, without 
amendment, by the House Committee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence. Apparently, concern by 
victims advocacy groups that the capital punish- 
ment provision would deter reporting of what, in 
most cases, is a family crime has been alleviat- 
ed some; the word around the Capitol is that 
prosecutors have promised to ask for the death 
penalty in only rare cases - a pledge that, judg- 
ing from the insatiable appetite of DA offices to 
appear “tough on crime,” may come back to 
haunt the groups. The bill hit the House floor 
Wednesday for a debate, as dubiously fast- 
tracked "emergency” legislation.

Forget the lottery. It’s the Permanent School 
Fund that's bankrolling Texas schools, and you 
don’t even have to buy a ticket. According to the 


Texas Education Agency, the PSF just crossed 
the $25 billion mark, putting it second only to 
Harvard in terms of largest endowments. The 
fund, which underwrites textbooks and some 
school expenditures each biennium, provided 
$1.7 billion to Texas schools last biennium, 
almost on par with the $1 billion a year or so 
the Texas Lottery provides. Such growth - the 
PSF began with a $2 million appropriation in 
1854 - could be a good argument in favor of 
Gov. Rick Perry’s proposal to sell the Texas 
Lottery and create a new state nest egg for 
other state expenditures. - K.R. 

The Senate confirmed last Wednesday the 
appointment of Julie Parsley for a second term 
on the Public Utilities Commission of Texas, 
despite her voting record showing an unwilling- 
ness to intervene in the market. The former 
solicitor general and Rick Perry appointee 
helped oversee the deregulation of the state's 
electricity market and sat on Perry’s Energy 
Planning Council, whose 2005 report pushed 
Texas further down the path of coal and oil reli- 
ance. Notably, last April, Parsley and fellow com- 
missioner Barry Smitherman outvoted Chairman 
Paul Hudson on the PUC's power to hold compa- 
nies accountable. TXU and Reliant had sought 
PUC permission to raise prices in the wake of 
Katrina, due to high natural-gas prices. The PUC 
approved, on the understanding that the compa- 
nies would drop prices when costs came down. 
Months later, fuel prices had dropped, but elec- 
tricity prices hadn't. Hudson said this was the 
commission's last real opportunity to balance 
prices before deregulation and that he wanted 
the incumbent energy companies to appear 
before the PUC over possible price gouging; 
Parsley said the PUC had no power to do any- 
thing about it. Her take on the commission's 
role ultimately won out. She’ll remain on the 
commission until Sept. 1, 2011.

Sen. Kip Averitt, R-Waco, is championing a new 
water-management plan for the state that 
might also cut the governor’s powers. Last 
Thursday, the Texas Committee on Natural 
Resource chair filed SB 3, which he hopes will 
conserve the state’s natural resources while 
providing for an expanding and thirsty popula- 
tion. But hidden in its text is a power shift. The 
bill brings back the Environmental Flows 


Advisory Committee, a policy advisory panel bal- 
ancing ecological and consumer demands on 
the water supply. Established in 2005 by Gov. 
Rick Perry by executive order, the panel had 
nine governor-appointed members, including the 
Exxon Mobil Beaumont refinery manager and a 
vice chairman of Mary Kay. SB 3 gives the 
House speaker, lieutenant governor, and gover- 
nor three appointments each. Moreover, the 
governor's choices will be limited: He would 
have to select one representative from Texas 
Commission on Environmental Quality, Texas 
Parks and Wildlife, and Texas Water 
Development Board. Other members will come 
from the House and Senate. Supported by an 
independent scientific committee, the group will 
present biannual reports on the state of Texas 
water to the Legislature. Industry representa- 
tives will get a voice on new local water stake- 
holder committees around the state but not on 
the main group. - R.W. 

You'll have to pay to watch topless dancers or 
other stripped-down entertainers if a Houston 
legislator has her way. Rep. Ellen Cohen, D- 
Houston, filed HB 2124 Tuesday; it would 
charge a $5 door fee at sexually oriented clubs, 
which, oddly enough, turn some of their tidiest 
profits in Austin when the Legislature is in ses- 
sion. These businesses would be required to 
submit quarterly fees to the state comptroller's 
office. The revenue would be deposited into a 
sexual-assault-prevention-program fund, or, if it 
exceeds $12 million in a fiscal biennium, it 
would go to the general fund. The bill would 
also give the Legislature some wiggle room for 
dedicating the money to other types of funds or 
programs, provided their primary purpose is to 
combat sexual violence. - A.S. 

Microbrewers have finally found a Lege ally in 
Rep. Jessica Farrar, D-Houston, who on Monday 
filed a bill that would allow small beermakers to 
sell their products on the premises of their brew- 
eries directly to consumers (as winemakers are 
already allowed to do). As the organization 
Friends of Texas Microbreweries had asked, HB 
1926 defines eligible brewers as those whose 
annual production is less than 75,000 barrels; 
on-site sales would be capped at 5,000 barrels 
per year. Possible roadblock: a powerful whole- 
salers lobby, who might look unkindly on any 
incursions into their business. - Lee Nichols 
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That embarrassing reminder of Austin's 
tech-industry implosion, the Intel shell, 
was itself imploded on Sunday morning. 
Despite llth-hour attempts by Mayor Will 
Wynn to preserve the unfinished building 
in the hopes that it might be the next 
Downtown mixed-use condo tower, the 
federal General Services Administration 
went ahead with plans to bring down the 


house and build a new federal courthouse 
on the property. Hundreds of Downtown 
residents and other gawkers - some 
fortified against the early morning 
(7am!) hour with Bloody Marys and beer 
- raucously cheered the destruction. 
Hopefully their hangovers were no worse 
than the collective one our city suffered 
earlier this decade. 


Supremes Deny 
Review of 
Springsteen Case 

The U.S. Supreme Court on Feb. 26 

denied Travis Co. prosecutors' request to 
review the case of Robert Springsteen IV, 

who was convicted in connection with the infa- 
mous 1991 yogurt-shop murders. The convic- 
tion was overturned last May, after the state 
Court of Criminal Appeals finally - after the 
case sat on their docket for nearly three years 
- ruled his conviction was tainted by the trial 
court’s improper ruling that allowed prosecu- 
tors to use written portions of another defen- 
dant’s “confession’’ as evidence of Spring- 
steen's guilt, in violation of his Sixth Amend- 
ment right to cross-examine witnesses. 

In 2004, Justice Antonin Scalia ruled, in a 
case styled Crawford v. Washington , that the 
Constitution demanded defendants be afford- 
ed the right, without exception, to cross-exam- 
ine their accusers - a ruling that ultimately 
(should have, at least) quashed any hope 


prosecutors might have had that their wig- 
gling with the Sixth Amendment in Spring- 
steen’s case might actually pass constitution- 
al muster. Nonetheless, the CCA sat on the 
case for another two years before citing 
Crawford to toss the case back into the lap of 
Travis Co. District Attorney Ronnie Earle. 

The Supremes' Monday ruling means pros- 
ecutors must either retry Springsteen or set 
him free. Not surprisingly, prosecutors have 
said they will opt for the former, vowing to 
retry Springsteen - though without the bol- 
stering confession of defendant Michael 
Scott (who was sentenced to life in prison for 
his role in the crime) it is hard to imagine how 
they’ll manage to secure another conviction. 
Indeed, there are major problems with the 
state’s case - including the existence of phys- 
ical evidence at the crime scene that does 
not match any of the four victims or the four 
men accused of the crime, and the dearth of 
evidence tying Springsteen to the crime, save 
for partially inculpating statements he made 
to police in 1999 after hours of interrogation.

Perry's Big $$$ Ideas 


The governor reaches for a legacy - is anybody listening?

Two years ago, when Rick Perry was ramping 
up his re-election campaign, the Methodist 
Aggie governor got all Christian on us. Ripping 
a page from Karl Rove’s 2004 playbook, Perry 
commenced to court the social conservative 
vote. He met privately several times with a 
shadowy network of fundamentally right-wing 
ministers called the Texas Restoration Project, 
a well-oiled political machine that sprang to 
life fully formed in 2005. The group’s religious 
status made it exempt - at least technically - 
from the state’s campaign finance disclosure 
laws. The group’s No. 1 goal that year was to 
register 300,000 voters to help pass a constitu- 
tional ban on gay marriage and, theoretically, 
help swing a payback victory for Perry the fol- 
lowing year. 

Entering the 2005 legislative session, Perry 
struck all the right notes in his State of the State 
address: He talked tough on education reform 
(his answer for a court-ordered revision of the 
school- finance system), solidified his pro-life 
stance, voiced support for private-school 
vouchers, and credited tort reform with saving 
the state of health care in Texas. “Patient access 
is improving,” he told an appreciative audi- 
ence, “because the personal-injury trial lawyers 
are no longer calling the shots.” 

Perry also chatted up his Trans Texas Corridor 
project then taking shape, “with the private 
sector willing to expend $7.2 billion up front 
without asking for one dime in state money for 
construction.” By the end of the regular ses- 
sion, and three special sessions that followed, 
Perry was still talking tough on school reform 
while the school-funding matter went unre- 
solved. To finally get the job done and keep his 
political career intact, Perry summoned former 


comptroller and Democratic 
rival John Sharp and 
put him in charge of 
crafting a new franchise- 
tax bill and recruiting 
support from enough 
Democratic legislators to 
add some bipartisan flair to 
its passage. 

All things considered, 

Perry’s 2005-2006 election cam- 
paign ran pretty smoothly, even with three major 
opponents on the ballot and a majority of Texans 
voting for someone other than Perry, leaving him 
with a modest yet decisive 39% victory. 

Last month, the Capitol buzz held that 
Perry’s grandstanding and cocksureness since 
the election were getting on people’s nerves, as 
well as fueling rumors that Perry was audition- 
ing for the role of Republican vice presidential 
nominee in 2008. His handlers continue to 
insist that he’s not interested and that he 
doesn’t even like Washington. Of course, that’s 
also what his predecessor said. 

Skepticism regarding Perry’s ambitions isn’t 
hard to find. Republican consultant Royal Mas- 
set doesn’t see a VP spot in the cards. “Texas 
has already had our share of VPs and presi- 
dents. People may want a breather from Texas 
leaders, who tend to Alamocize’ international 
conflicts,” he said. And even if George Bush 
weren’t in the White House, he added, U.S. 
Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison would be a more 
likely VP candidate. “Perry is wise to keep his 
options open,” Masset said, “but his advisers 
need to be telling him that if the heavens open 
up and put a Texan in the presidency [ticket] 
in 2008, it will be Hutchison, not Perry.” 


Pigpen Rick 


Whatever its impetus, Perry’s current grand- 
standing - and the backlash against it - has 
been the talk of the 80th Legislature. It is also 
why members of his own party, with ample and 
eager assistance from Democrats, are taking 
unprecedented measures to rein him in. Just 60 
days into his third term in office, the impecca- 
bly groomed governor has become a political 
version of Pigpen, the Peanuts character whose 
trademark is a constant cloud of dust that fol- 
lows his every move. Here is a recap of some of 
Perry’s 60 days of dustups: 

The Human Papillomavirus Mandate: 
Perry issued an executive order on Feb. 2, to 
require sixth-grade girls to be vaccinated for a 
sexually transmitted virus that can cause cervi- 
cal cancer. The mandate, which sev- 
eral legal experts have deemed 
unconstitutional, touched off a 
national debate. It also enraged con- 
servatives who charge it will pro- 
mote promiscuity. It also raised con- 
cerns about the safety of the recently 
introduced vaccination drug 
(Gardasil), as well as the aggressive 
legislative lobbying program launched by 
Merck & Co., the pharmaceutical company 
marketing the drug, to try to secure vaccine 
requirements in every state. 

The vaccination program has its supporters, 
but overall, the response from the Lege has 
been swift and strong - this week, opponents 
announced a bill to overturn the executive 
order, with no less than 90 House co-spon- 
sors. Perry (a Democrat in his former life in 
the House) appears to have waded boldly into 
the muddle - and gotten stuck. Indeed, the 
negative legislative and public reaction has 
been enough to make one wonder whether 
Perry or his advisers even considered doing 
any political groundwork before announcing 
such a peremptory decision. The Associated 


Press turned up the most notable fumble: 
Perry’s chief of staff and other top aides met 
for an “HPV Vaccine for Children Briefing” on 
the same day last October that Merck donated 
$5,000 to Perry’s campaign. 

Republicans are long accustomed to brush- 
ing off questions about the governor’s coziness 
with major-league lobbyists (a group that 
includes several former staff members). This 
time, his own party members were among the 
first to pounce on the connection between 
Perry and his friend and former chief of staff - 
Merck lobbyist Mike Toomey. In addition to 
filing reversal legislation, GOP lawmakers have 
sought a legal opinion from Attorney General 
Greg Abbott on the legality of Perry’s directive.

Even Merck has retreated; fearing a financial 
backlash from the media attention, last week 
the company pulled the plug on its national 
legislative campaign. 

The Coal Plants: Same song, second verse. 
On Feb. 20, Travis Co. District Judge Stephen 
Yelenosky determined that Perry overstepped 
his authority in October 2005, when he ordered 
the state environmental agency to expedite the 
permitting review process for a controversial 
slew of proposed coal-fired power plants, 1 1 of 
them planned by utility giant TXU. (Replied 
Perry spokesman Perry Black, “No one should 
be surprised that a single, liberal Austin judge 
would rule against Governor Perry and his 
efforts to increase energy capacity in Texas.”)

Two weeks earlier, Perry vigorously defended 
coal plants in his State of the State address and 
warned that “power outages are just a few years 
away if we don’t take action. ” Perry is willing to 
order a new-to-market vaccine for teenage girls

integrated gasification combined cycle. His 
reason? “It remains unproven.”

Perry has responded in what has become J 
the reflexive Republican fashion - to privatize 2 
the problem by outsourcing the toll roads to § 
corporate interests, domestic and foreign. The 
public reaction has been mixed, at best - 
accounting for much of the voter disapproval 
reflected in that 39% November mandate. 

For this session, the toll roads retain plenty 
of momentum at the Capitol, and it’s never 
safe to bet against the highway lobby. There is 
a move afoot in the Lege - driven mostly by 
Republicans - to stick a fork in the toll-road 
project that’s bulldozing and land-grabbing 
its way across the state. Still, Gov. Perry con- 
siders the grandiose corridor plan a central 
aspect of his lengthening tenure as governor. 

It may take more than an economic recession 
to leave it stranded along the highway. 


Bob “Split Level” Perry: The Houston 
homebuilder (no relation to Rick) and the state’s 
top political donor successfully pushed through 
legislation in 2003 creating the Texas Residential 
Construction Commission, billed as a consumer- 
protection agency. In fact, it’s designed to protect 
builders against lawsuits for shoddy construction, 
creating a wall of “mediation” that’s virtually con- 
sumer-proof. This year, Perry is fighting legislative 
calls for major changes at the commission. Three 
different bills have been filed that would add 
teeth to the commission’s consumer-protection 
responsibilities. Don’t bet against Perry’s Perry. 

James “Lord Voucher” Leininger: The 

San Antonio medical-bed tycoon and the state’s 
No. 2 campaign cash cow 
continues throwing bad 
money after bad in his 
relentless pursuit of a 
school-voucher program. 

Rep. Frank Corte, R-San 
Antonio, has filed a bill to 
create a “pilot program” 
for vouchers - a repeat of 
one the House rejected in 
2005. Perry says he sup- 
ports a voucher program, but he didn’t breathe a 


Privatizing the Lottery: Perry is pitching a 
plan to sell the Texas Lottery to a private com- 
pany, which he believes would fetch $14 bil- 
lion or more. Here’s the catch: We need to act 
right now. “If we delay, the market price is 
likely to be less in the years to come,” he said.

word about it in his State of the State address. 
Even less voucher-friendly after last November, 
the Lege is likely to deep-six the Corte proposal 
again this year. 

Mike “So Sue Me” Toomey: The gover- 
nor’s former chief of staff - the backstage man- 
ager of tort deform - is more widely known these 
days for his lobby work on behalf of human papil- 
lomavirus vaccine manufacturer Merck & Co. 

Perry is still feeling the backlash against his 
executive order requiring young girls to receive 
the vaccination. Toomey’s roster of heavily mon- 
ied clients includes AT&T, Associated Builders & 
Contractors of Texas, Texans for Lawsuit Reform, 
and pro-voucher group Texans for School Choice. 

Dan “Toll Texas” 

Shelley: Among other 
clients, Perry’s former liai- 
son to the Legislature won 
a lobby contract last year 
with Cintra, the Spanish 
company awarded the 
state’s $7 billion toll-road 
project. As the Dallas 
Morning News noted in an 
Aug. 16 story, Shelley 


- a financial services outfit that would likely be 
first in line to broker the deal. 

Perry’s son, Griffin, just happens to be a 
new hire at UBS, and former Perry spokesman 
Ray Sullivan is a UBS lobbyist. Sheer coinci- 
dence was the explanation from the governor’s 
office, also quick to note that neither Griffin 
nor Sullivan are directly involved in the lottery 
deal. In any case, Perry’s proposal calls for 
investing the money from the sale in three 
interest-earning funds, or trusts, to help finance 
a health-insurance plan for the uninsured, put 


served as a consultant to the company before 
joining Perry’s staff in 2005. Cintra won the high- 
way job shortly after Shelley started his state job. 

Ray “Speakeasy” Sullivan: This former 
spokesman for both Perry and George W. Bush 
recently landed in news reports connecting the 
dots between financial-services firm (and 
Sullivan lobby client) UBS and Perry’s proposal 
to privatize the state lottery. Should the state 
decide to sell the lottery, UBS would likely bid for 
the contract to broker the deal. Sullivan also lob- 
bies for AT&T and HNTB Corporation, a consulting 
firm on contract with the Central Texas Regional 
Mobility Authority. 

Phil “Get It and 
Go” Gramm: The 

former U.S. senator, 
now a vice chairman 
of financial services 
giant UBS, has sold 
Perry on the idea of 
selling the state lot- 
tery to a private com- 
pany. Legislative leaders don’t appear to share 
Perry and Gramm’s enthusiasm, but should they 
change their minds, UBS stands to reap millions.

more money into education, and turn Texas 
into a national leader in cancer research. 

Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst and House Speaker 
Tom Craddick, no slouches in the financial 
market, are not going to be easily sold on the 
lottery idea. “We’ll look at it,” Dewhurst said, 
but he expressed doubt about the sale’s ability 
to generate $750 million a year for education, 
as Perry said it would, and wondered how the 
state would make up for the shortfall. 

Riding Into the Sunset 

Considering these issues together, Democratic 
consultant Kelly Fero suggests a common 
thread: that Perry has used them as occasions 
to gradually increase his authority. “This ses- 
sion thus far highlights the fact that Rick Perry 
has taken the Texas governor’s office from argu- 
ably the weakest in the nation, to arguably one 
of the strongest,” he said, adding, “with just a 
39% mandate and no constitutional vote.” 

Perry’s theme for 2007 is “Imagine the Possi- 
bilities.” It encompasses a hopeful-sounding 
set of proposals that he laid out in his inaugu- 
ral address and his State of the State speech. In 
contrast to his 2005 State of the State, this year 
Perry went global, touching on terrorism and 
national security, and even condemning the 
ethnic genocide in the Darfur region of Sudan 
- not exactly an instinctive subject for a Texas 
governor. Even more surprisingly, he acknowl- 
edged that poverty does exist in Texas, and too 
many people are uninsured. There was none of 
his hard-nosed, old-time religion talk of yester- 
year. Perry has some big ideas. 

Perry would like us to imagine the possibilities 
as he sees them, but many on both sides of the 
aisle are starting to recognize those possibilities as 
political and financial gains for the governor and 
his friends. Masset, who is not on Perry’s payroll 
and says he hasn’t talked to him since last year, is 
one of a few Republicans these days willing to 
stick his neck out for Perry but isn’t shy about 
pointing out his warts. “I think it’s good Perry is 
using his office as a bully pulpit,” he said. “Some 
of his ideas are incredibly stupid, like tuition 
deregulation and selling the lottery. But in our 
form of government, I think it’s better we have a 
governor throwing out ideas for the future and 
forcing the Legislature to react.” On Perry’s con- 
nections to high-rollers and lobbyists, Masset 
responds, “It’s hand for any leader to not have 
friends all over the place and be influenced by 
them.” With that, Masset offered a philosophical 
view of Perry, drawing on his personal experience 
of what happens to men “when we hit our 50s.” 

“We know we will soon die, and we cling to 
power and money and want to accomplish 
great things before we go. This is Perry’s last 
hurrah. Even by next session he’ll be fading 
away, and we’ll probably have Hillary in the 
White House.” ■

XM, Sirius Await 
FCC Decision

On that Tuesday morning so filled with 
hope, I pulled myself out of bed earlier than 
usual and shuffled down the hall in my profes- 
sional journalist attire, the cats pattering after 
me. Like millions around the world, I turned 
on my computer with a sense of nervous 
anticipation. The day before, with the markets 
closed, satellite-radio services XM and Sirius 
announced a long-rumored plan to merge. 
Surely my 350 shares of Sirius - estimated 
retirement account value, $1,308 - would 
soar with the news, reaping riches upon all 
those, like myself, who were shrewd enough 
to predict the winds of commerce. 

But a funny thing happened on the way to 
the Lexus dealership. After bumping up 10%, 
Sirius’ stock sunk back to premerger wallow. 

Wall Street was sending a clear signal that 
investors are still not convinced that XM and 
Sirius will come together to form a space 
supergroup, sort of like Journey and ABBA 
joining to rule the world. The deal still must 
be approved by the righteous bureaucrats of 
the Federal Communications Commission 
- the same whip-smart public servants who 
wrestled with the evil of Janet Jackson’s 
exposed nipple - and trying to predict their 
actions on antitrust issues is akin to betting 
on rigged cockfights. 

This is no small matter to the 14 million 
people currently forking over their hard-earned 
dollars for the services, which offer channels 
devoted to Howard Stern, Oprah, NPR, NASCAR, 
and a hundred varieties of news and music. 
The merger is the rare business transaction 
that unites Emo's beer-nut fanatics and Wall 
Street brokers in a shared dialogue, as well 
as people like me, who are too cheap to actu- 
ally pay for satellite service but invested in 
the companies under the assumption that 
people love the service; ergo the stock must 


be great. (It turns out 
“ergo” is Latin for, “Or 
maybe not, dumbass.”) 

The antitrust debate 
sets up a Battle Royale 
of corporate scumbags - 
pitting big conglomerate 
broadcasters against 
investment banks, two 
industries that rank 
somewhere between per- 
sonal injury attorneys 
and the guys selling gym 
memberships, in terms 
of smarm. 

The broadcasters 
decry the merger as 
“anti-competitive,” a sin 
against competition, 
designed to deprive poor 
consumers of choices. 

This is, of course, to put 
it in FCC-approved terms, g 
a bit of cow poop. In 1 
fact, they hate this deal g 
because it will add com- § 
petition - specifically, a 
major new competitor for them. Keep in mind 
that these are the very same corporate broad- 
casters who have screamed for years that the 
FCC should reduce ownership restrictions and 
leave them alone while they gobble up small- 
er competitors. 

But now the broadcasters say consolidation 
is bad, very bad, just gosh darn awful. They’re 
aiming for the moral high ground, portraying 
the satellite services as smut mongers. “In 
the coming weeks, policy-makers will have to 
weigh whether an industry that makes Howard 
Stern its poster child should be rewarded with 
a monopoly platform for offensive program- 
ming,” said National Association of Broad- 
casters Executive Vice President Dennis 
Wharton in a statement. 

Nasty stuff. And it prompted one radio- 
industry newsletter to note, “If you’re wonder- 
ing how many times the NAB labeled Stern’s 
show offensive when it aired on broadcast 
radio, here's a clue: The answer lies some- 
where between zero and zip, nothing and 


nada.” It also forgets that Stern is very, very 
popular - more popular, in fact, than any of 
the NAB members' perky disc jockeys. 

But the broadcasters do have a legitimate 
gripe. When the FCC issued licenses for the 
two satellite services in 1995, it specifically 
banned one company from owning both 
licenses. To approve the merger, the FCC 
would have to completely abandon its prior 
stance. Which, as veteran FCC watchers 
know, is really no big whoop. But it’s still dicey 
territory, especially considering the FCC reject- 
ed a merger of satellite TV companies three 
years ago. 

"A lot has changed in a decade [since the 
FCC awarded the two satellite-radio licenses],” 
said XM Chairman Gary Parsons, during a 
conference call with reporters. "We believe a 
thoughtful analysis will recognize the broader 
marketplace.” Fear of the FCC’s “thoughtful 
analysis” explains, in part, why investors are 
not quite ready to gobble up Sirius and XM 
stock. The two companies have lost more 


than $6 billion over 
the years, and there’s 
real concern that at 
least one won’t sur- 
vive if the FCC rejects 
the deal. Sirius’ stock 
shed a third of its 
value in the last year 
alone, amid signs 
that the number of 
subscribers is start- 
ing to plateau. 

Still, prognostica- 
tors believe it’s a coin 
flip as to whether the 
FCC will approve the 
merger. Politicians 
and consumer groups 
are lining up to 
express their con- 
cerns on the impact 
of the deal on the 
poor, downtrodden 
consumer, while 
broadcast industry 
lobbyists are hard at 
work offering con- 
gressmen free back rubs in Aruba, in the 
name of consumer research. 

If the FCC and the broadcasters are really 
worried about consumers, then they might 
try talking to a few. Every XM and Sirius sub- 
scriber I’ve talked to loves the idea of the 
merger. Screw choice; they hated having to 
choose between the two. They just want 
more channels. 

The main concern of consumer advocates 
appears to be that prices for satellite radio 
will soar after the merger, which doesn’t make 
any sense. If the new, merged satellite com- 
pany tries to raise rates, customers will sim- 
ply toss their satellite radios into the trash 
and cancel their subscriptions. The long-suf- 
fering consumer has plenty of other ways to 
spend 12 bucks a month. Heck, if they raise 
rates, maybe some people will cancel their 
subscriptions and pick up a book, in which 
case it can be argued that the merger is good 
for education.

REIN IN BIG TOBACCO 

The Food and Drug Administration regu- 
lates the contents of aspirin, potato chips ... 
even dog food. But this safety watchdog has 
neither bite nor bark when it comes to setting 
standards for the deadliest product in our 
society: tobacco. 

This highly addictive drug hooks children, kills 
some 340,000 Americans every year, sickens 
nonsmokers who merely are around the fumes, 
and adds billions of dollars in costs to our 
heath-care system. Yet, thanks to Big Tobacco’s 
campaign donations and lobbyists, the White 
Flouse and Congress have refused to require 
FDA regulation of this killer product, allowing 
corporate profits to trump public health. 

There are easy steps the corporations 
could take to reduce the addictive and carci- 
nogenic power of their products. Far from 
reducing the killer contents, however, ciga- 
rette makers have deliberately been juicing 
up the potency of their cancer sticks. A 
recent study by the Flarvard School of Public 
Fiealth finds that the amount of addictive nic- 
otine that cigarettes pump into the lungs of 
smokers jumped by 11% from 1998 to 2005. 

With no regulators to restrain them, the 
corporations have merrily added higher-nicotine 
tobacco to cigarettes and - get this - modified 
cigarette design so smokers take more puffs 
from each one! In other words, they have care- 
lessly made their products a greater danger. 

This year, however, the new democratic 
majority in Congress has a chance to rein in 
these runaway greedheads by putting tobacco 
products under FDA regulation. Sen. Ted 
Kennedy has proposed legislation allowing 
the FDA to crack down on tobacco advertising 
(especially ads that target children) and to 
regulate the contents and design of ciga- 
rettes to reduce their harm to smokers and 
those around them.

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LOST IN CYBERSPACE: 

Presidents and Pandagon 

John Edwards’ online troubles may have been introduced to many 
Austinites, ironically, in print. Warned an Austin American-Statesman 
editorial Feb. 16, “Internet bloggers are political nitroglycerine. 
They’re highly unstable and can explode at any time.” 

One of these oh-so-volatile substances was Amanda Marcotte. An 
Austin resident, she had recently been hired to tend presidential can- 
didate Edwards’ campaign blog after her success at the popular lib- 
eral blog Pandagon (www.pandagon.net). (Another blogger, Melissa 
McEwan, was recruited by the campaign from Shakespeare’s Sister, 
www.shakespearessister.blogspot.com). The hires, widely hailed across 
the liberal blogosphere, drew the ire of conservative bloggers, who 
began searching Marcotte’s and McEwan’s postings for anything use- 
ful for smearing them and Edwards. “The blogging on a campaign has 
little relationship, content-wise, from personal blogging,” says 
Marcotte in an e-mail interview. “Basically, it didn’t occur to me that 
people would deliberately blur the difference between writing as 
myself and writing for someone else.” 

The smear initially floundered - until Bill Donohue, president of 
the Catholic League for Religious and Civil Rights, picked up on some 
of Marcotte’s remarks on religion. Ostensibly created to defend the 
church from defamation, under Donohue the Catholic League has 
become a cog in the right-wing noise machine, inveighing on the end- 
less culture wars when not attacking prominent Democrats like John 
Kerry. (Despite his persistent accusations of bias elsewhere, Donohue 
is somewhat of a bigot himself, famously claiming, “Hollywood is 
controlled by secular Jews who hate Christianity in general and 
Catholicism in particular.”) 

In the wake of Donohue’s cable news harangues, mainstream news- 
papers largely followed his storyline. Characteristically, the Statesman’s 
editorial gloated, “It was interesting that both bloggers, who made 
their reputations with sometimes vicious personal and ideological 
attacks and occasionally vile and profane language, didn’t like being 


on the receiving end. ... You dish it out, you gotta take it.” As evi- 
dence, the paper cites an almost comically coy post from Pandagon 
stating, “The Catholic Church is not about to let something like com- 
passion for girls get in the way of the state as an instrument to force 
women to bear more tithing Catholics.” Says Marcotte, “In contrast, 
the e-mails I got were mostly rape threats, implied or outright stated 
as such, or variations on ‘Why do you hate Catholics?’ which is some- 
thing you can only believe if you hear only the spin and have never 
researched what I or Melissa writes about.” Marcotte’s breaking point 
came when a tossed-off line in her Pandagon review of Children of Men 
referencing the virgin birth revived the anti-Catholic charges anew. “At 
that point, I realized . . . [Donohue] was going to persist until I had no 
choice but to quit, so better to just get it over with,” said Marcotte. 
Shortly thereafter, McEwan also resigned. 

As a feminist in a male-dominated field - not to mention an atheist 

- Marcotte feels her uniqueness may have made her an easy target. 
“Your average blogger is hard to attack because they fit a stereotype 

- male, khaki-clad, partisan nerds - that doesn’t tend to fit into any 
pre-existing media stereotypes that could be used to scare the 
Petersons back home about what terrible people bloggers are,” says 
Marcotte. “Nothing against those guys, since I feel in reality I’m one 
of them, but . . . the media doesn’t have a shorthand to make them 
look scary, which I think is what a lot of corporate media types want 
to do. But ‘outspoken feminist’ and the hint of fornicating female 
behind it is a tried-and-true media villain, so the first chance they got, 
the corporate media slurred bloggers with that brush.” 

Still, even a few sympathetic voices were surprised not by the contro- 
versy, but by Marcotte’s initial hiring, knowing the fearless, uncensored 
voice that made Pandagon popular would be more than enough for the 
right to manufacture a controversy. But Marcotte doesn’t seem to buy 
it. “The notion that I’m angry is pure sexism and goes right back to 
the idea that women have no right to complain or speak against injus- 
tice. . . . It’s a nifty trick, isn’t it? Equating the anger of people agitating 
against injustice with reactionary anger? Helps people shut down the 
brain and not have to think about the importance of the former.”

Only one week and a day had 
passed since I announced that I would 
be the official blogmaster for the John 
Edwards campaign for president when 
Bill Donohue, the head of the right- 
wing Catholic League, called me a lit- 
tle brat after working himself into one 
of his patented faux outrages on 
Tucker Carlson’s show on MSNBC. To 
be precise, Donohue actually referred 
to my friend and new colleague on the 
campaign, Melissa McEwan, and me 
as “two little brats,” even though both 
of us have more than a couple decades 
of living since the days when we were 
eligible to be called “little brats” and 
sent to stand in the corner. In almost 
any other situation, I would have been delight- 
ed at having the professionally offended cul- 
ture warrior Donohue call me a disparaging 
name and would have run straight to my per- 
sonal blog - Pandagon - to crow about it. On 
this particular Feb. 7, though, I knew better 
than to come out swinging at the cranky wing 
nut Donohue - because I was now working for 
a presidential campaign. 


Donohue was running to all the cable news 
networks and major news organizations to ped- 
dle his complaint that the new, distressingly 
feminist bloggers for the Edwards campaign 
had been insufficiently reverent of his religion. 
His official reason was the “vulgar” language 
McEwan and I used on our personal blogs 
before we started working for the Edwards 
campaign. The connection between girls cuss- 


ing and anti-Catholic bigotry was 
tenuous at best. As evidence that 
McEwan was a horrible anti- 
Catholic bigot, Donohue reported 
in his Feb. 6 press release that she 
had described herself as the 
“Queen Cunt of Fuck Mountain” 
(not terribly ladylike, perhaps, 
but also a sidelong pop culture 
reference to the HBO comedy 
series Mr. Show With Bob and 
David). McEwan wrote this on 
her blog, Shakespeare’s Sister. 
Why it might be evidence of some 
deep-seated hatred of Catholics 
Donahue left unexplained. 

Donohue’s evidence that I was 
an anti-Catholic bigot was a 
joke, actually a picture caption, 
on Pandagon: 

Q: What if Mary had taken Plan B after the Lord 
filled her with his hot, white, sticky Holy Spirit? 
A: You’d have to justify your misogyny with 
another ancient mythology. 

Vulgar and impious, sure. But in his ongoing 
rampage to label me as some sort of Catholic 
hater, Donohue failed to explain why this joke 
expresses anti-Catholic bigotry, since it’s about 


In retrospect, the entire 
episode had very little to 
do with religion and almost 
nothing to do with religious 
bigotry. The mainstream 
media picked up this story 
because of the much more 
substantiated claim that 
McEwan and I were vulgar. 

the virgin birth - which virtually all Christians, 
not just Catholics, accept (at least officially) on 
faith. Perhaps he didn’t elaborate because he 
culled it from a post about how an Austin 
Catholic church was distributing anti-contra- 
ceptive materials full of lies and scientific mis- 
information. It’s hard to argue that your target 
is bigoted against Catholics when you’re quot- 
ing a post she wrote about how the church is 
wrong to lie to living, breathing Catholics. 

To its credit, the Edwards campaign stood by 
its decision to hire McEwan and me, but 
Donohue and the Catholic League were on the 
warpath. A week later, Donohue issued another 
press release denouncing me as a bigot, this 
time because I had the nerve to point out the 
Catholic Church is patriarchal. It was clear 
Donohue had no intention of letting us do our 
work. No matter how untrue the allegations 
that I - an alum of St. Edward’s University - 
was somehow bigoted against Catholics, if my 
presence on the campaign was going to attract 
this much negative attention, then I wouldn’t 
be any good to John Edwards and his candi- 
dacy. I decided to resign. My term of employ- 
ment as the official blogmaster of the campaign 
lasted all of two weeks. My things were packed, 
but it was over so quick, I hadn’t even made 
the move to North Carolina. 

Among the Vulgar 

In retrospect, the entire episode had very 
little to do with religion and, despite Bill Dono- 
hue’s manufactured outrage, almost nothing to 
do with religious bigotry. The charges against 
us were concocted of one part highly selective 
quoting and two parts hoping that the audience 
wasn’t paying very close attention. The hate 
mail that filled my e-mail box is a testament to 
this fact; I got so many e-mails from people 
wondering why I “hated” God that I gave up 
writing back to point out that I can’t very well 
harbor hate for an entity I don’t believe in. No, 
the mainstream media picked up this story 
because of the much more substantiated claim 
that McEwan and I were vulgar. 

“Vulgar” was the favorite word of our crit- 
ics and of people who proclaimed their objec- 
tivity while eagerly inflating this story as if it 
had merit. In modern American English, 
“vulgar” has two meanings. Most of the time, 
it’s used to denote scatological humor or the 
seven words you can’t say on TV But its 
other, much older usage is to describe those

things that are “low class,” of the common 
people, part of popular culture. “Vulgar lan- 
guage” has described the vernacular of the 
working class much longer than it has denot- 
ed words that make your grandmother blush. 
It wasn’t difficult to figure out that the vulgar- 
ity raising enough alarm to put newbie staff- 
ers like McEwan and myself into the head- 
lines was the vulgarity of the common people. 
Joan Walsh in Salon.com approvingly 
described our personal blog style as “street- 
fighting.” A good deal more primly, The New 
York Times’ John Broder called our personal 
blog writings “vulgar and intemperate” and 
suggested that Edwards had disciplined us 
into writing in a more “civil tone.” To Broder’s 
credit, he avoided suggesting that the cam- 
paign would teach us to wash behind our 
ears, but since we resigned less than a week 
later, he may not have had a chance. 

After we resigned, the Monday morning 
quarterbacking began. In her companion piece 
to my Salon article about the entire dustup, 
Walsh wondered what the campaign could 
have been thinking to hire such vulgar blog- 
gers. “Why did either John Edwards or Amanda 
Marcotte enter their relationship so seemingly 
unready for what was likely to happen (assum- 
ing anyone in the Edwards camp had read 
Pandagon)? Either Marcotte would blunt her 
commentary, and lose the constituency 
Edwards was attempting to court, or else she’d 
alienate a whole lot of other people, and 
Edwards would spend the whole campaign 
defending her.” 



The question “why bloggers?” - and make 
no mistake, this was about bloggers, which is 
why McEwan and I were both targeted, despite 
our very different styles - perplexed the estab- 
lished media. It didn’t really puzzle me. 
Granted, hailing from a flyover state, and from 
the Texas Hill Country with its rich populist 
history, I had a distinct advantage in having a 
vulgarian’s perspective. Politicians reach out to

the rabble because the rabble still has the right 
to vote. Democratic politicians are in a particu- 
lar predicament, because while they generally 
propose better policy positions for the uncouth 
rabble than the Republicans, the Republicans 
have managed to dominate many of the non- 
mainstream media outlets for extending 
“beyond the Beltway.” The Democrats are 
looking for a way to reach out to the rabble, 
and blogs are one means to that end. The fear 
lingers now that our railroading on false charg- 
es of religious bigotry was a test case - a newly 
tried method for the right-wingers, with a 
heavy dose of help from the mainstream 
media, to separate Democratic candidates from 
their opportunities to do voter outreach to the 
rabble by engaging bloggers. 

What Liberal Media? 

By the end of my ordeal, the emptiness of 
the right-wing myth that the U.S. has a “liberal 
media” was abundantly reaffirmed. For days, 
McEwan’s and my vulgar ways were headline 
news - I confess a moment of guilty relief 
when Anna Nicole Smith died and the media 


suddenly seized upon a new vulgarian. Could 
there ever be a similar media frenzy over the 
Republican pandering to the gay-bashers or 
even a simple acknowledgment that President 
Bush’s photogenic brush-clearing at his Craw- 
ford ranch is chiefly designed to disguise the 
fact that Bush’s primary relationship with 
people who actually live by their manual labor 
is one of screwing them over every chance he 
gets? Even to ask such questions imagines a 
Capitol press corps that simply doesn’t exist. 

But my experience was certainly another les- 
son in what kinds of manufactured controver- 
sies will hook the major media. Right-wing 
bloggers manufacture wannabe scandals relent- 
lessly, always hoping that whatever they’re 
pretending to be outraged about today will 
become the outrage interesting enough, or sim- 
ply noisy enough, to capture the easily bored 
attention of the mainstream. Just before they 
charged after McEwan and me as vulgar trash- 
talkers, they were trumping up a scandal from 
the fact that John Edwards has a large house - 
unlike all those other presidential candidates, 
who live in hovels. 

According to the right-wing noise machine, the 
Edwards campaign was at once both too vulgar 
and too refined. That such piddling rubbish even 
makes its way into the mainstream media is a 
baleful commentary on the state of U.S. journal- 
ism. That the nonstory about us barbarians blog- 
ging at the gates briefly became the scandal of the 
week speaks volumes about the skewed priorities 
of the media giants that dominate far too much 
of our national discourse. ■

This Dependent Dingus

Not 2 years old, and it’s obsolete. Well, not 
quite obsolete, but definitely dated. When pur- 
chased it was a fairly high-end machine, this 
HP Pavilion zv524us notebook PC (that’s what 
it calls itself on the sticker). It came with wire- 
less, a high-definition wide-screen, a Pentium 
4 processor running Windows XI) and excep- 
tional speakers. It was so much better than the 
laptop it replaced that I named it, in my retro 
fashion, the Cadillac. I felt a little embarrassed 
for it, in a way, because my work is so com- 
paratively simple; all I do with this machine 
is write, engage in e-missives, research on the 
Net, mix an occasional CD, view an occasional 
DVD. According to the manual (most of which 
I don’t understand), the Cadillac can do much 
more, but I’m impressed enough with how 
it connects me with friends in China, Africa, 
South America, Europe, Thailand, and all 
across North America, even when I’m in a tiny 
hotel room in a vast desert - and it does so 
while playing selections from the roughly 20 
hours of music I’ve stored in its memory. Like 
everybody else, I’ve come to take its marvels 
for granted. I’ve even come to take for granted 
that, roughly every two years, I’ve got to spend 
another $l,500-to-$2,000 on a new model. 
(I could get something cheaper, but I’ve been 
spoiled.) Can’t live without it. (Live without 
e-mail? No!) Can’t imagine how we ever did. 
(Oh, yes - spoiled.) 

Given its quirks and mysteries, it almost feels 
wrong to call this thing a machine because it 
demonstrates behavior. Or something behav- 
iorlike. Occasionally the Cadillac catches a 
virus, like me. Occasionally the column I’m 
writing disappears under my fingers. Poof! 
Gone. I’ve become obsessive about hitting 
“Save” every few sentences, since the Cadillac 
may go weeks or months without erasing me 
and then erase me several times in a night 
because - it’s in a bad mood? When it breaks 
or fails, I don’t know why. When an explana- 
tion is supplied, I rarely understand. But I’ve 
become so dependent upon it, for so much, 
that I’ve had to buy a cheaper backup just in 
case the Cadillac conks on deadline night - or 
any night, really because I write every night. 


It’s unsettling for a more or less go-it-alone 
person like myself to form a dependency on 
something I so little understand. 

But dependency is endemic to these 
machines. Stepping back, looking at the 
Cadillac almost as a kind of life-form, its 
distinctive quality - fundamental to its func- 
tion - is inter-dependency. Its strength is 
its weakness. For this dingus is one needy 
dependent critter. (It just erased me again! 
Cross-my-heart-and-spit, it really did. Lost 
three sentences. Doesn’t like me talking about 
it this way?!) 

It’s dependent, first and foremost, on a 
power source. If the power grid goes down, 
the battery is good for about 80 minutes. 
When the battery goes, the dingus is dormant. 
Useless. Leaving me cut off, my work life 
totally disrupted. 

In addition, this dingus is dependent upon 
space satellites. Dependent upon a network 
of “servers” understood only by the cogno- 
scenti. Dependent upon systems owned and 
run by people whose names few know and 
whom no one votes for. Those who control 
these systems control our access to, well, just 
about everything. At present, their control is 
more or less benign - as far as we know. Oh, 
cookies are planted in our dinguses at a rate 
that would be alarming if we hadn’t come to 
take that, too, for granted. Our every missive, 
transaction, Web search, and keystroke can be 
recorded somewhere, and much of it is, mostly 
for commercial purposes. But actually - para- 
noia aside, and simply looking at the facts - we 
have no idea who’s recording what we do on 
this dingus, or for what reason. We have no 
idea how our e-mails are routed. It would be 
child’s play to route a copy of every e-mail in 
the country to the NSA; we’d have no way of 
knowing. The dingus has made us accessible 
as no invention ever has. 

Personally, 1 don’t care. Read my mail, keep 
track of my searches and purchases, log a key- 
stroke record of my dreams file, knock yourself 
out. Given the state of my bank account, no 
one wants to steal my identity - and anyway no 
one can. I don’t confuse my finances with my 


identity. I am my identity. No one can steal that. 
My privacy is a matter of my soul; perhaps if you 
put me through the ordeals of Winston Smith 
in Nineteen Eighty-Four, you could invade my 
soul, but you can’t invade it electronically. (Not 
yet, anyway.) Vulnerability is one thing; accessi- 
bility is another. We determine our vulnerability, 
but the dingus has certainly increased, vastly, 
our availability. We can be, as the modern usage 
has it, “accessed.” We’ve become dependent 
on the dingus, and the dingus is dependent on 
Lord knows what all. And we’ve paid for the 
privilege. The tag on the dingus measures the 
price thus far - but we may pay more. 

It is a pattern of history that what a society 
can do it usually, sooner or later, will do. Or 
will try. Computer technology enables the 
powers-that-be to keep a record (somewhere) 
of everything it is possible to record about Jane 
and John Commonfolk. We’re getting used 
to that. People pay handsomely for automo- 
biles that supply electronic maps for wherever 
they may be, and they don’t seem to mind 


that this means some dingus, somewhere, is 
recording everywhere they go, every minute 
they’re in the vehicle. Your telephone can take 
photographs, send text, and hook up to the 
Web - but as long as you carry it, someone 
somewhere (unknown to you) can know where 
you are, what you’re saying, even what you’re 
doing. And anyone can Google a satellite 
photo of your address; Big Brother may not be 
watching, but Google is. Our machines have 
become a two-way exchange. We cannot use 
them without giving others our information, 
which gives others power. When you give oth- 
ers power, they use it, then misuse it. That, 
too, is a constant of history. 

It is now technologically possible to cut 
off “undesirable” individuals from the web of 
commerce, communication, and information. 
With the flick of a switch or the push of a 
button, one can become an un-person, cut off, 
with your records erased from public access. 
And you won’t know who flicked or switched 
what or where. Newspapers have become so 
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dependent on computers that a troublesome 
rag could be shut down easily and instantly 
without a peep. No invasive action. Just some 
switches and buttons. To think that somewhere 
this will not be attempted is to dwell in a state 
of historical naivete. 

That’s all right. It’s pleasant to be naive. 
This technology will be systemically employed 
against personal freedom or not. If it is, we 
won’t wake up until it’s too late. That, too, is a 
consistent pattern of history. 

I have in my possession another machine, 
oblivious to obsolescence. It is in perfect work- 
ing order, though more than half a century old 
- dating from circa 1950, when some things 
were still built to last. It’s a Smith-Corona 
portable typewriter. It does nothing but type. 
Cared for, it can easily last another half-cen- 
tury. Limited, yes, it’s limited. It connects 
to nothing but myself. Its frame is cast iron. 
Nothing electrical or electronic. Its keystrokes 
cannot be monitored. Though occasionally in 
need of oiling, it never crashes. No page goes 
poof. Limited, yes, but independent. If the 
grid goes down, light a candle and keep typ- 
ing. You must physically steal its pages - can’t 
steal ’em by a switch or a button. It doesn’t 
speak to China. It can’t research the bibliogra- 
phy of Willa Cather or the discography of Bix 
Beiderbecke. But it’s private. Free. And ready to 
the touch. Compared to my electronic dingus, 
it’s slow. But it’s sure. And it makes a pleasant 
clacking. It ain’t fancy. But it ain’t dependent. 
And it ain’t naive. It has a dignity my dingus 
lacks. A dignity we’d best not surrender. 

The value the computer stands for - in 
its function - is interdependence. A vital 
value. The typewriter stands for the equally 
essential value of independence. True liberty 
consists of fair play between those seemingly 
opposite values. 

The computer is many-leveled, a capacity 
that enlarges the scope of our sensitivities. The 
typewriter exists only for writing - it’s single- 
focused, and good work requires that capacity. 
And, well . . . there’s something steadfast about 
a typewriter. My Smith-Corona belonged to 
a generous, tough, and wise gentleman, the 
late Howard “Goldie” Thompson. On its case- 
ment, Goldie taped a now-yellowed rectangle 
of newsprint, written by I know not whom, 
which expresses what I think of as the morality 
of the typewriter - its purpose and code: “Can 
the writing art be taught? The art comprises 
but two elements. The first is to have some- 
thing to say that is worth saying. The second 
is to say that something well. ” ■

This is true for both novice sportswriters and 
certain basketball teams from College Station. 
A&M, for all of its success this year, still has 
much to prove, as the Aggies have never been a 
basketball power and now find themselves in the 
curious position as a team to beat. How will they 
fare in the postseason? This is one of the most 
intriguing questions surrounding this year’s Big 
XII tourney. Also, which Kansas Jayhawks will 
show up: the KU that could whip any team in 
the land or the one that lost at home to Oral 
Roberts? Will Kevin Durant bum through what 
will probably be his last league action? And who 
will Bobby Knight breathe fire upon? 

This is the Oklahoma capital’s first turn at 
hosting the annual tournament, a big-revenue 
event that brings in thousands of basketball 
fans from the Mid- and Southwest. The tourna- 
ment has always, until this year, been held in 
either Kansas City or Dallas. 

So, who’s got the moves? Who’s dressed 
to impress? For starters, those with the inside 
track on a Top 4 seed: Kansas, A&M, Texas, 
and Kansas State. The importance of earning a 
first-round bye in the conference tournament 
can’t be underestimated, as a bye ensures 
extra rest. No team in the history of the Big XII 
tournament has won as a fifth seed or lower. 
The extra day of rest - or lack thereof - shows 
whenever the tournament boasts a champion- 
ship game featuring a team that had a bye vs. 
one that did not. 

Texas, with its four starting freshmen, will 
have that day of rest. They’ll also have Durant. 
Sophomore guard A.J. Abrams has emerged as 
a defensive stopper. Barnes has given Abrams 
tough assignments recently, including guard- 
ing Texas Tech leading scorer Jarrius Jackson, 
as well as Oklahoma State’s JamesOn Curry. 
Each suffered very-decreased productivity. Still,

OKC National Memorial & Museum (620 N. 
Harvey): Before 9/11, Oklahoma City was the 
scene of the deadliest terrorist act on American 
soil. The memorial, with its reflecting pool and 
empty chairs for each of the 168 victims, 19 of 
them children killed in a day care, is a moving 
experience. 

Reno Avenue: If you’re looking for a different 
kind of moving experience, simply cruise up and 
down Reno Avenue, and take in any of a num- 
ber of strip clubs. - J.R.

ARTHOUSE TEXAS & HUNTING ART PRIZES: 

Art as big as Texas 

The Lone Star State’s two biggest honors for visual artists 
moved closer to awarding their respective five-figure prizes last 
week. Finalists for the second Arthouse Texas Prize, presented 
biennially by the Austin-based statewide contemporary-art orga- 
nization Arthouse, and the 27th Hunting Art Prize, given annually 
by the international oil services company Hunting LPC, were 
announced within hours of one another. Making the final cut for 
Arthouse’s 2007 prize, which comes with a $30,000 check, are 
Dawolu Jabari Anderson, Bill Davenport, and Katrina Moorhead, 
all of Houston; Justin Boyd of San Antonio; and Margarita 
Cabrera of El Paso. This year’s jury - art historian Frances 
Colpitt of Texas Christian University; Elizabeth Dunbar, soon-to- 
be-new Arthouse full-time curator; Eileen Maxson, 2005 
Arthouse Texas Prize winner; Debra Singer, director and curator 
of the Kitchen in New York; Franklin Sirmans, modern- and con- 
temporary-art curator for the Menil Collection in Houston; and 
Arthouse Executive Director Sue Graze - selected these five 
from 136 nominations offered by professionals in the art world. 
Art by the finalists will be displayed at Arthouse Sept. 7-Nov. 

11, in an exhibition curated by Dunbar, with the big winner being 
announced at Arthouse’s annual gala on Nov. 3. For more infor- 
mation, visit www.arthousetexas.org. 

A few more folks made the finals for the $50,000 Hunting 
Prize - like 99 more. Yes, the three-person jury - which includes 
our own Regine Basha along with Holly Johnson of Dallas’ Holly 
Johnson Gallery and Valerie Olson with the Glassell School of Art 
of the Museum of Fine Arts, Houston - will choose from a full 
104 Texas artists representing 37 communities across Texas. A 
dozen of those artists come from Austin: Andrew Anderson, 
Helmut Barnett, Jill Bedgood, Anna Bleker, Erin Curtis, Samantha 
Krukowski, Mona Marshall, Ender J. Martos, Anna Marie Pavlik, 
Priscilla Robinson, Naomi Schlinke, and Arthur Simone. And 
three are from nearby Central Texas communities: Rolando 
Perdigon, Cedar Park; Jose L. Rodriguez, Leander; and Keith 
Sanders, Wimberley. The big winner will be named April 28. For 
more information, visit www.huntingartprize.com.

'GYRE': A swirling vortex of 
plastic ... and creativity 

Ten million square miles. Picture it. Don’t 
allow it to be an abstraction. See it as a square 
if you like, roughly 3,000 miles by 3,000 miles. 

It isn’t really that difficult to see it if you try. You 
can imagine the space of it, feel the overwhelm- 
ing vastness of it. Ten million square miles. Now 
fill it with water. Salt water. Gallons and gallons, 
many million more gallons than the millions of 
miles you’ve already imagined. Can you see it? A 
vast, deep ocean that stretches from horizon to 
horizon? Now see it rotating within itself in a 
clockwise motion, turning and turning. 

Now, dump in a bunch of plastic. 

One of the wonderful things about the Austin 
arts community is that, in so many instances, it 
really is a community. Not too long ago, Andrea 
Ariel, who has been making dance in Austin for 
close to 20 years, participated in Spank Dance 
Company’s Dance Carousel, in which 10 chore- 
ographers create four one-minute dances each. 

“I took the one-minute dances literally,” says 
Ariel. “I thought, ‘What happens in a minute?’ I 
started doing research, and one of the facts I 
found was that a million plastic bags are con- 
sumed every minute of every day." Eventually 
her research led Ariel to the North Pacific Gyre, 
in which the strong clockwise current creates a 
swirling vortex just to the northeast of the 
Hawaiian Islands, a gyre that is now filled with 
six times more disintegrated plastic than there 
is zooplankton, one of the basic building blocks 
of oceanic life. 

While dances can certainly be about things, on some 
level they're always about people, and it's people that 
Ariel is most interested in. “It started with that island of 
trash, but it ended up being about the ways that we don’t 
want to look at things, the disposable side of our society. 
Done with that, throw it away, it's gone! But it’s not really 
gone. I started to associate that on a personal level, 
with the things we push down and don’t want to look at 
or clutter up or what we use to hide behind.” 

Ariel produced a version of Gyre last year, incorporat- 
ing text and video design and creating a hybrid of dance 
and theatre. So why do it again? “Last year, one of our 
actors had to drop out very late in the process, so we 
ended up spending the final part of a very important pro- 
cess sort of recovering from that. I felt like it short- 


changed what I wanted to find out about this, so I’ve decided 
to make it a three-year project. I’ve got another level I’d like to 
take this to, so this is the second stage.” And she has more 
help this time, as she’s recruited Christina J. Moore to co- 
direct; Cyndi Williams to write; a duo of composers, including 
Graham Reynolds; and a cadre of video designers. Says Ariel, 
“I really, really like collaboration, and I like working with a lot 
of different artistic disciplines. It’s the loveliest thing that all 
these different artists are a part of this creation. It becomes 
this energy that fuels me, and it becomes its own community 
that then reaches out to draw in another community to share 
what we’ve made.”

HOGG AUDITORIUM: 

$2 million to jump-start 
the renovation drive 

In terms of UT performing-arts facili- 
ties slated for renovation, the name on 
everyone’s lips is Bass Concert Hall. 
After all, it’s been widely reported that 
the 3,000-seat theatre will be shut- 
tered for 18 months as of May 21 to 
undergo a $15 million makeover. But 
that doesn’t mean it’s the only hall on 
the 40 Acres slated for a face lift. 
Several years ago, the UT Performing 
Arts Center announced that Hogg 
Auditorium, that grande dame of UT 


theatres on the western edge of the 
campus, was also in line for an 
upgrade. Now, the UT PAC never put 
the project on the same fast track that 
it did Bass or publicly updated the sta- 
tus of the project, but that doesn’t 
mean the renovation was shelved. Far 
from it. Hogg will be getting a make- 
over, a fact made crystal clear by the 
announcement this month of a $2 mil- 
lion gift from David and Ann Honeycutt 
to support the hall's restoration. David 
Honeycutt, who founded the energy firm 
Texas American Resources Co., has 
been chairing a committee dedicated to 
restoring the 73-year-old theatre, and 
this gift shows just how committed he 


is to seeing that through. While there is 
as of yet no timeline or budget for the 
Hogg renovation, design work is under 
way, with the Houston-based architec- 
tural, design, and engineering firm 3D 
International figuring how to bring the 
1930s-era auditorium into the 21st 
century while maintaining its period 
grandeur. With the Bass renovation fully 
funded, the UT PAC is now able to con- 
centrate on doubling the size of its $10 
million Endowment for Performing 
Excellence and raising funds for the 
Hogg makeover, and the Honeycutts' 
seven-figure lead gift will no doubt help 
kick the latter development effort into 
high gear. - R.F.

The Texas Biennial's second rising

In the gardening world, the word biennial is linked to a very 
different type of art from that which will be on display at the 
Dougherty Arts Center, Bolm Studios, Okay Mountain, and Site 
1808 from March 1 through April 15. For botanists and flower- 
bed aficionados, biennials are known for their growth patterns. 
In general, they are plants that grow strong but unflowered 
until their second season, when they bloom, go to seed, and 
either reseed or die. In the case of reseeding, the plant is auto- 
reproductive. Given good soil, water, and appropriate light, one 
biennial can go a long way. 

The same may be said of art biennials. They can connote 
anything from swank Midtown gallery viewings to open-air 
festival-style art exhibitions - some of the more famous species 
may be found in Venice, Italy, or in this country at the Whitney. 
But regardless of their locations, biennials usually signal that art 
and ideas are in bloom, as regions or galleries showcase what 
they believe to be the most innovative or provocative works of 
the season. With exhibitions of this type springing up left and 


right, it seems that the strength of this botanical analogy has not 
been lost on the world of fine arts. 

Or at least, it has not been lost on the fine arts and artists 
of Texas. This year marks the second Texas Biennial. The first 
was started by some of this year’s hosts, such as the Bolm 
Studios’ Sodalitas, the Art Palace’s Arturo Palacios, and Gallery 
Lombardi’s Rachel Koper, along with artists from the now- 
defunct Camp Fig and Eastside Artists Co-op, 
in the hope of showcasing some of Texas’ young 
and emerging artists. Choosing the biennial name 
seems to have been a way both to incur guilt 
(i.e., success and glamour) by association and to 
mark out territory for an ongoing and more stable 
showcasing of new statewide work every second 
year. This year’s Texas Biennial artists have been 
selected by an independent jury composed of 
Ursula Davila, the Blanton Museum of Art’s assis- 
tant curator of Latin American art here in Austin; 

Fairfax Dorn, executive director of Ballroom 
Marfa in Marfa; Kate Green, curator of educa- 
tion and exhibitions for Artpace in San Antonio; Valerie Cassel 
Oliver, associate curator of the Contemporary Arts Museum in 
Houston; and John Pomara, an artist and assistant professor 
of art at UT-Dallas. With a roster including some of the state’s 
most active curators and art activists, this exhibition has the 
potential to be an important early career move for many of the 
accepted artists. Yet as this biennial is still in its infancy, its 


import is still up for definition. While posing itself for a modest 
but important influx of collectors, collection-building, and all- 
around art-loving, this year’s Texas Biennial has set high stakes 
and hopeful expectations. 

A recent graduate of the MFA program at UT-San Antonio, 
Mimi Kato is one of the emerging artists to watch in this year’s 
Texas Biennial. Kato’s work is unique in the way that it beauti- 


fully and simply remembers, hopes, and questions. The piece 
she will show is from her collection “Yokai Zyukkei: Scenery 
With Monsters.” As she describes it: “This series depicts mon- 
sters and animals from the Japanese folklore of my childhood. 
These monsters and animals are now disappearing from our 
contemporary life along with their charm, their tales of wis-

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dom, and the terms and language that relate 
to them. I brought them back through my 
work by depicting them surviving in contem- 
porary time.” 

Kato says her work is influenced by the 1 1th 
century Japanese master Toba Sojo and points 
particularly toward one of his old scroll prints 
entitled Choju-giga, or animal caricature. As 
Kato sees the original print, “The artist 
depicted scenes of hares and frogs doing 
humanlike activities, possibly to give a 
critique of the class system that existed 
in his time. By depicting weak animals 
such as hares and frogs fully enjoying 
themselves with no signs of preda- 
tors, the artist showed his hope for 
the weaker class to gain the power to 
stand up against the superior class.” 

Kato’s work takes this connection 
and form of critique into contempo- 
rary times and laces it with images 
and familiar motifs from her child- 
hood. The combination results in a 
clean, clear storybook image whose 
complexity is in its questioning rather 
than its visual form. 

For Kato, the exhibition represents 
an invitation toward becoming a profes- 
sional. On moving out of her master’s 
program into the world of exhibiting and 
art-making via the Texas Biennial, Kato 
says, “First of all, I think this is a fun event! 
Second, I think this event connects art com- 
munities in different cities, making [the] Texas 
art scene stronger.” Kato also says, “I met a lot 
of great artists when I visited the first Texas 
Biennial two years ago, and they helped me 
and supported me with my artistic career,” 
proving that some of the first Biennial’s seeds 
did drop on fertile soil. 

While Kato has been working out the danc- 
ing of monsters, fellow Biennial participant 
David Ubias has been scrambling to make up 
for a little white lie on his initial application 
that promised 500 drawings for the exhibition. 
Boyish, blatantly handmade, and provoking 
at every turn, Ubias’ drawings play with their

own existence as they play with the viewer’s 
expectations. “I think my work can get pretty 
ridiculous,” Ubias says. “But at the same time 
I believe it is also very accessible. I try to use 
humor and color as a hook [for myself and the 
audience] .

bition function very much in the same manner 
as advertisements, logos, or comics would.” 

Like advertisements, Ubias’ work is centered 
around the participation and gaze of his view- 
ers, as is his view on the upcoming exhibition. 
“Everybody loves the word ‘biennial’ in the 
art world,” Ubias says. “It has so many distin- 
guished associations, and it looks great on the 
resume. But seriously, it serves as a real focal 
point for emerging artists in the state. Many of 
the names on [the] list [like mine] are relatively 
unknown. [The Biennial] provides the opportu- 
nity for some regional recognition, and I am glad 
to be part of it.” With the subtle humor and poi- 
gnancy that resonate throughout his drawings, 
Ubias closed our conversation with a note about 
“The Eyes of Texas.” Just a quick run through the 
first stanza will make his point sing out. 

Virginia Fleck is one of the more established 
artists to be invited to the 2007 Biennial. After 
and between residencies in Flavana, New 
York state, and Texas, Fleck has shown her 
work throughout Texas. The project she will 
exhibit in this year’s Biennial ebbs between 
the dichotomies of permanence and imperma- 
nence and rethinks both the nature of spiritual 
practices and the impact of commercialized 
media messages. Fleck’s pieces are based on 
the making of mandalas, traditional Buddhist 
sand images that take weeks to create and 
are destroyed upon their completion, which 
emphasize the transitory beauty of all material 
things. Describing the inspiration for her work, 


Fleck says, “While continuing the mandalic 
traditions of repetitive design and meditative 
intention, my choice of material [the ubiqui- 
tous plastic bag] imbues these mandalas with 
a contemporary narrative. . . . Employing the 
tropes of current graphic design, I cut and 
reassemble the print on the plastic bags, slyly 
rescripting these consumer messages into a 
critique of their original purpose: seducing 
the masses into unconscious patterns of 
consumerist excess.” 

When asked about her favorite piece 
going into the Biennial, Fleck was 
quick to respond: “My piece make over 
mandala. [It] was inspired by many 
trips to Houston for art events. Gals 
in Houston have taken the practice 
of grooming and perfecting their 
physical selves to a whole new level 
- a level previously unimaginable 
to me, a simple girl from Maine. 
(FYI: a state filled with sturdy, prag- 
matic, no -make-up-wearing women.) 
This makeover mandala was made 
with images of altered women that I 
found on plastic bags - mostly little 
girl’s party bags. I had the most fun 
on this one when I used the lips of the 
Bratz doll faces to create a circular border 
around a very buff Catwoman image at the 
center.” Fleck didn’t comment on the overall 
import of the 2007 Biennial, but regarding 
her own participation in the event, she did say, 
“I think that I might be showing with a lot of 
young people in this Biennial, and that makes 
me feel really hip and cool. But then again, I 
thought that I was well groomed until I went 
to Houston!” 

Coming out of Houston, William Betts’ work 
stands alone in making its second appearance 
in the Texas Biennial. Using a technology-based 
process, Betts repaints surveillance images cre- 
ating canvases that hold anywhere from 27,000 
to 50,000 drops of paint per piece. The process 
and Betts’ outcomes raise questions about the 
role of technology in society, the nature of 
recorded “truth,” of testimony, of eye witness, 
and also of watching itself. Betts’ take on the 
Texas Biennial is based partly on his experience 
with the show and partly on his view of the 
larger art picture in the state. “This is the sec- 
ond Texas Biennial in which my work has been 
included. This is an important event for me as 
an artist because of the peer group with whom 
I am included and the quality of the jury. This 
is a vitally important event for Texas artists, as 
it provides a level playing field for all artists 
to be included in and recognized.” Speaking 
from a place of knowing, Betts was enthusiastic 
about the Texas Biennial’s potential. “I think it 
is great,” he says, “that it is in its second incar- 
nation. It is becoming more focused.” 

So it seems the Texas Biennial may begin to 
more fully embody its own name, rising stronger 
and more vibrant in its second year of growth. 
While this year’s flowers attest to the growth of 
the idea itself, its seeds and long-term impact 
will have the most to say of its success. ■

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Man and Myth 

Comic-book artist Dean Haspiel set 
to attend Staple! Independent Media Expo

The third annual Staple! Independent Media Expo - our 
town’s comic-book and zine shindig - will take place at the 
Red Oak Ballroom on Saturday. Engineered by Chris Nicholas 
and his crew and sponsored by that chunk of graphic paradise 
called Austin Books, this year’s version features writer and artist 
Dean Haspiel as its guest of honor. The engaging Haspiel - cre- 
ator of Billy Dogma, illustrator of Harvey Pekar’s The Quitter, 
and collaborator with author Jonathan Ames on Ames’ first 
graphic novel, The Alcoholic - will be signing books and talk- 
ing about his career, doing sketches with a pen of near-Mjolnir 
majesty, and generally hanging out in all his scruffy, affable, 
Brooklynesque glory. We caught the man via telephone last 
week while he caught a breath between multiple deadlines, and 
here’s how some of the conversation went. 

□ 

Austin Chronicle: So, what’s the deal with this Staple! gig? 

Dean Haspiel: Well, I’m honored and flattered that they chose 
me to be a guest of honor. Because I don’t have my one-hit 
wonder; I don’t have any big thing that people know me for, 
really, except maybe Billy Dogma and my online stuff. Especially 
the online stuff. Because, you know, taking off your shirt on 
the Internet does a lot for you [laughs]. I’m gonna be doing 
a one-hour panel, kind of an overview of my career. Lecture’s 
not my forte, but I’ll be talking about how I toggle between 
franchises and genre stuff and doing creator-owned, indie-style

comics, because I’ve got a foot 
planted firmly in each pond. So 
I’m this guy who’s played with 
the franchise toys, making some 
bucks, but has also maintained 
his own voice. 

AC: Integrity, they call it. 

DH: Maybe. Integrity doesn’t pay 
the rent, but hey. And I know my 
gravestone won’t say, “He had health insurance” [laughs]. And 
so I’ll have a table where I can talk and sign stuff, do sketches. 
And the night before Staple!, there’s a meet and greet at Austin 
Books. And there’s gonna be a party at some club Saturday 
night, with live drawing going on, that kind of thing. It’s gonna 
be a blast. One of the reasons I’m excited to go to Staple! is to 
find those diamonds in the rough, those comics that people 
don’t know about yet, the ones that have genuine stories to 
tell. That’s what [Small Press Expo] is; that’s what [Museum 


of Comic and Cartoon Art] is. I’m hoping that’s what Staple! 
is, too. 

AC: When you do your own indie comics, you’re a helluva fine 
writer. So why, in all these mainstream projects, are you working 
with a writer? 

DH: Well, I co-plot, sometimes. Not with Harvey Pekar or 
Jonathan Ames for The Alcoholic, but when I worked with Nick 
Bertozzi on an X-Men Unlimited story, I plotted the story out, 
and he wrote it. And often I’ll throw in my 2 cents with the writ- 
er to give my own spin on stuff. But, bottom line, I just wasn’t 
confident in writing franchised, already-established characters. 
Like, for that Thing miniseries, “Night Falls on Yancy Street”? I 
started writing the pitch for Marvel, got stuck, and asked Evan 
Dorkin if he’d take over. And he did and fleshed it out into a 
four-issue miniseries. But the whole romance angle was my idea 
for The Thing, because that’s what I dig. My comics are, I like to 
say, superpsychedelic romance comics. They’re kind of hyper- 
bolic and surreal, like Shakespeare on a bad day. You’re told, in 
writing class, that you should “kill your darlings,” right? But I 
don’t: I indulge my darlings. 

AC: Like Billy Dogma and Jane Legit? 

DH: I created Billy Dogma in 1985 as an umbrella character, 
an avatar to represent my sensibilities in a kind of, uh, Dean- 
Haspiel-to-the-second-power, as it were. But I was still learning 
how to write, learning how to tell stories, and subsequently I 
was doing autobio comics - like the Keyhole series, which was a 
two-person anthology I did with my buddy Josh Neufeld. And I 
realized that I love memoirs, and I enjoy reading other people’s 
memoirs. But it’s like, when you read about Dean, you can’t be 
Dean. But if you read about Billy Dogma or Jane Legit, you could 
be Billy or Jane. You can displace yourself into those fictional, 
mythic characters. I’m telling my autobiographical stories by 
tapping into emotional, universal truths. I’m actually gaining 
more of an audience for myself, for my sensibilities, by creating 
mythological characters of some kind. ■ 


SKEWED EXPECTATIONS 

Alex Espinoza on 
'Still Water Saints' 

I met Alex Espinoza in San 
Antonio in 2003 at Macondo, a 
weeklong writers' workshop that 
meets every summer. He captivated 
readers with his story of two radi- 
cally different boys who befriend 
each other and get into mischief. 

That story is now a chapter in his 
marvelous debut novel, Still Water 
Saints (Random House, $23.95). 

Set in the fictionalized Agua Mansa 
in Southern California, the linchpin 
of the novel is Perla and her 
Botanica Oshun. Customers from all walks of 
life come to her seeking cures, advice, hope, 
or change for a 20. Perla dispenses all with 
equal care. 

S till Water Saints was simultaneously 
released in English and Spanish in January, 
unusual for a first novel. The book's transla- 
tor, Austinite Liliana Valenzuela, joins Espinoza 
for a bilingual reading at BookPeople Friday, 
March 2. - Belinda Acosta

Austin Chronicle: One of the things I 
love about your book is that you don’t 
sensationalize Chicanos or Chicano culture. 
Was that deliberate? 

Alex Espinoza: It was. I think perceptions of 
what it means to be a Chicano in the U.S. is 
that it's an either/or. My biggest challenge 
was that I was writing a book set in a botani- 
ca, but I didn’t want it to be “magical." 

AC: There’s an accepted hyperbole used to 


describe Latino cultural tradi- 
tions, or made magical as 
you say, but you make them 
ordinary without diminishing 
their value. 

AE: I received a lot of criti- 
cism that I was trying to 
write “that book” and was 
advised to not use the 
botanica. But the fastest 
way to get me to do some- 
thing is to tell me not to do 
it. My book is responding to 
a lot of that criticism. I 
thought it was important to 
get close to that stereotype 
but skew it. 

AC: Who are your influences? 
AE: One of my favorite books is [Toni 
Morrison’s] Beloved. It tells what happens 
when you try to silence your legacy: It comes 
back to bite you in the butt. I’m fascinated 
with Dogeaters by Jessica Hagedorn. It’s this 
wonderful book set in the Philippines with dif- 
ferent narrators telling the story. I wanted 
each of my first-person chapters to sound 
radically different, so I revisited [Hagedorn] a 
lot. Another inspiration was Dagoberto Gilb’s 
Woodcuts of Women. It’s like an advent calen- 
dar - you open one section and get this small 
picture, but as a whole, it's this huge land- 
scape. I was blown away by how he did that. 
AC: I appreciate your desire to broaden ideas 
of Southern California culture beyond surfers 
and Latino images beyond gangbangers and 
farmworkers. 

AE: You know, there’s a constant debate 
about what you can or can't have in Chicano 
literature. In the end, I said, “Screw you; I'm 
going to write the book I want to write." ■

LINES IN THE SAND: 
CONGRESSIONAL REDISTRICTING 
IN TEXAS AND THE DOWNFALL OF 
TOM DELAY 

by Steve Bickerstaff 
UT Press, 472 pp., $34.95 

UT law professor Steve 
Bickerstaff’s exhaustive 
history of the 2003 (and 
much beyond) Texas re- 
redistricting saga may 
seem to some readers 
like too much of a bad 
thing. But it will become 
increasingly useful to 
have this material, some- 
times in all but day-to-day 
form, recounting the bat- 
tle that began in earnest 
with the November 2002 
legislative campaigns. At the time, few realized 
what was at stake in those normally fairly local 
contests. But Tom DeLay’s boys at Texans for 
a Republican Majority (and their collaborators 
at the Texas Association of Business) had their 
eyes fixed on a new speaker - Tom Craddick 
- and with him a GOP majority impregnable 
enough to force through an unprecedented mid- 
decade redistricting. Even if it meant political 
devastation to the Legislature itself. 

As Bickerstaff takes pains to point out, the 
Hammer’s juggernaut didn’t just steamroll 
Democrats: “DeLay made the final redistrict- 
ing outcome a function of certain national and 
private interests and his own personal and 
partisan aims instead of the result of the will, 
insight, and judgment of the Texas legisla- 
ture, or even the Republican members of that 
body.” When any Republican, from the quixotic 
East Texan Bill Ratliff to the laconic West 


Texan Robert Duncan, attempted to defend 
his constituents’ interests from the DeLay dis- 
trict-shredder, he was unceremoniously bullied 
into submission. 

Even so, Bickerstaff’s careful, almost-current 
history has already been outrun by subsequent 
events, most notably the November 2006 
election. His introduction notes that because 
of the radical redistricting, “a conservative 
Anglo minority (Republican activists) effectively 
controls election outcomes in twenty-two of 
the state’s thirty-two congressional districts.’’ 

Yet Republicans now hold only 19 of those 
DeLay-mandered 22 seats, thanks to DeLay’s 
own overarching hubris, a Supreme Court that 
couldn’t swallow (at least) the racial redrawing 
of the border, as well as a much bigger mis- 
calculation: the absurd Bush war on Iraq that 
upset the entire Republican applecart. 

So, it’s nice to see again, in hindsight, a 
couple of quotes. There’s DeLay aide Jim Ellis 
in a memo to his boss: “a map that returns 
[Martin] Frost, [Chet] Edwards, and [Lloyd] 
Doggett is unacceptable and not worth all of 
the time invested into this project." The only 
scalp they would finally get is Frost’s. Then 
there’s semiliterate Joe Barton aide Joby 
Fortson (Bickerstaff has to correct his spelling), 
bragging via e-mail to his GOP buddies, “This 
[map] has a real national impact that should 
assure the Republicans keep the House no 
matter the national mood." Pride, as they say, 
goeth before a defenestration. 

Bickerstaff catches his particular scholarly 
fire in his chapters on the criminal and civil 
legal cases and in his angry attention to the 
Republican purging of the U.S. Department of 
Justice: “The current administration has set out 
to destroy the Voting Section. ... The danger to 
democracy is very real.” - Michael King 
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(LIMITED TIME EVENT]

BURGER HOUSE 

4211 Spicewood Springs Rd., 346-7200 
Daily, llam-lOpm 

Anyone who has lived in Dallas - especially anywhere near 
the Park Cities - will be on their knees in ecstasy over the 
news that Burger House has come to Austin. The landmark 
has been on the Hillcrest side of Snider Plaza since 1951. 
Then, a short, jolly Greek named Jack Koustoubardis picked 
a tiny piece of real estate behind a gas station to start a 
burger joint. Of prime consideration: He could walk from his 
house on Amherst. Back then, a working man could afford to 
live in the before-it-was-snooty Park Cities. 

How do you make a place thrive for more than 50 
years? You start with something unique. Koustoubardis' 
invention was an her- 
bed salt with lots of 
garlic and pepper mixed 
in. He would shake the 
stuff liberally on his 
ultracrispy fries and on 
the burgers. The burg- 
ers were cooked on a 
3-foot-by-5-foot slab of 
steel with six burners 
underneath providing 
the heat. Koustoubardis 
would sit there, squeez- 
ing each burger to get a 
little of the fat out so 
they would cook a little 
faster, using the side of 
his spatula to scrape 
the fat off the griddle. Then, he’d take his Mrs. Baird’s sesa- 
me-seed hamburger buns and slide them across a contrap- 
tion to put a little butter on before dropping them on the 
griddle. The combo of the leftover hamburger fat, the secret 
salt, and the butter made a crispy texture on the bread. He’d 
turn each piece over and give the crust a short cook. 

On the right side of the griddle was a two-slot fryer, which 
Koustoubardis kept rolling most of the day with french fries, 
fried pies, and corny dogs. When the fries came out, they 
were immediately doused with the secret salt. Longtime fans 
get religious about the experience. 

Longtime fans will also remember Koustoubardis’ famous 
ability to recollect a good customer. No matter how many 
years I would be away from Burger House, when I’d return, 
he’d take one look at me and say, “Double Double, mayo, 
ketchup, onions, and fries.” How’d he do that? 

It’s no surprise that a long line of burger lovers would wait 
for one of his eight bar stools. Eventually, he set up four pic- 
nic tables outside, so he could serve more people. He also 
started doing a thriving takeout business. The cooking area 
was only 4 feet by 10 feet, so getting all those orders out 


required a deft ballet by the staff. He started with just one 
person but eventually built up to four, which was crowded 
even for a little guy. For decades, Koustoubardis made every 
burger, a smile on his face as he worked a punishing sched- 
ule on his feet, and everything went great until his wife died. 
It was like the life got sucked out of him. 

Koustoubardis sold the place. He stayed on for years, 
teaching the new owners all his tricks and secrets. They 
honored the traditions and kept everything going as if 
there had never been a change in ownership. The only 
thing missing if you visit the original location today is 
Koustoubardis’ smiling face. 

So, when I heard from a friend in Dallas that there was a 
sign on the wall with the promise of “Opening Soon in 

Austin," I was both ecstatic 
and scared. Could they imi- 
tate that funky place, the 
fun feel, and the great food? 

We went to find out on a 
recent afternoon, and the 
first thing I noticed was the 
customers. Koustoubardis’ 
prices always allowed for 
the financial resources of 
students, policemen, mail 
carriers, grocery Stockers, 
and all the other folks who 
worked in stores in Snider 
Plaza. The Austin version 
had two tables of police, 
three tables with mail carri- 
ers, and most everyone else 
looked like college students. Score one for the new place. 

The menu is identical. A Double Double (i.e., double 
meat and double cheese) is the burger for aficionados and 
one of the food world’s great bargains at $3.70. Koustou- 
bardis would get a kick out of the fact that the french fries 
are now called Jack's Famous Fries ($1.10). That same 
crispy, thin fry is a piece of perfection. I asked for a little 
extra salt, and the guy behind the counter shouted to the 
cook, “A little extra love on the fries.” The milkshakes 
($2.60) are the same as ever. Whole milk, real ice cream, 
and your favorite flavoring, as long as it's chocolate, vanil- 
la, strawberry, or cherry. You can order them thick, thin, or 
in between. 

In fact, there were only three differences between the Austin 
version and the original. The first two are good for us: Ours 
is larger, so more people can sit inside. Plus, it offers drive- 
through service, something impossible for Jack’s little land- 
locked location. The one tiny downside was that the bun 
didn't feel or taste as though they had flipped it over on the 
griddle for that last little bit of flavor. Otherwise, Burger House 
fans should rejoice. We can have it all here. - Wes Marshall

Central-city barbecue spots 


A barrage of high-profile events brings plenty of hungry travelers to Austin every March. So 
whether you're visiting for South by Southwest, the Star of Texas Fair and Rodeo, or the state 
basketball tournaments, while you’re here we suggest you indulge in one of travel’s greatest 
pleasures: exploring distinctive local cuisine. We’re always willing to boast about the diversity 
of good food to be found here, but for now we’ve chosen to focus specifically on barbecue. 
Central Texas is nationally known for great barbecue, and we consider the capital to be the bur- 
nished buckle of that famous barbecue belt. In part because Austin is where the South meets 
the Southwest, we’ve got it all here - the mesquite-smoked West Texas cowboy style, the 
German/Czech sausages and dry-rubbed smoked meats, and the soul-satisfying deep South 
style of meats smoked over hardwoods and slathered with sauce. Working on the assumption 
that many of our March visitors will be concentrated in the core of the city, we’re featuring 11 
worthwhile joints located no farther than a brisk walk or short cab ride from major central-city 
attractions. You can have barbecue and history, barbecue with several different kinds of music, 
organic barbecue, and even vegetarian-friendly barbecue (well, kind of). We’ve tried to highlight 
the specialties at each location. Don't head home without hitting at least one of these spots.

IRON WORKS BARBECUE (1)

The red tin restaurant known as Iron Works 
started out in 1935 as Weigl Iron Works, where 
many of Texas’ decorative architectural metal 
works were built by Fortunat Weigl and sons 
through the years. Charlotte Finch acquired the 
space in 1977 and since ’78 has been smok- 
ing barbecue in this historical ironsmith shop 
ever since. It’s not air-conditioned but is always 
cool and breezy inside. The location couldn’t 
be more convenient, being right next to the 
Convention Center. 

The Iron Works spicy dry rub is used on all 
of the meats and poultry, as well as in the chili 
and the pinto beans. After smoking, the meat 
is anointed with spicy and regular barbecue 
sauce, with additional bottled sauce available 
on the tables. Smoking is done in a pit, over 
local oak coals. The drinks are always ice-cold, 
resting in an icy bath in old soda-pop coolers. 

Iron Works is perhaps best known for its 
brontosaurus-sized beef ribs, massive slabs of 
luscious and smoky meat-covered bone ($6.50 
per pound), although the pork ribs ($16.95 
per slab, $8.50 per half-slab) are nothing to 
sneeze at. The brisket ($9 per pound) is reli- 
ably moist and tender, with a nice, smoky finish. 
The smoked pork loin ($10.75) can be a little 
on the dry side, depending on when it came off 
the pit. The poultry options (chicken, half-bird 


for $4.60; turkey, $12.95 per pound) are both 
moist and well-smoked. The ham is always 
good, and at $8.45 per pound is great for 
sandwiches at home. Their sausage ($6.95 per 
pound) is superb, made in-house, semicoarse 
grind, spicy, and with just the right amount of 
fat. All of these meats can be had as a sand- 
wich or as components of plates, single or in 
combinations ($6-12). In the winter, they make 
a very respectable bowl of Texas red chili con 
came ($3. 95/bowl). Iron Works: It’s reliable 
and smack in the middle of it all. - Mick Vann

Stubb’s BBQ is the legacy of C.B. 
Stubblefield, a Texan who grew up sharecrop- 
ping in Navasota and Lubbock and went on to 
serve in the Korean War in the last all-black 
infantry unit. He served as both company cook 
and as a gunner, and when he returned to 
Lubbock, he opened a barbecue restaurant and 
nightclub. There, he won the hearts of local 
Lubbock musicians like Butch Hancock and Joe 
Ely (as well as many Austin legends, including 
Stevie Ray Vaughan) by allowing them to play 
music in exchange for dinner. The Lubbock 
location brought Stubblefield national fame but 
eventually closed. He owned and operated an 
Austin location for several years before he died 



in 1995; the Stubb’s BBQ on Red River that 
honors his memory opened in 1996. 

Stubb’s on Red River has become one of 
Austin’s premier live-music venues. So out- 
standing and popular a venue, in fact, that the 




restaurant has often been crowded out of the 
limelight. Housed in a stunning native-stone- 
and-brick building dating from 1850, the din- 
ing room is the Old West personified. Sturdy 
wooden tables and chairs, wooden ceilings and 
floors, and period fireplaces make you feel as 
though you just tied up your horse outside. 

The pit-smoked meats include brisket; 
outstanding pork ribs; and tender and flavor- 
ful chicken, turkey, sausage, and pulled pork 
- $14.50 for three meats and $11.95 for two, 
with individual plates starting at $9.95. Side 
dishes include collard greens, mashed pota- 
toes, mashed yams, fried okra, and specialty- 
of-the-house serrano pepper cheese spinach. 

All barbecue plates are served with a choice 
of two sides, pickles, onions, serrano peppers, 
and a big slice of Texas toast. The barbecue 
sauces that Stubblefield perfected are avail- 
able for sale at the counter and make a great 
Austin souvenir. - Kate Thornberry

present upscale barbecue, grilled chops, sea- 
food, mouthwatering family-style sides, and 
an appetizer, soup, salad, and dessert menu 
packed with the creative American regional 
standards on which Lamberts’ reputation is 
based. The site they have chosen in which to 
present these riches is every bit as inspired 
as the food. The historic J.P Schneider Store 
dates to 1873 and is a genuine Downtown 
jewel. The Lamberts team restored it from the 
ground up with a classy assist from Laurie 
Smith Design. The restaurant’s interior features 
distressed pine floors and beams, whitewashed 
exposed brick walls, and plenty of natural light. 
Downstairs offers dining service and a bar, 
while upstairs you can eat, drink, and enjoy reg- 
ular live music and the occasional old movie. 
The focus is on blues, but the booking is very 
eclectic. Meanwhile, the menu starts with qual- 
ity products across the board: herb-crusted 
natural prime rib, brown-sugar-and-coffee-rubbed 


natural brisket, Berkshire pork ribs, Waygu 
beef short ribs, house-made jalapeho sausage, 
achiote-and-lime-rubbed free-range chicken, nat- 
ural pulled pork, and Bandera quail. It’s all well- 
prepared and somewhat more expensive ($7- 
14) than the local average. Augment any of the 
meats with more than a dozen sophisticated 
yet comforting choices of side dishes, served 
family style ($6 each). Top it all off with a big 
slice of Lamberts' legendary coconut cream pie 
($5) or the divine new fried pies with ice cream 
($6). Fancy barbecue: Why not? - V.B.W.

This ramshackle landmark, owned and oper- 
ated by the Mays family, is where generations 
of musicians and clubgoers are known to go for 
some great down-home barbecue after a night 
of revelry onstage and off. Stop by and visit 
the Mays family for great barbecue, traditional 
sides, and a friendly “neighborhood picnic” 
atmosphere. Recommended: the delicious 
chopped-beef sandwich, the spicy Elgin Hot 
Sausage wrap, or some tender sliced barbe- 
cue brisket. The adventurous might opt for the 
mutton - a Southern barbecue staple - but be 
warned that it can be greasy (all the better for 
soaking up the alcohol). If you’re too tired to 
stick around, get it to go. - C.A. 

HOUSE PARK BAR-B-QUE (6)

House Park may be the closest thing within 
the city limits to an old-time country barbecue 
joint - it’s small, smoky, utterly without preten- 
sion, and plays by its own rules. Open since 
1943 and named for the venerable high school 
football stadium nearby, House Park only serves 
weekday lunch (or maybe breakfast, depending 
on the hours you keep), and the weathered pic- 
nic tables resolutely face the noisy street rather 
than picturesque Shoal Creek, which runs just 
behind the building. 

House Park’s slogan, which has graced the 
marquee for decades, is probably better known 
than the excellent mesquite-smoked bill of fare. 
“Need no teef to eat my beef” is attributed to 
the late C-Boy Parks, longtime Austin pit-mas- 
ter, kitchen boss of the late Night Hawk No. 


2 on the Drag, and mentor to many an Austin 
cook and restaurateur. Several generations of 
ACC students, courthouse lawyers, and neigh- 
borhood residents and businesspeople have 
depended on House Park for their lunchtime 
barbecue fix. 

The menu, posted on the wall, is short and 
sweet: plates or sandwiches of mesquite- 
smoked brisket, sausage, pork loin, and chick- 
en; sides of beans, coleslaw, and potato salad; 
and Dr Pepper, Big Red, 7UP RC Cola, and iced 
tea. That’s it. No booze, no vegetables, no frills. 
It’s all about the meat. No ribs, however. House 
Park doesn’t do ribs. 

The most expensive item on the menu is the 
mixed plate at $7.89; the least is the large iced 
tea for 99 cents. In between, the brisket and 
pork-loin plates will run you $7.59, the beef-and- 
pork sausage and quarter-of-a-chicken plates 
slightly less. The brisket is fork-tender and full 
of smoky flavor, but I’m particularly partial to the 
pork loin, especially on a soft-bun sandwich with 
sour pickles and onions ($3.99), just kissed by 
a bit of the tomatoey barbecue sauce. - MM Pack 


BOWIE STREET BBQ 
AT WHOLE FOODS MARKET (7) 

525 N. Lamar, 476-1206

Located in the back of the store, right next 
to the meat counter, Bowie Street BBQ serves 
only USDA “Natural” meats. Not only the beef 
brisket, but the chicken, sausage, pulled pork, 
and baby-back ribs are hormone- and antibiotic- 
free. The meats are all rubbed with garlic-pep- 
per spice and smoked right in the store, and 
the barbecue is so good that you can’t reliably 
get a seat at the counter anymore. 

The chicken and the sausage are the stand- 
outs of the array; the sausage at Bowie’s is 
house-made beef andouille, and it is spicy, 
lean, and flavorful. The chicken is delicious 
and completely lacks the grainy texture some 
chicken gets after long smoking. 

The prices are surprisingly reasonable con- 
sidering the high-quality ingredients. The sand- 
wiches are $4.99-$5.99 and feature a large 
serving of the meat of your choice, drenched 
in Austin’s Own B-B-Q Sauce, on a large bun, 
with all the pickles, onions, and jalapenos you 
desire. The jalapenos are beautiful, bright- 
green, and fresh and really add a gourmet touch. 

Barbecue plates run $6.99 for the chicken 
plate, up to $8.99 for the three-meat combo. 
With the plate, you get a big pile of barbecue, 
pickles, onions, bread, and two sides: beans, 
coleslaw, potato salad, or macaroni salad.

Both are served in frosty mugs, 
so cold that little ice particles form in your beer, 
and the root beer is unbelievably creamy, cold, 
and delicious: a genuine treat. - K.T. 

POK-E-JO'S SMOKEHOUSE INC. (8)

Pok-e-Jo’s is a local chain started in the 
1980s that now has six locations around the 
city. The closest one to the center is the big 
old barn of a place on Fifth, about two miles 
west of Downtown. It’s spacious and spread 
out, friendly and funky, with a couple of 
indoor dining rooms, a screened porch, and 
outside tables. 

The pit menu offers combo plates and 
sandwiches from sliced brisket, pork and beef 
ribs, peppery house-made sausage, pork loin, 
chicken, and turkey breast. This is a great place 
for barbecue-heads to dine with nonmeat-eat- 
ing companions; there’s an extensive menu 
of hearty side dishes (99 cents or $1.79), 
including the usual suspects of potato salad, 
coleslaw, and beans, as well as broccoli salad, 
baked potato (and baked-potato casserole), 
green-bean casserole, fried okra, macaroni-and- 
cheese, and french fries. Dessert choices are 
the traditional peach cobbler, cherry cobbler, 
and banana pudding. Longnecks are available, 
as well as soft drinks in bottles. 

If you’re really hungry, the best deal is the 
four-meat combination plate ($10.99), which 
includes at least a pound of your choice of the 
smoked meats, two generous servings of sides, 
and the requisite sauce, pickles, onions, and 
Texas toast. For the less-famished, the small 
and large sandwich combos ($5.49 and $6.49) 
include one side and a drink. The sliced turkey- 
breast sandwich soused with a bit of the sweet- 
ish vinegar and mustard sauce is a winner, and 
the skin-on potato salad is particularly tasty. 

Pok-e-Jo’s is set up to accommodate large 
groups, with big tables, everything available by 
the pound, and big-order bulk discounts. A nice 
option is that you can call ahead for pickup or 
to have your order delivered. - MM.P.

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down the street. The caboose just happened 
to have a smoker in it, and when he won every 
category in the second annual Rib Tickler cook- 
off, his fate was sealed. Since moving into its 
current location, Artz has been a stalwart of 
great ribs and bluegrass (music every night and 
Austin’s best bluegrass jam every Sunday after- 
noon). Blondin is a musician and has played 
bass with Jon Emery for the last 21 years. 

For a barbecue joint, Artz has some of the 
best burgers in town. The South Austin joint 
is a prime example: $6.29 for a flame-grilled 
burger with thick bacon and Cheddar, as well as 
fire-grilled onions and jalapehos. They have a 
full line of sandwiches and great tortilla soup 
and nachos (carryovers from the caboose). 
Vegans can survive nicely on the grilled-veggie 
skewers, the side veggies, or the veggie burg- 
ers. But what of the ’cue, you say? 

Ribs (massive beef units, smoky and moist 
baby-backs, and their famous thick, country- 
style pork chops ... almost like a superior 
hybrid between ham and rib loin chop) are all 
exquisite. The brisket is sliced thicker than 
most, moist, and well-smoked. The sausage is 
a medium-grind, locally made, with a nice snap 
to the casing. There are smoked chicken and 
grilled shrimp to round out the options. All of 
the sides are excellent; hell, even the pickles 
are crispy and the onions sweet. Be sure to 
try the delectable habanero sauce (made in- 
house). The heft and size of the combo plates 
($8-16) can be frightening, but when you launch 
into the eating, all fears are assuaged. - M.V. 

GREEN MESQUITE BBQ 
& MORE (10)

Green Mesquite has been a fixture at the 
corner of South Lamar and Barton Springs 
Road for nearly 20 years, and they’re still going 
strong. All of their meats are smoked fresh 


daily over slow-burning, aromatic 
mesquite wood and served up with 
pickles, onions, store-bought white 
bread, and sides. 

You can taste the signature mes- 
quite smoke most noticeably in the 
beef brisket, which can be ordered 
lean or marbled. The house sausage 
is Elgin Hot, and the meat just falls 
off the bones of the pork ribs. The 
turkey is a standout - succulent 
breast meat carved in generous 
slices - and pulled pork and smoked 
chicken complete the lineup. The 
house sauce is on the sweet side, 
which is perfect to balance the 
smoky goodness of the meats. 

Along with the requisite sides 
of potato salad, coleslaw, beans, 
and corn-on-the-cob, Green 
Mesquite offers Cajun rice, green 
beans, and fried okra. The great- 
est of these is the fried okra. 

Once a staple in these parts, fried 
okra has grown all too rare and is 
a welcome option. 

Green Mesquite’s menu is quite 
ambitious (perhaps overly so); in 
addition to barbecue, a variety 
of sandwiches, po’boys, burgers, 
jambalaya, catfish, fried chicken, 
chicken-fried steak, stuffed baked 
potatoes, chicken wings, chili, and 
salads are offered. Pecan pie and 
homemade cobbler are always on the menu, 
and out back is a very popular patio and beer 
garden, which features live bluegrass and blues 
music on the weekends. - K.T. 

RUBY'S BBQ (11)

Authentic Texas barbecue with plenty of veg- 
etarian options: All of the traditional sides are 
as good as the barbecue itself, which was rated 
by Esquire as the best in America. Ruby’s takes 
quality seriously and for almost 20 years has 
been serving lean, hormone-free natural beef 
brisket and famous Elgin Hot Sausage, as well 
as pork ribs, turkey, chicken, and smoked ham. 
The atmosphere is pure Austin. The decor, 
alternating between bleached skulls and riffing 
bluesmen, brings home the fact that Austin is 
halfway between Louisiana and New Mexico, 
reflected on the menu, as well. 

Texas-style barbecue tops the page but 
is soon followed by Cajun specialties, chili, 
and tacos. Sandwiches (mostly barbecue) 
are balanced by a good selection of salads. 
Vegetarian items are clearly marked, and they 
are outstanding. 

The Creamy Coleslaw With Poppyseeds is 
unforgettable, with fresh young cabbage and 
carrots drenched in a mild, nutty dressing. 
There is also a vinaigrette coleslaw and two 
kinds of potato salad: mustard and mayon- 
naise. Beans can be either cilantro black 
beans or spicy barbecue beans, both sea- 
soned with such care that it makes you realize 
just how many other joints aren’t even trying. 
Corn-on-the-cob, collard greens, Southwest 
mashed potatoes, macaroni-and-cheese, and 
rosemary home fries complete the dizzying 
array. Ice-cold beer is the beverage of choice, 
and all the desserts are house-made (try the 
pineapple-coconut pie).

First, the history lesson: Dutch film- 
maker Theo Van Gogh, great-grandneph- 
ew of the painter, was murdered - or 
“assassinated" or “butchered” depend- 
ing on what news report you’re reading - 
on Nov. 2, 2004, while riding his bicycle 
to work on postproduction aspects of 
May 6th. His killer, a Dutch Moroccan by 
the name of Mohammed Bouyeri, shot 
Van Gogh off his bike, wounding him, and 
then calmly finished the execution with 
another bullet before slitting the filmmak- 
er’s throat and stabbing the knife 
through his heart, all in seconds, all in 
the broad daylight of an otherwise nor- 
mal morning rush hour in the Hague. 
Bouyeri’s motives were anything but 
shadowy: Pinned between hilt and heart 
was a note decrying not Van Gogh but 
his partner on the short narrative film 
“Submission,” which took on radical 
Islam’s treatment of women and which 
had been aired on Dutch television. The 
partner and former member of Dutch 
Parliament, Somalia-born Ayaan Hirsi Ali, 
has since gone into hiding, but Van 
Gogh’s body of work - politically charged, 
professionally and artfully directed, fre- 
quently spellbinding, never less than 
intellectually driven - still speaks truth to 
terror and offers if not hope, then some- 
thing similarly daring. May 6th is an 
unnervingly fitting epitaph for the bear- 
ish, chain-smoking, always-controversial 
Van Gogh, a 
politico/liber- 
tine of the old 
school who 
was fueled by 
his passionate 
belief in the 
power of free 
speech and 
even freer art. 

May 6th is 
Blow-Up for the 
new world dis- 
order, a taut 
paranoid thrill- 
er about the 2002 assassination of 
Dutch politician Pirn Fortuyn. Fortuyn, an 
openly gay Libertarian firebrand who 
polarized the Netherlands, was, like Van 
Gogh, loved and loathed in equal mea- 
sure. Van Gogh’s improbably probable 
final feature - he would be assassinated 
911 days after Fortuyn - rockets along 
on the bloody rails of the here and now, 
a fictional film that appears to be grow- 
ing less so every moment. It’s crisply 
acted (Thijs Romer, as a fashion photog- 
rapher who accidentally snaps incriminat- 
ing shots of Fortuyn’s final moments, is 
amazing) and scored and edited for both 
maximum suspense and major controver- 
sy. It’s a great achievement.

SHOOTING THE HARD TIME KILLING FLOOR BLUES 

Craig Brewer on 'Black Snake Moan' 


I’m thinking it’s well-nigh impossible to sum- 
marize Memphis filmmaker Craig Brewer’s wild 
and passionate follow-up to Hustle & Flow 
minus a crashing sonic background equal parts 
howling Delta blues, scaly king-snake preach- 
ings, and the implacable iron trust of whipcord 
links scoring dark, thudding grooves across 
Tennessee-shotgun-shack planking. 

But, there’s this: A doleful, woeful bluesman 
(Samuel L. Jackson); a sex-mad spitfire 
(Christina Ricci) dialed all the way up to die; 
and a single length of snap-taught forged steel 
running from busted heart to battered dream. 

The Chronicle spoke to Brewer by phone in 
the weeks leading up to the release of his reve- 
latory film, a fire-and-brimstone slab of deep- 
fried Southern gothic that wouldn’t have been 
one bruised fender out of place at the local 
drive-in circa 1974. - M.S.

Austin Chronicle: Black Snake Moan opens 
with a great credit roll that has Ricci's character, 
Rae, flipping the bird to a mammoth combine as 
she ambles down this dusty backwater lane. It’s 
sublime in a terrifically kicka ss way. 

Craig Brewer: I was telling [Ricci] at that 
moment, “Look, the whole town’s trying to har- 
vest you, and you will not yield." 

AC: Did you have to pitch this film to Paramount? 
CB: Well, it was while I was trying to get Hustle 
& Flow going that Black Snake Moan was born. 
At the time, I was constantly being flown out to 
L.A., but I didn’t have any money, and we’d just 
had a baby - I was sleeping on people’s couch- 
es. So one day I’m on a plane, and I get this 
pounding in my chest. I can’t get any oxygen, 

I’m shaking, the adrenaline’s rushing, and I tell 
the stewardess, “I think I’m having a heart 
attack!’’ Instead, it was a panic attack, and they 
began happening to me all the time. My wife 
was having them, too. 

So, one night when I was supposed to be 
doing a rewrite on Hustle & Flow , I put on Skip 
James’ “Hard Time Killing Floor Blues,” had a lit- 
tle whiskey, and saw this image of myself look- 
ing into my granddad’s house out in the woods. 



There was this radiator there with a chain, and 
it was kind of uncoiling and running past me, 
and then here comes the panic attack! But as 
soon as the chain went taut and clanked up 
against the radiator, the radiator held, and that 
made the attack go away. That’s where the cen- 
tral image of the film came from, and I wrote 
that script before I even shot Hustle & Flow. 

AC: Watching the film, it’s obvious you've got 
your Seventies exploitation drive-in antecedents 
down pat. Were those types of films a major 
influence growing up? 

CB: Well, actually, I’m 35, so I came of age in 
the era of Betamax and the birth of the VCR. If 
I had to pick one moment that changed my life, 
as an adult looking back, it’d be Midnight 
Cowboy. There were two moments that just 
brought me to tears. 

One was when Ratso Rizzo said to Jon 
Voight, “I can’t walk. ... You know what they do 
to people who can’t walk,” and then at the end 
when he died on the bus and the bus driver 
comes back and says to Jon Voight, “Could you 
close his eyes, please?” And Voight closes 
Ratso’s eyes and puts his arm around his dead 
friend. I was just devastated. 

That was the first time I really began to care, 
deeply, for these characters that most people 
would cross to the other side of the street to 
avoid. It’s through film, plays, literature, that we 
discover that we are not alone and that we are 
in fact much closer to these sorts of characters 
that we would like to admit.

INCENTIVES PUSH GETS A BILL 
(OR TWO) 

The Texas film-incentives push finally has 
a bill. Well, two of them, actually. State Rep. 
Dawnna Dukes of Austin is the sponsor of 
the Texas Motion Picture Alliance-backed 
House Bill 1634, which offers up to $10 
million a year in incentives for two years. 
Eligible projects must spend more than $10 
million in Texas and can receive up to $1.5 
million back based on 20% of the wages 
they pay to Texans. Episodic television 
series (Austin-shot Friday Night Lights and 
Metroplex-lensed Prison Break, for instance) 
that spend at least $10 million locally could 
get up to $2 million each. In its current 
form, the proposal leaves smaller indie 
films out in the cold. But expect much wran- 
gling in coming weeks to increase the total 
amount of incentives offered and perhaps 
lower that cap. Bob Deuell of Greenville is 
the Senate sponsor. Oh, that second House 
bill was filed by Rep. Jim Pitts (you’ll 
remember him as the pretender to the 
House speaker throne). It’s a duplicate 
minus some late provisions added to the 
Dukes bill, including exempting pornograph- 
ic films from the mix. Meanwhile, the Texas 
Motion Picture Alliance is gearing up for its 
lobby day at the Capitol this coming 
Tuesday, when there will be a House hear- 
ing. You can find more details at www.txmpa. 
org. The group’s formal legislative agenda 
includes supporting projects with a budget 
of at least $1 million in the incentives plan.

And there’s no reason why it shouldn’t: Spore 
is the brainchild of Will Wright, the creator of 
such commercially successful and critically heralded franchises 
as SimCity, considered the original “God game,” and The Sims, 
the bestselling computer-game series of all time, with more 
than 70 million units sold. To put this into perspective, a com- 
puter game that sells more than 500,000 units is considered a 
huge smash. Or, to put it another way, the series has generated more than $1.6 billion in sales; 
Hollywood’s most successful film, Titanic, grossed $1.8 billion. So you get the idea. 

Wright isn’t just a celebrated designer in the multibillion-dollar interactive entertainment industry 
- he’s an undisputed master with the Midas touch, adored by game makers and game players alike. But 
Spore, to be published by Electronic Arts this fall, is poised to be his deepest “life simulation” to date. 

We spoke with Wright, one of the keynote speakers at SXSW Interactive 07, via e-mail about 
creating Spore, the game-design process, and his unparalleled success.

Austin Chronicle: What were your inspirations 
in creating Spore, and will we see a direct result 
of them in the game, or is it more of an abstract 
influence? 

Will Wright: The concept of Spore was 
inspired by a lot of different things. It’s a 
combination of influences. I’ve always liked 
“Powers of Ten,” the [Charles and Ray] Eames 
movie. And, I got very interested in the [Search 
for Extraterrestrial Intelligence] project and 
astrobiology. The whole idea - in the begin- 
ning - was an astrobiology game. But as you 
look at astrobiology and SETI, all the factors 
you’re dealing with resolve all the way down 
to the chemical level. So that spans the powers 
of 10 very nicely. So basically, it was a matter 
of molding all these things into one consistent, 
coherent concept. That concept allowed me 
to reference some of my favorite games and 
movies. People who play the game will pick 
up abstract references to everything from Pac- 
M an, in the way you play through the cellular 
level of the game, to my favorite movie of all 
time, 2001: A Space Odyssey, in how you might 
play the space level. In fact the space level is so 
open that you can really play out any of your 
favorite space stories, like 2001, or Star Trek 
- whatever you want to do. And because it’s so 
wide open, players can input their own refer- 
ences, in the types of creatures or spaceships 
they build to the relationships they explore. 
We’ve basically given players the tools to build 
their own personal universe. With Spore, we 
want players to be George Lucas, not Luke 
Skywalker. 

AC: It’s been said by some game designers that 
the first 15 minutes of a game is critical in order 
to win the player over. Do you agree or disagree 
with this “first impressions” philosophy, and why? 
How will Spore capture the hearts (and clicking 
fingers) of gamers in the first 15 minutes? 

WW: You want any form of entertainment to 
be engaging. And, in playing the first 15 min- 


utes of Spore, I think there is a lot to love. It’s 
dealing with some pretty amazing concepts 

- the magic of the creation of life, evolution, 
your place in the universe. The cell game is 
really beautiful; it’s artistically impressive. And 
the initial cell editor is simple but elegant - it 
guides people into the game and eases them 
in to feeling comfortable with their creativity, 
and they get to really define what they want 
to make. Then you get to evolve that cell into 
something that takes its first step onto land 

- it’s pretty cool stuff that I think people will 
be captivated by. 

AC: Please explain in detail how the Internet will 
be utilized in Spore game-play. Any community 
features? Downloads? Multiplayer play? 

WW: Spore isn’t a multiplayer game; in fact, 
we joke that it’s a massively single-player game. 
Players can enable Internet connectivity so that 
everything that they create in their world, from

creatures to buildings to vehicles, is uploaded 
to the server and then shared with other play- 
ers, delivered directly into their games. At 
the same time, your game is receiving things 
that other players have created. As you play 
through the game, it’s building a model of how 
you play and searching for content that will fit 
your needs. We’re not only tracking what you 
need in terms of competition, we’re also build- 
ing a model of the player’s aesthetic. So if you 
keep picking things from the shopping catalog 
that are like supercute, Disney-like, then it will 
start offering you and downloading more stuff 


that matches your aesthetic. So in some sense 
you’re teaching the computer your aesthetic, 
and it’s building a model of that. And when it 
makes a request to the server, it’s taking that 
into account, so the world will slowly start to 
represent your aesthetic choices. 

We could have made Spore an online mul- 
tiplayer game. We thought about it. In fact, 
technically, based on all the stuff we’ve already 
done for it, it wouldn’t be very hard at all. We’ve 
already solved all the hard problems we would 
need to do a persistent online- 
world version of Spore. The 
hard part is, what happens 
when you come to a planet, 
and the planet’s offline? Which 
would be the case. In fact, one 
of the reasons why I kind of 
went down this path is that 
nobody has really explored the 
hybrid model. And this really 
is a hybrid, where we try to get the benefits of 
an online game, which is all the people build- 
ing the world collectively together, without the 
liabilities, which is that the 14-year-old can kill 
you or that you’ve invested all this time in your 
planet and somebody comes along and blows it 
up. ... So trying to get the best of both worlds, 
figuring out what the sweet spot is between the 
features available through a shared universe 
experience and then the power available to a 
single-player experience. The intersection of 
those two things is kind of where Spore ended 
up and why it ended up there. 


We will have commu- 
nity features - whenever I 
encounter content from 
another player, I can see who 
made it and what its stats 
are. I can bookmark that per- 
son if I like their stuff and 
have their stuff . . . like I can 
find my best friend and say 
make sure my best friend’s 
stuff comes into my game, 
so I encounter their worlds 
first. And, we will track the 
most popular content. You 
will also be able to see how 
your creations are faring in 
the outside world. 

AC: To what do you attribute 
your success? 

WW: Curiosity about the 
world. I’m always trying to 
figure out the way the world 
works. I will read about 
something or hear some- 
thing, and then dive in and 
start exploring that subject 
matter. I want to know how 
all the pieces fit together. 
That has led me to so many 
interesting ideas that have 
later become games. I am 
also pathologically persis- 
tent. The games I make take 
a long time; I began research- 
ing Spore six years ago, The 
Sims took more than five 
years, and SimCity was four 
or five. To stick with an idea 
that long takes quite a bit 
of persistence. If you stick 
with it long enough, in my experience, you’ll 
be rewarded. It’s very satisfying when you’ve 
done something for that long - and it’s really 
consumed you, but it’s only been shared with 
a small group of people, your team maybe and 
other people exposed to the development pro- 
cess. When it actually sees the light of day and 
people enjoy it and it does well - it’s a great 
feeling to share a labor of love like that. 

AC: From a creative standpoint, what is the big- 
gest problem with the interactive entertainment 
industry today? 

WW: I’ m hoping that we see more creativity 
and experimentalism, new genres developed. 
One of the big advantages of a large company 
is the fact that you can afford to take more 
risks. A company like Electronic Arts has a 
stable of franchises that produce for them 
year after year. The Sims and Madden are two 
examples. Because of those predictable suc- 
cesses, it buys you the option to roll the dice 
on a few unpredictable projects like Spore. If 
it fails, you haven’t lost your company. With 
a small developer, you get one chance to roll 
the dice, and if it comes up six, you win; oth- 
erwise you lose. ... And, as the industry has 
become more mature and consolidated, the 
existing genres have solidified to some degree. 
In the early industry, there weren’t these well- 
established genres. Every single game was 
different, unique, and interesting. Over time 
these games have clumped together: real-time 
strategy, adventure, flight sim. Getting out-

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FROM CELLS TO CELESTIALS 

The Concept 

At its core, Spore lets players create and 
nurture creatures, build communities and rela- 
tionships, and advance a tribe until it’s capable 
of traveling to other parts of the world and, 
eventually, throughout deep space. Consider it 
hands-on evolution, where you not only can 
customize how the creature looks and walks 
and also shape the civilization’s buildings and 
vehicles but, more importantly, also guide your 
being’s behaviors, which will decide its fate. 

Spore is divided into six main phases, mir- 
roring the evolution of life on Earth. The first is 
the “Tidepool” phase, where players control a microorganism by navigating through a pond, fighting 
and consuming other cells in a primal survival of the fittest. Absorb the mass, traits, and abilities of 
your prey as you evolve and, eventually, venture out onto dry land for the first time. This second 
“Creature” phase lets you explore your environment, hunt for food, and perhaps mate with other critters 
to produce offspring. The “Tribal” phase is next, as you care for a budding civilization instead of a sole 
creature by helping them build shelter, provide food en masse, and protect their homes. The fourth 
“City” phase evolves your small tribe with crude tools into a thriving city with advanced architecture 
and technology. After this, it’s time for the “Civilization” phase, where your residents begin to master 
vehicles and can set out to interact with other civilizations on the planet - be it for diplomatic reasons 
or warmongering (and, of course, each decision leads to its own unique consequences). The sixth and 
final “Space” phase, as the name suggests, lets you visit other worlds in the galaxy to perform various 
missions that range from peaceful relationships with ETs to the terraforming and colonization of new 
planets and moons. 

Editing, Community Features 

Just as players of The Sims enjoy fooling 
around with the built-in editor to create a 
unique family, Spore lets you fully customize 
the look of your creatures with hundreds of 
drag-and-drop objects, ranging from facial fea- 
tures and sensory organs to arms and legs to 
body shape, texture, and color. For example, 
one gamer might create a red, bulbous spider- 
like organism with huge teeth to rip the flesh 
off others, while another might design a slender 
yellow-and-blue striped mammal that prefers 
soft vegetation. In other words, the physical 
attributes you choose for your creatures will 
directly affect how they walk, what they hunt, 
and how they survive. If only Darwin were alive today to see this. The infinite variety in creature cre- 
ation means no two games will look or play the same. 

Because no man is an island (or spore, for that matter), players who reach the space-travel 
phase will in fact visit planets populated by other Spore players, all stored on Electronic Arts’ 
servers. Your in-game Sporepedia will also provide info and insight into the creatures you’ve met 
and worlds you’ve visited. You can “bookmark” your favorite places to visit or view a YouTube-like 
Top 10 list of most popular worlds to visit. Unlike most other computer games, including The 
Sims, this new content won’t be downloaded from Web sites and imported into the game - 
instead, it’ll all be handled seamlessly within the game world itself, so you’ll never have to leave 
to visit thousands of other worlds. 

The Technology 

While the minimum system requirements have not yet been confirmed, hands-on time with the game 
has left me speechless. Imagine ascending up from your small city - by rolling your finger on the com- 
puter mouse’s middle scroll wheel - and then zooming out to reveal the entire planet, where you can 
see other civilizations. Then, players can zoom out even farther to see the entire solar system to plot a 
course for your UFO. And what “God sim" would be complete without being able to zoom out even 
more to travel to other galaxies - and then pull back farther out to the universe level? No wonder 
Wright mentioned inspiration was drawn from the famously geeky short film “Powers of Ten” (1977), 
with the couple lying on a picnic blanket in Chicago and the camera moving farther and farther away, 
increasing the distance by a power of 10 every 10 seconds. 

Graphically, Spore offers highly detailed creatures and vehicles, each moving fluidly about the huge 
and interactive environments. The game’s audio is equally impressive with organiclike creature sounds 
and environmental noises not unlike what you’d hear in a National Geographic video. Additionally, 
Electronic Arts just announced a Nintendo DS version of Spore for mobile megalomaniacs. - M.S.

Shooting her way into the public eye 

We’re used to seeing sports stars branded by Nike 
or Reebok, but it can take a bit more work for video- 
game celebrities. As Morgan Romine, captain of the 
Frag Doll video-game team says, “Gamer culture tends 
to be very cynical and shy about being marketed to. 
People are like, ‘Oh, you’re selling out.’ But there’s no 
other way to get paid.” 

The Frag Dolls are the first all-female team to win an 
event at a pro-circuit gaming tournament. They’re also 
spokeswomen for video-game producer Ubisoft. 

Romine will be speaking from her experience with 
Ubisoft at SXSW on marketing to girl gamers and for 
girl gaming groups. 

It’s a necessary experience, too. When it comes to 
video-game endorsements, the Frag Dolls have to fight 
two battles. “Gaming is pretty new, especially in the 
public eye," Romine says. “People know who LeBron

James is, and that’s the image the com- 
pany buys. We have a bigger task in that 
we are trying to bring gaming into the 
mainstream. Right now people think, ‘Oh 
those girls play video games, and video 
games are something people play profes- 
sionally. That’s new.’ So we represent the 
movement as well as Ubisoft.” 

Adding to the conundrum is the way that 
gamers and game marketers approach 
advertising. When we actually see LeBron 
or any of the other nine stars of Nike’s 
“Second Coming" campaign, it’s looking 
hard in stylish white warm-ups or jamming 
the ball to a bass-heavy soundtrack. The 
Frag Dolls have to actually talk to people. 

“A lot of gamers wouldn’t be comfort- 
able with what we do,” Romine says. 
“They wouldn’t want to go out and talk 
to people, but our ability to do that 
helps us do our job. But that’s part of 
the marketing that gamers are cynical 
about: ‘You’re good at talking, so you 
can’t be a gamer.”’ 

And once the Frag Dolls get talking, 
it’s not just their image they’re market- 
ing. It’s their word. While it seems like 
Peyton Manning ads may have finally 
overreached a saturation-to-plausibility 
ratio, few people worry whether or not 
Tiger Woods believes in General Motors. 

Gamers, however, seem to actually 
need to believe their spokespeople. 
Whether it’s in anonymous forum-posting 
or major daily newspapers, gamers and 
game journalists dither over how Ubisoft 
might be tricking them. 

“We need them to understand that we 
don’t promote games we don’t actually 
like,” Romine says. “Usually whatever 
Ubisoft puts out, there’s at least one per- 
son on the team that likes it. If the girls 
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side those boxes is always a struggle in any 
environment - where you’re trying to explain 
to people that you’re making this new game, 
and they are always wanting to put it into this 
pigeonholed box. Is it a real-time strategy, or is 
it turn-based strategy, or what? That, I think, 
is more of a conceptual challenge, when you 
come up with a new idea that doesn’t fit into 
any existing genre. How do you invent a new 
genre or discover a new genre? I am really 
pleased with the success of new and differ- 
ent gaming platforms like what Nintendo 
has done with the Wii and the Nintendo DS. 
I think that those platforms will encourage 
game makers to experiment with new types of 
game-play. There are a lot of really interesting 
ways to use the Wii’s controllers. 

AC: What did you learn from the success of The 
Sims - perhaps, even a surprising lesson - that made 
you rethink the game design concept for Spore? 
WW: After The Sims launched, I spent a lot 
of time on the community site. I was really 
surprised by how people used the game to tell 
stories and then wanted to share these stories 
with other people. They created whole worlds 
that they wanted their friends to see. I was 
really amazed by that. I wanted to build that 


functionality into the game, so that creating 
and sharing were baked into the basic game- 
play. That’s probably the most significant way 
that The Sims influenced Spore. 

AC: Quentin Tarantino once said the sign of a 
good film is that it makes you want to go home, 
eat some pie, and talk about it. What will gamers 
talk about with friends after playing Spore? 

WW: In watching people play with the game, I 
have seen that people want to go talk about their 
creations - share their vehicles or their creatures 
with their friends. There is a lot of personal 
pride that goes into creating something that can 
come to life in the game. But in addition to that, 
I think that the game will spark them to think 
about their place in the universe. 

AC: What one computer game would you bring 
to a desert island, and why? (And, no, there’s no 
Internet connection.) 

WW: That’s a tough one. I think I would want 
to bring the Chinese board game Go. That 
game is just so elegant in that it’s got two rules 
really, one of which is almost never used. But 
yet from those two rules flow this incredible 
complexity. It’s kind of the board game version 
of John Conway’s Game of Life, the cellular 
automata game. It’s not dissimilar. ■ 


just can't get into the game, they don’t work 
on it. And you can choose which companies 
you work with. You don't need to lie.” 

It doesn’t help that the women are pretty. 
They've come under fire for being standard 
convention-floor booth babes - the geek 
equivalent of auto-show car models - instead 
of legitimate players. LeBron only wishes he 
had that problem. 

“We’re always working against sexism," she 
says, “but we also get a lot 
of support. People think that 
because we’re female - and 
attractive females - we can’t 
be gamers. But it balances. 

We have a fairly large follow- 
ing, but it's split evenly with 
people that dislike it.” 

That sort of split forces 
the Frag Dolls to compete 
not just for personal pride 
but street (and marketing) 
cred as well. “We have to 
talk in terms that gamers 
understand,” Romine says. 

“If people think we’re not 
telling the truth or we’re 
not serious, our job is nulli- 
fied. It has to be clear we 
are as intense about loving 
games as we say we are. 

The legitimacy is there, and 
it's crucial.” 

The prize doesn’t come 
easily, though. The Frag Dolls 
only first won a tournament 
event after almost two years 
of training and playing 
together. And it’s not as if 
they're slacking. 

“The job is to play Ubisoft 
games, so don’t apply for a 
job you don’t want to do," 

Romine says. “There’s 
always that little bit you have 
to sacrifice when you turn 
your hobby and your passion 
into your job, because it 
becomes an obligation. 


Anytime something becomes required, you 
look at it a bit differently. There are days 
where we’re just tired and our eyes hurt, but 
it’s hard to forget how lucky we are.” 

And winning that legitimacy doesn’t stop 
when the Frag Dolls step away from their com- 
puters. When the World Series of Video 
Games held a Miss WSVG contest, the Frag 
Dolls worked with PMS, another all-girl group 
on the SXSW panel, to host the Mr. WSVG 

pageant. Both events vanished 
from the league schedule after 
the first pageant but not 
before sparking a round of 
intense online debate. 

Likewise, Romine has spoken 
at the Women's Gaming 
Conference in Austin, and 
many of the other Frag Dolls 
take the time to travel to con- 
ferences across the country. 

“Part of the reason we're 
involved in the Frag Doll proj- 
ect," Romine says, “is that we 
want there to be some visibility 
for girl gamers, a recognition 
that there is a reason for girls 
to play games. We want to 
walk into a game store and not 
have people ask, ‘Are you buy- 
ing this for yourself?’ We all 
have a personal commitment 
to that. That’s a personal proj- 
ect for us.” 

It’s a controversial line to 
walk, being corporate market- 
ers, professional gamers, and 
independent advocates. And 
for the Frag Dolls’ mission to 
succeed, they have to do well 
on all counts. But Romine 
doesn’t seem to think it’s 
that hard. 

She explains that while the 
group’s job is to promote 
Ubisoft, “A lot of the rest is 
driven by the girls. That stuff 
comes naturally.” - Joey Seiler 
continued on p.69

Web 2.0, online gaming, but everything's in-between

Ideally, connections drive SXSW: bands and labels, movies and distributors. For the Interactive 
Festival, it’s links between content and modes of dissemination, people and technology, and pres- 
ent and future: less tangible ideas that arguably serve a greater good in that they transcend art 
and enter the realm of information. Last I checked, information is still power, and the somewhat 
vague concept of Web 2.0 still eludes some, while others look to Web 3.0. Another digital divide 
to overcome - thanks, Web 2.0. 

That’s where people like Joichi Ito and Justin 
Hall come in. Two men who balance being 
supremely tech-forward (Hall’s e-mail came 
with eight different ways of contacting him) IHTKftCTIVi flABCH Ml SOOT AUSTIN TX 
with a desire to remember those people who 

just want to see pictures of their grandchildren or play a game of online backgammon. Perhaps 
Web 3.0 will just be Web 2.0 simplified for the less tech-sawy. 

I sat down with these two tech-titans with nothing but wires and cell-phone signals between 
us and asked them about everything from their joint SXSW panel to bridging the gap between 
gaming and the Internet. But, first off, let’s see some credentials: 




JUSTIN HALL 

Justin Hall kept a 
blog in the days when 
it was called a Web- 
based diary, circa 1994, 
only to be later tapped 
by Rolling Stone and 
Wired as a geek trend-spotter. These days, in 
L.A., he’s fallen in with the Hollywood set, 
getting paid to show up at a talent agency 
every few months and speak to the state 
of gaming and the Internet. “That’s pretty 
lucrative and allows me to stay focused on 
my work on the side without having a day 
job,” Hall says. With this combined with 
academic-research money and funding from 
the BBC for his work in passively multi- 
player online gaming (see below), he stays 
fed and on the cutting edge. 


JOICHI ITO 

“Basically, I enjoy 
technology and new 
things a lot.” To hear 
Joichi Ito say it, you’d 
think he was a hob- 
byist, when in fact he 
has created, sat on the board of, and 
chaired enough Internet-based companies 
to be called one of the Cyber Elite by Time 
magazine. Right now, he maintains a domi- 
nant World of Warcraft guild, all while serv- 
ing as chairman of the board at Creative 
Commons and on the board of directors 
at the Open Source Initiative. Describing 
what these organizations do is dicey (Jon 
Lebkowsky hashes it out in “Keeping It 
Together,” p.78), but suffice it to say that 
Ito is fighting the good fight.

On their SXSW panel: 

Justin Hall: I intend to challenge Joi to see why 
he plays World of Warcraft but, moreover, what 
he wants to make of all the time he’s invested 
online. I think he gets obsessed with some- 
thing - veganism, World of Warcraft, or video 
editing - and he tends to make something out 
of it down the line. I want to see if during the 
panel we can get some sense of where he sees 
technology and culture going based on things 
he’s learned in World of Warcraft. 

On misunderstood 
online gamers: 

Joichi Ito: There are people who get obsessed 
with World of Warcraft and addicted to it just 
like people get addicted to going to church or 


working hard. When something is minor and 
not well-understood, people have a tendency 
to make it look like some sort of aberration. 
What happened for a long time was that gam- 
ers were stigmatized, and they didn’t talk about 
it. People called it an addiction and escapism. 
Now enough people play it, and it has become 
an important part of our culture. . . . It’s kind of 
like telling someone who goes to church every 
weekend that they’re being escapist. It’s based 
on extremes, and for the people who partici- 
pate in a healthy way, World of Warcraft is really 
much more community-oriented. 

On passively multiplayer 
online gaming: 

JH: I think the goal is to provide a layer of 
fun and community on top of normal Web 
surfing. I think there’s a lot that games have 
to offer regular applications and communi- 
cations. Video games are very advanced in 
terms of helping people communicate and 
socialize and group problem solve. I want to 
apply those aspects of gaming to Web surf- 



ing through some pretty simple role-playing 
game mechanics. 

I’m trying to build something that would sit 
alongside you while you browse. If you think 
about how many hours a lot of people spend 
browsing the Web, that’s kind of an intimate 
and broad mission. So, I’m focused on catering 
to people who are very advanced Web users 
but also providing something for new users. 
And I think, over the long term, that’s gonna 
give me more than enough to do. 

On user-created gaming: 

JH: People are participating in Second Life in 
very deep ways, but there are so many more 
people that find World of Warcraft accessible. 
Still, the idea that you would have a computer 
game that’s full of other people talking is a 
relatively new phenomenon. The edge of the 
future is defined by radical user-generated con- 
tent. Game designers have a huge task to figure 
out how to make good rules that allow people 
to feel like they’re playing a game and still con- 
tribute to that rule-set or flow of events. 

JI: The original MUD [multiuser dungeon, 
an early text-based game] was user-generated 
content; the original games were developed by 
users in an open system. When CompuServe 
started running MUD, they started to control 
it, and they broke it in a way. It merged with 
the first-person-shooter genre, and we got 
World of Warcraft. But I think a lot of it is really 
about going back and rediscovering some of 
the roots we have in MMORPGs [massively 
multiplayer online role-playing games] . 

On user-created Web: 

JI: It’s a matter of literacy. If you’re used to 
things that are static and predictable, then 
you’re gonna want to stick with something 
like an encyclopedia or academic paper. I 
heard that if you go through Wikipedia and 
the Encyclopaedia Btitannica, you find approxi- 
mately the same number of errors. In one case 
the errors are consistent because they don’t 
change on paper. In the other case they’re 
always moving around. In Wikipedia you can 
talk to it, you can ask it questions, you can 
put your own impressions on it. ... The same 
as people who enjoy buying a CD and having 
it on the shelf and looking at it and putting it 
in their CD player, smoking a joint, and listen- 
ing to the whole CD. I don’t go around telling 


them that’s not how they should be listening to 
music. But, if you’re used to having an iPod full 
of gigabytes of music and being with friends 
and able to say, “Have you heard the latest 
weird Bulgarian thing? I just tried mashing it 
up with Justin Timberlake,” I just think it’s 
a different lifestyle; I wouldn’t want to judge 
either one as being better. I do think that stuff 
like Wikipedia is what’s to come. 

As long as you come up with a system that 
amplifies the good content and filters out the 
crap, you’ll actually get really great content from 
amateurs. How do we look at this vast pool of 
talent and parse out what’s really good? 

On the future face of 
Web interface: 

JH: I find 3-D interfaces really demanding as 
they are now. So when I launch Second Life or 
World of Warcraft, it takes over my computer and 
demands my attention. The events in World of 
Warcraft are in real time, and that’s part of the 
excitement, but it’s what also keeps it from being 
an ideal multitasking environment. You don’t 
want to check your e-mail, finish a paper, and 
upload a file while your friends are waiting for 
you to fight a monster. I’ve seen a lot of projec- 
tions of our future, and they involve holograms 
in our living rooms. For me, at the 1.0 stage that 
I think we’re at, it’s really a 2-D experience. 

JI: World of Warcraft is a better real-time inter- 
face than anything else I have for managing 
my relationship with 300 guild members. 
Whether you compare it to a heads-up display 
in a tank or a project-management system, it’s 
much better. I don’t know if it’s the interface 
for everything on the Internet, but it’s a much 
better user interface than other stuff out there. 
Millions of kids are learning how to use it. ... 
Whether you like it or not, World of Warcraft 
and games like it continue to grow. World of 
Warcraft is just an incremental step forward 
from EverQuest and Final Fantasy. It’s just one 
piece of this evolution of 3-D environments. 
Texting came from kids in Japan using pagers 
to talk to each other; a lot of the evolution of 
interfaces comes from play. The Internet and 
multimedia interfaces are gonna look a lot like 
the World of Warcraft because it’s a proliferated 
way to interact with tons of data. 

JH: What is our Internet interface about 10 
years from now? It’s telepathy. So, eventually, 
you end up there. What we do along the way is 
all experimentation. ■

Herding pixels for fun and profit 



You’ve probably already heard of the online 
3-D world called Second Life: It’s been getting a 
lot of hype lately, in media of all kinds. SL, as 
it’s familiarly known, is an online game that’s 
not quite a game: There are no preset goals or 
directions governing activities in this virtual 
world, and almost everything covering the vast, 
sprawling landscape - houses, malls, castles, 
casinos, dance clubs, museums, entire cities 
- has been built by the players themselves. 

Oh, wait: not players but “residents,” as 
many of those who own land in-world and 
gad about in game-character (avatar) form 
prefer to call themselves. Gadding about or

not, quite a few residents also make their 
living - their real-life living - in Second Life, 
some earning upward of $30,000 a year (yes, 
U.S. dollars) providing goods and services to 
other residents or, more and more frequently, 
to major corporations (like IBM and Sony and 
CBS and Dell and Toyota) who have decided 
to establish a presence in the increasingly 
popular alternate world. 

One of the biggest companies native to 
Second Life is the Electric Sheep Co., which 
works to develop property and marketing 
identities for real-life (or RL, as they say) 
corporations - in Second Life, and in other 
online worlds like There, Areae, Multiverse, and 
beyond. Three principals of the Electric Sheep 
Co. will be at SXSW Interactive this year: two 
(Jerry Paffendorf and Valerie Williamson) to 
speak on the present and possible futures 
of online games and virtual worlds and their 
impact in the real world and one (Keith Morris) 
to talk specifically about the American Cancer 


Society’s Relay for Life as it’s conducted within 
Second Life. 

By way of previewing those talks, and to pro- 
vide a hard-copy glimpse of what conversations 
are like in virtual worlds, we thought it would 
be a neat idea to interview the three Electric 
Sheep members in avatar form inside Second 
Life. Luckily, we have a reporter who’s been 
a resident of that world for almost two years 
- and who jumped at the chance to bridge 
the SL/RL gap in the name of cutting-edge (or 
something) journalism. Thus it was that the 
Chronicle’s in-world correspondent, Memory 


Harker, met with SNOOPYbrown Zamboni 
(Paffendorf), Valtoid Pixie (Williamson), and 
Jade Lily (Morris) in the top-floor lounge of the 
Electric Sheep Co.’s skyscraper headquarters, 
on a winter’s evening with a virtual wind blow- 
ing gently through the pixelated trees, in order 
to capture this (judiciously edited for coher- 
ence and space) transcript.

Memory Harker: How did you guys get hooked 
up with SXSW? 

SNOOPYbrown Zamboni: i gave a presenta- 
tion on the future of virtual worlds at the aus- 
tin game conference

Valtoid Pixie: I am VP of Marketing and 
Business Development for ESC 
Valtoid Pixie: we strive to take on great proj- 
ects that can showcase our creative abilities 
and represent the community on SL 
Valtoid Pixie: we are also working on projects 
that bring in new communities into SL 
Valtoid Pixie: for example, The L Word, 
it’s a vibrant community on 2d T\( being 
brought into SL to provide an additional, 
more immersive experience for L Word fans. 
There’s a built-in fan base being provided with 
something more deep and meaningful than 
passively watching pixels go by.

Jade Lily: The SL Relay For Life is another 
good example of a community project we’re 
striving to create more of.

Memory Harker: How would I teleport to Areae, 
for instance? Like, stepping between worlds? 
SNOOPYbrown Zamboni: easy, you just sign- 
up for it, make yourself whatever you want, 
and then when someone clicks you you have a 
system for conjoined identity. Like onxiam.com 
hints at - we can help create interoperability 
on a social and identity level, even if code and 
file formats fight each other currently 
Valtoid Pixie: yes and more importantly right 
now we can make the connections between TV 
the web and virtual worlds 
Memory Harker: So this is a near-future thing? 
SNOOPYbrown Zamboni: what did emerson 
say? i’m vast, i contain multitudes? something 
like that?

KEVIN SLAVIN 

Off the screen and 
on the streets 

Kevin Slavin has a great 
job. You can tell that 
work's going well for Slavin 
if you see him running 
through the streets being 
chased by invisible crea- 
tures or if he’s managed to 
make it from New York to 
Austin without being ran- 
sacked by pirates. Or if you 
see him dressed up as 
Pac-Man, with his move- 
ments being controlled by 
someone miles away. Slavin participates in all 
of these zany adventures because he works 
for Area/code, and when you work for Area/ 
code, life is but a game. 


Slavin’s New York 
home has exterior walls 
made entirely of glass, 
so he can see the world 
around him. “When I was 
a kid, I always wanted 
one of those multilevel 
parking garages that 
have windows as front 
walls, so now I have one. 
Only problem is I have lit- 
tle control over the inside 
climate.’’ 

Though temperature 
might be a hassle for a house of glass, 
adjusting to uncontrollable conditions is a key 
factor of his job. Area/code is a gaming com- 
pany whose main console is a ceil phone. The 


games invented by Slavin 
and his partner, Frank 
Lantz, are like any other 
video game, except they 
don’t require a TV screen. The games are 
played in the city, the board is the streets, 
and the players are real people - at least 
most of them are. 

The concept that sparked Area/code was 
called Big Urban Game, developed by Lantz 
and his students at the University of Minne- 
sota in 2003. Three competing teams had to 
move a 25-foot-tall inflatable game piece 
across the city to the finish line. The objec- 
tive took several days. Each day the teams 
each had two options for how to move their 
pieces to a checkpoint. Local newspapers 
printed the pieces’ progress every morning, 
as well as the two optional routes. Then the 
citizens of the town would call or e-mail a vote 
on which route they thought was the fastest. 

“BUG was a watershed moment for what 
games could do,” Slavin says. "I saw that, 
and I hired Frank to create ConQwest for an 
ad agency. We didn't know how it was going to 
work, but we knew we were on to something.” 

Since the city-consuming event of BUG 
occurred, Area/code has invented Plunder, 
PacManhattan, and Crossroads. Plunder is a 
PC location-based, pirate-themed game built 
into the real world, where players buy and sell

goods in a virtual market with the enemy being 
virtual, plundering pirates. PacManhattan is 
just like Pac-Man, except Pac-Man and the 
ghosts are real players in costumes with the 
city as their grid, and the controllers are peo- 
ple who tell the players where to go and where 
the other players are, via Global Positioning 
System-equipped cell phones. Crossroads is a 
game with two players, who compete to cap- 
ture intersections of a neighborhood by running 
down the streets and keeping records of their 
tracks with GPS. The third player is a virtual 
character called Baron Samedi, who roams 
around the GPS screen randomly, trying to 
touch the players and steal their points. 

“The baron isn’t real, so what happens is 
you end up running down Fiudson Street being 
pursued by an invisible creature,” Slavin 
explains. In short, Area/code melds the real 
and unreal, thinks outside the screen, and 
gets worldwide attention and participation for 
their approach to gaming, dubbed massively 
multiplayer offline. 

Slavin and his company are producing new 
games each month. On his ideas and passion 
for this next-level gaming, he says, “We're try- 
ing to restore why we play games in the first 
place. We’re making a transition from games 
being played alone to being played with other 
people. These are rich elements that make 
better games categorically.” 

Area/code had an Austin massively multi- 
player offline game planned for SXSW 
Interactive 07 but couldn’t bring it together in 
time. When asked if there would ever be gam- 
ers running down Congress Avenue in Pac- 
Man suits or giant game pieces moving 
around Sixth Street, Slavin replies, “A year 
from now, consider it 100 percent guaranteed.”

PAUL SLOCUM 

Modeling the game 

Outside of erotic WarGames 
fan fiction, the phrases 
“menage a trois” and “dot 
matrix printer" don't appear 
next to each other often. The 
semidisturbingly titled panel 
Game Perverts: A Robot, a 
DS, and a Dot Matrix Printer 
Menage a Trois probably 
won’t deliver the sweet appli- 
ance-on-appliance action its 
title promises, but scheduled 
panelist Paul Slocum knows a 
few tricks that will make that 
Eighties office artifact look a lot sexier. 

Slocum, who modifies oid computers, printers, and gaming consoles to produce both 
music and visual-art projects, started out programming his own 2600 games. A Marble 
Madness-type cartridge he designed is available through his Web site, www.qotile.net. Before 
he received a cease-and-desist letter from Atari, you could also purchase what surely quali- 
fies as the nerdiest non -Battlestar Ga/act/'ca-related thing anyone's ever done, ever: a 
Berserk cartridge with the soundtrack modified to blip “Mr. Roboto.” 

“I think it's really interesting to see what all you can do with what's basically a one-bit 
sound chip,” Slocum says. As half of the band Tree Wave, he spends almost as much time 
modding printer firmware and coaxing notes out of the 2600's sound card as he does writ- 
ing music, but the resulting lo-fi krautrock is cool enough to make up for the Space Invaders 
flashbacks it induces. Listening to the versatile and interesting sounds Slocum has man- 
aged to pull from these obsolete machines, you realize two things: 1) The Atari could’ve 
survived the Nineties by marketing the 2600 as the world's cheapest synthesizer, and 2) 

dot-matrix-printer music is exactly the type of 
shit Brian Eno would’ve been into if he grew 
up watching Captain N. 

But hacking old tech is no easy route to 
rock stardom. Slocum is not only a tradition- 
al musician - capable of playing more vanilla 
instruments like the guitar and keyboard - 
he's also got a computer-science degree 
from the University of Texas in Dallas. And 
all that programming leaves him with little 
time for next-gen gaming. Fle's got a Wii but no time to play it - a sacrifice many gamers 
aren't willing to make. “New people are coming in [the programming community], and other 
people are dropping out all the time. It’s really pretty difficult to do. ... There are a lot of 
unfinished games out there.” 

Not only can cartridges be modified to run preprogrammed sound loops and some trippy 
accompanying videos; via hacking, Atari games can also produce notes for various joystick 
movements, allowing Slocum to play the machine as a musical instrument. 

Who knew reprogramming obsolete technology could be so freaking cool? Contrary to the 
intentions of Atari, and probably the laws of God himself, Slocum's rock-star gaming mods 
might provide an alternate-reality scenario in which your 2600 skills would actually help you 
get laid. Domo arigato, Mr. Roboto, indeed. - Jeremy Martin

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The Future of Film on the Web 


Part I: The means BY RICHARD WHITTAKER 


The Web was going to be a bottomless well of content. No 
matter what your interest, you could log on and find some- 
thing to fit your tastes. And go as far as you’d like from there. 

There’s a problem with that. Infinite is a big number. 
Audiences can’t browse online forever. Talented artists and 
content creators spent more time keeping up with software 
than actually creating content. Learn HTML; XML comes along. 
Master Shockwave; here comes Flash. 

When independent filmmakers finally 
get online, they’re competing for band- 
width with someone innovating new 
ways to drop Mentos into Coke. 

The old days of a Web campaign 
for a film attracting audiences on nov- 
elty alone are over. According to Henry 
Jenkins, director of the comparative- 
media-studies program at MIT and a 
South by Southwest Interactive 07 speaker, “It’s no longer the 
case that, if you build it, they will come. If you drop your film 
on YouTube and do nothing around it, it will get buried under a 
billion other videos.” Instead, filmmakers are finding success in 
reaching out to online communities, and firms are developing 
new Web tools to build and maintain those links. 

For a while, the solution for successful Web promotion 
seemed to be this: Go meta. The defining model was The Blair 
Witch Project, which built buzz by 
extending the movie narrative onto 
the Web site. “Part of what worked 
for Blair Witch,” Jenkins says, “was 
it was an underdog, and that under- 
dog status is a major part of what makes 
viral marketing work.” When big studios 
tried to mimic the format, the results were mixed. 

For Steven Spielberg’s A.I., Warner Bros, poured cash * 
into an elaborate, 30-site alternative-reality game. 

“That campaign turned out to be a landmark 
for ARGs,” Jenkins says, “but it’s not clear that 
it helped the Kubrick/Spielberg movie. Where 
transmedia works right now is television. You 
want to see the Blair Witch model revved up? 

It’s NBC’s Heroes. It’s made a very effective 
use of a variety of platforms to continue the 
universe, to feed into the buzz.” 

For Jenkins, it’s structural to television that it 
has the edge over movies in building Web com- 
munities. “A film is a single event. Television is 
ongoing, and this model works best over time. A 
serial format is better at tapping this format 
than a one-off. However, by and large, the 
most imaginative work in film of that sort 
has been by independent filmmakers.” 

What really worked for The Blair Witch 
Project was not the material, but the sense 
of community. People felt they were discovering 
something special and sharing it with others. That 
excitement and sense of community can still be created. Jenkins 
points to the example of the indie picture Four Eyed Monsters. 
Arin Crumley and Susan Buice got visitors to their Web site to 
sign a petition saying they would see the film if it were show- 
ing near them. “They say, ‘We’ll go to any town where we can 
fill a theatre,”’ Jenkins explains. “They take that petition to an 
exhibitor and say, ‘We’ve got enough people. Will you show our 
movie?’ That’s a hard thing for a cinema to turn down.” 

But constructing a community is tough. It’s simpler, Jenkins 
suggests, to access an existing community - either one that has 
developed on the Web or that has developed a Web presence. 

“There are models emerging out there for filmmakers whose 
work doesn’t usually get into the multiplex but who serves a

specific constituency well. The Asian-American community has 
a very powerful mailing list, making its readership aware of 
work by an Asian-American filmmaker playing anywhere in the 
country, mobilizing them to turn up and support that product. 
Figure out what community has a stake in your production, and 
go after it. Give something they can do productively, something 
they can do with modest steps.” 

For Rick DeVos, founder and CEO 
of film community Spout.com, that’s 
where Hollywood goes wrong. “They 
think of community as, oh, I’ll put a 
message board on my Web site, and 
that’s building a community around 
this film. It’s much deeper and more 
complicated than that.” 

Spout is a community first, a com- 
mercial entity second, and it’s pow- 
ered by connections. “We’ve stolen liberally from Malcolm 
Gladwell’s ideas around the tipping point,” DeVos explains. 
“We think of our users as three components: You have the 
casual film consumer; you have the maven, the passionate film 
fan, the connector who’s tagging and blogging like crazy; and 
the filmmaker. We think of the maven as the way of connecting 
the consumer and the filmmaker. They’re a trusted voice in this 
sea of content.” 


Part of what drives Spout is the failure of the major entertain- 
ment companies to colonize the Web effectively. This gives blog- 
gers a chance to discuss films they want to discuss. The other 
part is the vast volume of high-quality, underpromoted content 
out there. “While the Titanic is turning,” DeVos explains, 
“there’s kids picking up cameras in Tulsa and Jacksonville and 
D.C. and making really compelling films - not just clips they’re 
posting to YouTube. That’s what we get excited about.” 

□ 


While sites like Spout have become powerful advocates, oth- 
ers take a more hands-on approach. For Alex Delyle, managing 
editor of TheDailyReel.com, transferring YouTube fame for a 
single clip to commercial or career success still takes profes- 
sional support. “Theoretically,” she says, “everyone can be seen 
on this new platform, but there are still only so many slots for 
people to stick out. It’s still the old criteria: Audiences want 
something new and innovative and entertaining.” 

The Daily Reel tries to be a trusted voice: for visitors looking 
for good material to media watchers looking for good mate- 
rial to content creators hoping to get that extra push. Editors 
scour the Web for creative and innovative footage and then

While there’s a retail component to the site - readers can buy 
DVDs recommended by the site’s resident bloggers and other 
users - DeVos sees a qualitative difference between his site and 
the talk-back boards on IMDb or user recommendations on 
Amazon.com. There’s no “one-size-fits-all” conventional wis- 
dom of “good” or “bad” films. Users find their own experts and 
trusted voices within the community. “You can have the super 
movie-fan who’s the maven for a huge group,” DeVos says, “but 
my friend is into art movies, so he’s my maven. When we ask 
people about who is their maven, they say ‘They’re like me, just 
a little bit more.’” 


feature it as part of a daily 
Top 10. Filmmakers can also 
submit their own material. 
What differentiates this site from other 
video hosts is a commitment to building the 
careers of emerging online talents. 

“There are some people who want to use 
it as their calling card to get into traditional 
media,” Delyle says. “Just by being in the 
Top 10, that’s a promotional asset, because 
we’ve always targeted the traditional industry 
as our primary readership. We get a lot of 
people from entertainment and media 
looking at the site, trying to work out 
what’s hot.” 

The site has already had successes: 
Mad TV’s Lisa Nova is a Daily Reel alumnus, while 
site exposure for the Star Wars-spoofing “Chad Vader: Day Shift 
Manager” shorts got creators Aaron Yonda and Matt Sloan rep- 
resentation from William Morris. The site marries filmmakers 
with funders and companies looking for new talent. “But the 
interesting change,” Delyle says, “is the people who want to stay 
online, where the shorter, more subversive stuff works better.” 
There’s also room for dramatic improvement in how content 
creators can present their material online. Prerelease produc- 
tion diaries can help their project live a little longer and build 


the kind of buzz that a TV show can achieve. But blogging and

What we're afraid of finding - and who we're afraid is finding 
us - when we tell stories on the Web 


If 2006 was the year blogs really made it 
onto the Interactive agenda, 2007 is the year 
user-generated content rules. More than a 
dozen daytime panels will attempt to unravel 
the complex relationships between comment 
and commerce, between microbrands and mar- 
keters, and to consider the mercantile implica- 
tions of social media like blogs and wikis, in 
addition to their cultural and personal impact. 

In other words, don’t expect any skeptical 
executives to make dismissive remarks about 
how to monetize bloggers in pajamas during 
the Q&A this year. 

Consider the evolution from last year’s 
Does Your Blog Have a Business? to the Global 
Microbrand: Are Blogs, Suits, and Wine the 
New Sex, Drugs, and Rock & Roll? Not only 
is blogging a business, after all, it is appar- 
ently the business - offering digital creatives 
new avenues for collaboration, autonomy, and 
self-expression while tantalizing companies 
with “an incredibly effective and efficient mar- 
keting spend when done right,” in the words 
of Monday’s session Why Marketers Need to 
Work With People Media, featuring the found- 
ers of Sphere and Federated Media. 

“People now have much more control over 
their professional fates,” says David Parmet, a 
public-relations executive who left a traditional 
agency in 2005 to specialize in social media. 
“The key is to start the conversation. After a 
while the blog becomes your resume.” 

“As someone who’s been a self-employed 
writer for years, this is the best gig I’ve ever 
had, money notwithstanding,” agrees Asha 
Dornfest, editor of the collaborative family 
blog Parent Hacks. “Blogging has been the 
most dynamic, interactive writing I’ve done. 
As much as I have always loved writing, I have 
hated the isolation. Blogging has turned all that 
around, thrusting me into this community of 
like-minded people.”

“Give it away, and people will come back 
for more,” Parmet adds. “Provided it’s good, 
of course.” 

Yet the question of what is “good” and what 
isn’t good online is stickier. Many sessions 
will feature discussion of the best practices for 
business applications of participatory media 
- accountability, cred- 
ibility, and collabora- 
tion between clients, 
designers, advertisers, 
and users, who can 
smell a fake. 

Maintaining cred- 
ibility is one topic of 
World Domination 
via Collaboration, a 
dos-and-don’ts dis- 
cussion of business models involving online 
community, featuring founders of SwapThing, 
BlogHer, and LiveWorld, along with Microsoft 
community program manager Betsy Aoki. 

Expect discussions of transparency to domi- 
nate Sunday’s case study of the YouTube 
phenomenon Lonelygirll5, featuring the faux 
video blog’s three creators, who were busted 
last August by sleuthing fans, and GreenCine 
Editor David Hudson as moderator. 

Liz Henry, who will present the Fictional 
Bloggers panel with blog-novelist Odin Soli of 
Plain Layne fame, emphasizes the importance 
of disclosure. “We want lying we can trust, 
lying that’s transparent,” she explains. “We 
don’t want to feel stupid and be tricked by 
hoaxes. But some lying, the lying of fiction, is 
good and ethical. It creates distance between a 
person and the world, and in this distance we 
can explore crazy, fascinating ideas.” 

Henry adds, “If corporations used fictional 
blogs seamlessly and with artistry, a lot of

GETTING A MONEY SHOT John Halycon Styn on the Porn Model 

When it comes to making a profit from Web content, one breed of filmmaker has blazed 
a trail. They’ve understood the limitations and possibilities of the technology and how to 
create a regular revenue stream. It’s not Hollywood, and it's not the Sundance set. It's the 
adult-film industry. Porn. 

Depending on whose figures you look at, Internet porn grossed as much as $2.5 billion 
last year in the U.S. alone. While some indie producers may get squeamish about learning 
anything from pornographers, they should recognize a lot of the problems faced by the adult 
industry: distribution, exposure through “mainstream’’ and broadcast media, and just get- 
ting their product on the retail shelves. The reasons for this market ghettoization might be 
different, but the solutions might be the same. 

Apart from being a Webby-winning blogger (with work including PinkBroadcasting.com and 
HugNation, a weekly podcast with his 93-year-old grandfather), John Halcyon Styn is the 
business-to-business marketing and branding consultant for an adult Web company running 
30 sites and providing content for 30,000 affiliates. His experiences in the adult market 
can, he feels, provide pointers for the online indie filmmaker. - R.W.

Austin Chronicle: Why has pom taken to 
the Web so strongly? 

John Halcyon Styn: The adult industry 
doesn’t have the option to go through tradi- 
tional channels, so they’ve been forced to 
innovate. There are not a lot of advertisers 
who are prepared to subsidize adult con- 
tent. But they have a product that is so 
much better suited to get people to pull 
their wallet out, which is a greater 
incentive to take risks and try new 
technology. Video distribution via 
IP and download on demand are 
convenient for every part of life 
but are a godsend for a porn 
consumer. In the same way 
the VCR revolutionized our 
viewing habits and was pushed 
by the porn consumer who 
enjoyed the privacy of it, this 
just takes it to the next 
beautiful level. It's a purely 
personal, private commerce. 

AC: One of the criticisms 
of watching downloaded 
mainstream movies is the 
poor picture and sound 
quality. How does porn avoid that criticism? 
JHS: Because people are very forgiving of 
porn at every aspect, from lighting to 
sound to storyline to video quality. 
Although, one of the main draws for people 
paying for their porn is longer length, high 
quality; and the industry is shifting to high- 
def downloads. 

AC: A lot of low-budget content has similarly 
low production values but can’t convince 
consumers to pay up; what’s special about 
the porn market? 

JHS: Porn is different because we have 
such a pattern of paying for it. Recreational 
viewing has such established patterns, 
especially for those who have been online 


for a long time. They have this attitude of 
free, free, free. As soon as a site puts an 
ad in front of a video, everyone gets upset. 
But no one would bat an eye if they’re 
watching Heroes on TV and a 30-minute 
show takes an hour because there’s so 
much culture. 

AC: So what's the current online business 
model, and could it be adapted by other con- 
tent creators? 

JHS: Long before I did consulting for adult 
companies, the mainstream company I 
worked with was always looking at porn 
firms, because that’s where the cutting- 
edge work is being done. The indus- 
tries that are surging are pay-per- 
view and downloads. It used to 
be monthly memberships, but 
people are transitioning to a 
sort of paid porn TiVo. At the 
most recent Adult Video News 
expo, everyone had just 
come from the Consumer 
Electronics Show, and the 
focus was on hardware, 
on bandwidth. It was 
glaring that download-on- 
demand is the next big 
thing for the adult industry, and the main- 
stream Web is very close behind that, with 
full movies and microcontent sites. 

AC: What’s the biggest barrier to other Web 
content creators adopting these systems? 
JHS: The consumer will have to start mak- 
ing choices, and the delivery systems will 
have to make choices, the same choices 
when you’re going to watch broadcast TV or 
HBO. It’ll be a very small percentage of peo- 
ple who’ll be paying for nonadult content for 
the time being, unless it’s downloadable 
movies. But we don’t have a value attached 
to short content, so we don't have a con- 
cept of paying for it. It’s almost like a dona- 
tion to the creator now. It's silly, but that’s 
the mentality that we have. 



podcasting take time and might not be found 
by Web users. For Marshall Kirkpatrick, direc- 
tor of content for SplashCastMedia.com, the 
solution is simple: Let other bloggers do the 
heavy lifting for you. But how to make sure 
the content they’re highlighting is your new- 
est work? “When someone embeds a YouTube 
video,” he explains, “they’re sharing a one-off 
incident of someone else’s work with visitors 
to their Web site. But there’s no consistent 
connection between the content producer and 
their supporter.” 

“While some firms are experimenting with 
players that show multiple clips, SplashCast 
does something unique: online syndication. 
Content creators can mix film, photography, 
and sound into a channel. Bloggers can select

which channels they want to carry. Inserting 
one simple section of code supplies them with 
regularly updated content in a simple, skinless 
player. “We use RSS technology to create that 
connection, where each time a content pro- 
ducer publishes new work, it’s automatically 
supplied to all these embedded players that 
supporters have put on their site. There’s peo- 
ple building whole Web sites with large video 
libraries in one 400-pixel-wide player, rather 
than a display of multiple items demanding a 
whole page cluttered with players.” 

SplashCast depends on bloggers forming 
a community around content creators and 
then the communities that form around a 
blogger. At rollout in January this year, 1,000 
people had signed up as broadcasters. Within 
three weeks, that number had trebled. Simple, 
usable developer tools, tied in with regular, 
self-editing content for bloggers, seems to be 
appealing. Soon, Kirkpatrick hopes, it will also 
be lucrative. “We’re hoping that, when it does 
come to moneterization, that it serves up ads 
for nonpremium accounts in a classy and non- 
obtrusive way.” 

Indie filmmakers looking to use the Web 
aren’t treading on virgin soil here. The small- 
er size of an MP3, compared to a download- 
ed movie, has made the bandwidth-limited 
Web a natural fit for music. That industry 
has already developed innovative, blogger- 
friendly tools and commercial models, like 
Independent Online Distribution Alliance. 
The firm encodes music for around 800 
small and indie labels, then distributes it 
to 300 digital retail stores. Every track is 
also uploaded to IODA’s Promonet service; 
through a simple interface, rights holders 
decide which tracks to license for promo- 
tion, download, or streaming. Bloggers and 
podcasters can then legally embed an MP3 
on their site. With 21,000 tracks from their 
distribution clients, plus more from labels 
just buying the Promonet service, it acts as 
a one-stop clearinghouse to connect content 
creators with bloggers. 

For IODA, the community of music bloggers 
is the key, one that had to be courted, nurtured, 
and, most importantly, given something to 
talk about. “When music blogs and podcasts 
started to become popular a couple of years 
ago,” explains IODA digital marketing manager 
Corey Denis, “we connected with them the 
old-fashioned way - calling, e-mailing, confer- 
encing, connecting in person. But mostly, it’s 
content. The more content, the more users. We 
host the MP3 as well, so the blogger doesn’t 
have to worry about that, either.” 

That hosting issue may only become more 
important, as the ugly specter of the end of 
Net neutrality rears it head. In a two-tier Web, 
bulky video files could bum up costly band- 
width quickly. “Net neutrality is a very central 
issue for independent filmmakers, whether they 
understand it or not,” Jenkins asserts. “They 
could lose the ability to control the flow of 
information and self-distribute on the Web, just 
because they can’t afford to pay the rates to get 
the fastest lane in the communication process. 
The loss of the idea that all ships are equal in 
the waters will force you to partner with some 
big company to distribute your stuff.” 

“Being an established service will make 
its end easier to weather,” says SplashCast’s 


Kirkpatrick. But even the new intermediaries 
are hedging their bets, and pre-emptively build- 
ing new user tools. “People can use SplashCast 
to display and automatically update all their 
videos on YouTube. And if there’s anyone who 
won’t be adversely affected by net neutrality 
going away, it’s YouTube.” 

Net neutrality or no, the online film scene, 
and the companies in it, are changing. IODA 
already supplies streaming music videos to 
their bloggers and is working on a short-con- 
tent and film department. Spout is talking 


to filmmakers about what content-creation 
tools they would like to see on the site and is 
considering adding retail download to its DVD 
service. For Jenkins, these fast-moving innova- 
tions could be a boon to independent film. 

“We are in a period of dramatic change in 
how media-makers relate to consumers,” he 
says. “It is a space that creates enormous oppor- 
tunities for independent filmmakers and con- 
tent producers to do long-term plays with the 
market - to create content that is going to have 
a lot of support but in a very narrow niche.” ■

com. In late February, the Biden for president 
page on MySpace showed that the Democratic 
senator from Delaware had a grand total of 332 
“friends.”

To make Biden feel just a bit worse, yet 
another Senate Democrat running for presi- 
dent, Hillary Clinton, had 23,798 friends on 
her MySpace page. Tom Vilsack, who dropped 
out of the race and of SXSW Interactive soon 
after being interviewed for this piece, had 
nearly 1,400. Even Rudy Giuliani, the former 
Republican mayor of New York who hasn’t for- 
mally declared his candidacy, had 665 friends.

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I n September of 2005, online publish- 
ing force Gawker Media - they of their 
flagship and eponym’s mapped celebrity 
sightings, the devastating take on the 
cultural void of Hollywood that is Defamer, 
and the gossip-driven political musings of 
Wonkette.com - launched Deadspin: “Sports 
News Without Access, Favor, or Discretion.” 
No one could have anticipated how expo- 
nentially the Web empire’s pith factor would 
be raised or have predicted that the site itself 
would be drawing more than 7 million visitors 
in a month after barely a year in business. 

Headed up by Will Leitch, Brooklyn author 
and freelance writer by way of the Midwest 
and BlackTable.com, Deadspin is the conver- 
sation you have with friends in your backseat 
and your brother on your cell phone as you 
drive home drunk after the game; it’s the way 
the games are experienced by someone who 
finds fulfillment in paying close attention, 
before they’re logged as catchphrase-littered 
highlights devoid of context and meaning. It’s 
a quality-of-life thing. It’s funny. It’s a distrac- 
tion from work. It’s a place to meet people 
and organize opinion. Taken together, it’s the 
democratization of society’s response to the 
impact of sports. It’s a cog becoming a wrench 
in the works of their corresponding marketing 
and media machinery.

Will Leitch: It’s still about those two or three 
hours of a game, when nothing else matters. 
There’s nothing else in my life that’s that black 
and white: “If they win. I’m happy. If they lose, 
I’m sad.” I like that. That’s why I don’t cover 
much gambling on the site. Why I couldn’t do 
the gambling site when Gawker asked me to, 
before I pitched this one. I once put down a 
$20 bet: Illinois was favored by SVi over Penn 
in the tournament. I said, “Sure, I’ll take that 
bet!” They were up by 8 with two minutes to 
go. I was miserable. 

Austin Chronicle: That’s my worst nightmare. 
WL: Exactly. You’re supposed to be happy 
when your team’s ahead by 8 with two minutes 
to go in an NCAA tournament game, not ago- 
nizing over the fact that they’re only 2 V 2 points 
ahead of the spread. That’s not fun. The site 
is founded on fun: There’s a purity to it.

AC: Apparently, there’s a lot of people jumping 
up and yelling and then coming to Deadspin to 
discuss it.

They come to share sto- 
ries and joke around and argue like they would 
with friends and family. 

AC: And you kind of play the straight man to the 
people who comment. You set the stories up on a 
tee, and they get the laughs. 

WL: Yeah, and I think it’s better that way. 

AC: Because you’re not very funny? 

WL: [laughs] I’m like a game-show host. 
Because it’s supposed to be the way reasonably 
intelligent people actually talk about sports. It’s 
comforting to me that it has turned into a com- 
munity. In hindsight, it had to be that way. 

AC: I guess I’d like to know what kind of control 
you have. How much input does Gawker have, 
and how much has been your vision ? 

WL: I ’ve had an advantage in that no one at 
Gawker really knows anything about sports. 
There are a few sites for them where I think 
everybody’s looking over their shoulders a 
little bit, but from the beginning I think they 
kinda figured that anything they got out of this 
site was house money. They were very hesitant 
to do a sports site. ... They didn’t really know 
what they were getting. They thought it might 
be, like, all stats stuff or just message-board 
screaming. I said, “Seriously, there are so many 
stories out there that average sports fans are 
talking about that aren’t getting through. They 
have to hit so many hurdles just to get into the 
discussion.” I think that was a different tack 
for them. I never wanted the site to be “Hey, 
here’s something going on in the world: Let’s 
crap on it!” I don’t really have that sensibility 
myself. I’m a stupid Southern Illinois kid. My 
friends play practical jokes on me. So, I mean, 
some people have described the site as snarky; 
I prefer “cheeky.” 

AC: Historically, though, you haven’t exactly been 
shy about making fun of people. 

WL: It’s amazing. The sports world is so self- 


serious that to even criticize something is to 
have people respond, “Oh, you’re so nega- 
tive.” It’s, like, come on. I am a consumer. I 
am your boss. That’s what people forget about 
sports. Whenever’s there’s a labor dispute, 
“Well, how are they going to split up all this 
money?” We’re the ones who gave them the 
money. Every single thing that happens in 
sports, it’s because the fans allow it to hap- 
pen. Everything. It’s fashionable to talk about 
sports as a business, but you never hear about 
consumers; you just hear about “fans.” Every 
time you see a commercial involving a fan, 
it’s a fat guy who’s painted his chest and is 
screaming, tipping a beer over a girl or some- 
thing. Deadspin’s full of its fair share of fart 
jokes, but hopefully it also shows that the 
average sports fan is a lot smarter than people 
give them credit for.

AC: How important is it for you to give the aver- 
age sports fan, the consumer, a voice? 

WL: It’s really fun for me to see. In a New York 
Times story a few months ago, they must have 
been really late on deadline or something, 
because their man-on-the-street quotes were 
all from Deadspin commenters. ... It does 
seem like sports blogs have increased consider- 
ably since Deadspin started. I’m not saying it’s 
because of Deadspin; this was all going to hap- 
pen, whether it was me or somebody else. 

AC: Well, why has it happened when it has? 

WL: Well, why the hell does [ESPN columnist 
and TV personality] Skip Bayless have any 
authority over any human who walks the Earth 
and likes sports and has something to say? I 
think you see this changing more and more 
in “mainstream” media. It can only get better 
when there are more voices out there. People 
can’t just coast anymore. You have to keep 
bringing it, because good writers on the Web 
are. And we know people like Bayless are full 
of shit. And, in the bigger picture, we know 
ESPN is not an impartial observer but rather 
an integral player in the way we consume 
sports. People think Deadspin’s anti-ESPN, 


but we’re just calling them out as a large cor- 
porate entity. We’ve pointed things out about 
them just as their analysts might point things 
out about an athlete. 

AC: Have you gotten a sense of any resentment on 
the part of the traditional sports media? 

WL: It basically depends on whether people 
have a sense of humor about themselves. I 
find it amazing that anyone could possibly 
get offended by anything that anyone writes 
on the Web about them. It’s the Web. If you 
Google “Will Leitch” right now, the first thing 
that comes up is “Will Leitch Sucks.” You’re 
going to get ripped on. This is the first blog 
I’ve ever done, but I’ve done online writing, 
magazine writing. I’ve written all over the 
place. The first rule is that if you’re going 
to put your name out there, you can’t be 
thin-skinned. If you’re really that freaked out 
about people saying bad things about you, be 
a banker. 

AC: Let’s talk about “You’re With Me, Leather.” 
WL: It was very poetic. I talked to a friend 
of mine a while back, and he actually didn’t 
know it started on Deadspin. That thing took 
off in a way I could never imagine. My favor- 
ite one was when they actually had a scene 
about it on that TV show Las Vegas. It was 
like watching someone read my home diary 
on television. It was very bizarre. Originally, 
it was just a funny story. The person who 
gave it to me was a legit journalist. A reporter. 
It became a way for people to be in on an 
in-joke, but it also became a way to criticize 
ESPN without actually wasting the time. It 
was a really bizarre thing to watch that mush- 
room. I’m still bewildered by it. I always 
thought that Berman could have had fun with 
it. But that sort of speaks to the self-serious- 
ness over there. 

AC: On the other hand, I wonder about the chal- 
lenge of taking on serious reporting, which you’ve 
chosen to do at times. One example - not just 
because we’re both Cardinals fans and this issue 
is close to our hearts - is what came up with 
the Jason Grimsley illegal-drugs federal search- 
warrant affidavit and your reporting of Albert 
Pujols’ trainer’s name being in there based on 
an anonymous source. That was another defining 
moment for you and the site. Did it make you 
gun-shy? How tough is it to maintain that balance 
between freewheeling and really being a resource 
for people? 

WL: To me, the best I could do with that was 
that once my source came to me and said, 
“Looks like I was wrong,” I didn’t want to bury 
it on our equivalent of Page 13D. I really felt 
like it should be out there. It was frustrating. 
If you go to a site and you don’t believe what’s 
up there, then you’re not going to come back. 
There are some sites that attempt to create 
controversy. People have to know that I’m try- 
ing to be fair, that I don’t just throw stuff up 
there to cause a fuss. I think that’s key. Blogs 
are just a medium. That’s all they are. They’re 
a quick, easy fun way to get information, so 
people are obviously gravitating toward that. I 
never worry about whether I have to stand up 
for the credibility of blogs. I just do my own 
thing, and hopefully people like it and want to 
come back. It’s a responsibility, and I take it 
seriously, because it’s my job, but that’s about 
as big of a stand as I’m willing to take. I answer 
to the readers. ■

Most of us spend little time in the library, 
much less in one like the Austin History 
Center, where many of the city’s oldest photos 
and historic documents are hidden in tem- 
perature-controlled rooms, and just looking at 
them requires checking in all your belongings 
- pen and paper included. But until now, that’s 
the only way you’d have seen much of what’s 
found in Austin Past and Present, award-win- 
ning documentarian Karen Kocher’s six-year 
labor of love.

In compiling 250 million years of Austin his- 
tory into one little disc, Kocher’s team spent 
thousands of hours in the AHC, and often they 
found their favorite material merely by accident 
or through extreme sedulousness. “One exam- 
ple of a supervaluable find are the images of the 
1964 civil rights read-in at the City Council, 
where Joan Baez appeared,” Kocher wrote to 
me in an e-mail. “We went into the negatives 
to find these. We found them by cross-referenc- 
ing with newspaper articles, etc. Many of these 
images were printed for the first time for us, so 
in essence, unless someone were really digging, 
they might not even see them ever at all.” 

When Kocher began working on APP, she 
set out to do more than just unearth these 
rare remnants of Austin’s past. She wanted 
to create a story out of them. “I wanted to 
reach out to a younger contingent through the 
use of interactive technology,” she says. “Not 
everyone’s gonna come in and 
put on the white gloves. There’s 
no narrative.” 

Despite a background in two 
strong narrative traditions - jour- 
nalism and filmmaking - Kocher 
disobeyed the golden rule of both 
in order to create an enormous 
digital archive of Austin history 
and then take it beyond just a 
searchable collection. No matter 
how great your footage, your quotes, your 
splendid turns of phrase, too many of them 
traditionally make for an overwrought story- 
line: To maintain narrative structure, goes the 
golden rule, you must murder your darlings. 
But APP’ s interactive format allows the audi- 
ence to set its own boundaries, which allowed 
Kocher to keep a lot of darlings off the cut- 
ting-room floor. 

Combining historic documents, illustra- 
tions, photos, music, and film footage, APP 
is an interactive DVD that you can explore by 
map, timeline, or index. If you want to take 
the Geo Tour, for instance, you begin with an 
illustrated city map. From there, you click an 
area dike Downtown) to reach a more detailed 
map, from which you can choose to explore a 


specific spot, like Sixth Street. Once you’re on 
Sixth Street, you can peruse a pictorial history 
including such photos as the 1872 shot of the 
L.D. Lyons Fancy Groceries store and the even 
older photo of Sixth when it was just a dirt 
road called Pecan Street. 

The Time Tour, on the other hand, begins 
with your basic horizontal timeline: Click 
on any era to watch a 10- to 25-minute 
documentary about it. “Before There Was 
Austin” begins with illustrations of Austin’s 
topography 250 million years ago, connecting 
its geographical changes to the creek beds 
and fossil-pocked limestone buildings we 
recognize today. Meanwhile, “Modern Austin: 
1976 and Beyond” makes nice use of news 
footage to chronicle Austin’s transition into 
the Silicon Hills (see a very young Michael 
Dell at a 1988 press conference) and a hot 
spot of environmental activism (watch Jim 
Bob Moffett plead charmlessly for his Barton 
Springs development). 

APP’s third method of access is the index, 
which Kocher’s team added when usabil- 
ity testing showed people trying to search for 
specific things. Curious about the Save Our 
Springs Alliance? The Wheatville neighbor- 
hood? Roy Velasquez, founder of Roy’s Taxi 
Co.? Search alphabetical lists by people, place, 
or subject, and up comes a wealth of informa- 
tion - you could end up with an illustrated 
biography, a short documentary, or even a 
virtual tour of a historic building. 

“This is a groundbreaking type of activ- 
ity,” says Joe Ramirez, social studies curricu- 
lum specialist for Austin Independent School 
District. He’s been working with the district 
to incorporate the program into 
school curricula. APP’s level of 
engagement, he says, is particu- 
larly useful. “You’re hearing music 
and seeing images and animation 
relating to [a student’s] specific 
community. They’ll see something 
they recognize - a place they’ve 
been - and see what it looked like 
100 years ago.” Ramirez helped 
a team of teachers last summer 
develop lesson plans designed to use APP in 
alignment with state standards and the Texas 
Assessment of Knowledge and Skills, and the 
program has proven versatile enough to use 
throughout the grade levels. Second-graders 
use it to develop map skills and learn about 
the concept of “community” - both its social 
and physical characteristics. Meanwhile, sev- 
enth-graders learn the role Austin has played 
in Texas history, and 1 lth-graders studying the 
Sixties examine local integration struggles and 
protest movements as case studies. 

Austin Past and Present’s appeal goes beyond 
AISD. With proponents like the mayor and 
Mayor Pro Tern Betty Dunkerley, APP will soon 
be found in kiosks around the city, at places 
like the airport, City Hall, and the Austin 


Convention Center. These kiosks allow anyone 
to sit and play with the program Centipede- 
style, with navigation via a classic rolling- 
ball/button combo. The Austin History Center 
has the first kiosk up and running, but this 
week, SXSW Festivalgoers who don’t make it 
to the AHC can still play with the program on 
laptops set up at a special Convention Center 
display. This week also sees APP’s official 
launch at the Austin Public Library, making 
it available on every branch computer. Like a 
roving museum exhibit, Kocher’s little DVD 
might itself become a ubiquitous feature of the 
Austin landscape. 

“On one level, [APP] is 
like a museum exhibit,” 
says Bart Marable, whose 
company, Terra Incognita, 
also works on interactive 
media projects. “But on 
another level, it’s a histori- 
cal archive of records. And 
then another way to look at 
it is almost like a television 
program you can sit back 
and watch. It draws on 
all these models.” APP is 
also sold as a two-disc set, 
with one formatted for TV 
allowing you to just watch 
it like a documentary. This 
version is missing some of 
the detail, of course: You 
can’t click through the images and pore over 
the biographies the way you otherwise could. 
But you still get a rich and comprehensive 
story of Austin - from the dinosaurs through 
the dot-com bust - without having to go near 
a mouse. 

Despite the interactive disc’s Web conven- 
tions, APP is not accessible on the Internet. A 
lot of digital archives are available online, of 
course. The New York Public Library Digital 
Gallery, for instance, has 520,000 images avail- 
able for perusing from your computer. Locally, 
Terra Incognita’s talented team of designers, 
researchers, and technicians work on beautiful 
projects, such as the award-winning “Churchill 
and the Great Republic,” an interactive exhibit 
for the Library of Congress (www.loc.gov/exhibits/ 
churchill/interactive). But Kocher’s materials pull 
from such a variety of sources - more than 
160, ranging from the Austin History Center to 


the National Baseball Hall 
of Fame to an old suit- 
case hidden under longtime 
Clarksville resident Pauline 
Brown’s bed - that they 
can’t all be licensed for Web 
use. That’s why the kiosks 
are proving such an innova- 
tive civic tool. 

“We’re really excited 
about it,” says Austin 
Public Library’s marketing 
program manager Patricia 
Fraga. “It shows off our 
city’s resources. A lot of 
people are unaware of the 
amount of information 
available in the Austin 
History Center archives.” 
Twenty-five percent of 
APP’s motion-picture con- 
tents, as well as 1,200 of its 1,600 images, 
come from the AHC archives (which actually 
house more than a million photographs). 
Not only does Kocher’s project bring atten- 
tion to this city treasure, but it will help 
support their ongoing preservation efforts, 
as all DVD sales benefit the Austin History 
Center Association. 

“This is a trend you’re seeing across the 
world,” says Marable, who’s currently work- 
ing on archival projects in Philadelphia and 
the Netherlands. “There’s an interest in 
local history and bringing collections out 
into a broader light. . . . 
You’re seeing a lot more 
use of digital archives 
to tell the story of a 
community.” With its 
broad civic applications, 
the format Kocher has 
developed for APP may 
turn out to be particu- 
larly fitting for commu- 
nity-oriented projects, 
especially given its low- 
key programming, which 
Kocher emphasizes is 
not “fancy technology.” 
While APP certainly 
required a computer 
programmer to make it 
work, she says, “I didn’t 
want it to be about how 
cool the interface was. For me, content 
is king.” 

APP does put Austin front and center, and 
true to local custom, it’s a veritable Slacker of 
Austinites, requiring 24 pages of credits to list 
all the project’s contributors - many of them, 
surprisingly, as voice actors. Cameos include 
everyone from Lucy Baines Johnson and the late 
Ann Richards to environmentalist Robin Rather, 
writers Stephen Harrigan and Larry Wright, 
and, of course, a slew of musicians, including 
Marcia Ball, Cactus Pryor, and Darcie Deaville. 

“Take any latitude and longitude point on 
the planet, and there’s any number of stories 
that can be told from that point,” says Marable. 
“The story of a community is tremendously 
complex, so by using something like interactive 
storytelling, you’re able to tell the stories from 
many different perspectives, and that’s one of 
the things [Kocher] has done.” ■

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Sen. John Edwards (11,571 MySpace friends) 
allows his supporters to subscribe to his 
podcasts and get campaign updates on their 
mobile phones. The Web site for New Mexico 
Gov. Bill Richardson (658 MySpace friends) 
has prominent links to MySpace, Facebook, 
Flickr, Zanby, YouTube, and PartyBuilder. 
The link on the YouTube site has two video 
clips of Richardson announcing his candi- 
dacy for president: one in English and one 
in Spanish. 

Of course, politicians have been using the 
Web for years. In 2004, Democrat Howard 
Dean made it a centerpiece of his campaign 
and his fundraising effort. In 2000, George W 
Bush’s campaign made his TV ads available on 
GeorgeWBush.com. That year, a Republican 
campaign strategist, Charlie Black, told me 
that Bush’s Svengali, Karl Rove, understood 
the power of the Internet long before Bush 
and his cronies “ever started the campaign.” 
He added that campaigning on the Web was 
important for two reasons: “Opinion leaders 

- the people who provide donations and all 

- they are into the Net big time.” The second 
reason? “Kids under 30 get their biggest source 
of information on the Internet, not TV or radio 
or newspapers” (see “Webmaster Bush,” Jan. 
5, 2001, austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/ 
story?oid=oid%3A80077). 

Those same dynamics remain in place for 
the 2008 race. And yet it appears that the 
Democratic candidates for the White House 
are trying to leverage the Web more than 
their Republican counterparts. Two Republican 
candidates - Mitt Romney, the governor of 
Massachusetts (1,495 MySpace friends), and 
Sam Brownback, the U.S. senator from Kansas 
(757 MySpace friends on an unofficial page) 

- don’t have any apparent links to social net- 
working sites on their campaign Web sites. 
Another Republican hopeful, California Rep. 
Duncan Hunter, has a sparse Web page that 
has very little content and no links to any of 
the social networking sites, nor does he have a 
page on MySpace. 

The Democrats’ embrace of the Web may 
simply be due to the fact that there appear to

be more viable Democratic candidates for the 
White House, and all of them are trying to 
distinguish themselves from the pack. 

Some of these Web gimmicks border on the 
absurd. For instance, Clinton’s Web site has 
a selection of 30 “HillaryBuddies.” They are 
icons - ranging from “Cat Tovers for Hillary” 
to “International Union of Painters and Allied 
Trades for Hillary” - that supporters can use 
on their AOT Instant Messenger. Web-based 
tricks like these are leading to a rather 
unusual political smackdown: Candidates 
are going out of their way to declare their 
geek appeal. 

In late February, Clinton’s Web site posted a 
press release claiming that VoteHillary.org had 
logged more than 1.7 million page views over 
the previous few months. Those page views, 
combined with the fact that the campaign was 
launching a new marketing campaign by buying 
selected Google Adwords, compelled Clinton 
campaign operative Peter Feddo to declare that 
“there is no doubt that Hillary Clinton is the 
candidate of the Internet savvy in 2008.” 

Richard Davis, a political-science professor 
at Brigham Young University and the author 
1999’s Web of Politics and 2003’s Campaigning 
Online, says that Clinton and other candidates 
for the White House aren’t necessarily using 
the Web to reach voters. Instead, he contends 
that candidates are pushing their Web plat- 
forms “to get attention from the media. It’s not 
to win votes. You don’t win votes with a video 
camera. All you do is signal to the press and 
the public that you are media savvy.” 

Further, Davis says that while cyber clicks 
are fun, they’re are no match for campaign 
cash. And that’s where contenders like Biden, 
Brownback, Hunter, and other lesser-knowns 
will likely fall by the wayside. They simply 
won’t be able to amass the huge amounts of 
money needed to oppose rock stars like Obama, 
Clinton, and John McCain (1,415 MySpace 
friends). In the end, Davis says that financ- 
ing, name recognition, and party support will 
determine success. Those factors, he says, “will 
weigh more heavily than whether someone has 
a blog or a video on their Web site.” ■ 


people wouldn’t mind the faki- 
tude. They’d be entertained. 

We could potentially love the 
PSP2 fake bloggers just as we 
love Chaucer Hath a Blog if the 
PSP2 blog was any good.” 

Instead of being good, the ad 
company responsible for Sony’s 
viral campaign, Zipatoni, drew 
the ire of consumers with the 
blog’s lack of corporate disclo- 
sure, ostensibly teenage pid- 
gin, and blatantly fake “flog- 
ging.” (“so we started clowning 
with sum not-so-subtle hints 
to j’s parents that a psp would 
be teh perfect gift,” read the first entry on 
www.alliwantforxmasisapsp.com/blog, itself shut 
down last December.) 

“Companies who want to build out a fic- 
tional character should hire novelists and 
playwrights, role-playing gamers and FARPers, 
bloggers and social media people - creative 
world-builders who understand how to bring 


life to an online pres- 
ence. Blog readers and 
Web-entertainment con- 
sumers are sophisticated. 
They want depth to a 
character,” Henry says. 

Other bloggers are less 
optimistic about blogging 
for dollars. “I don’t think 
it’s corny to say that the 
blogs we write for the 
love of it have a com- 
pletely different appeal,” 
says Domfest, who will 
speak as part of the Parent 
Bloggers 2.0 panel. 

“I see all these corporate sites rushing to 
capitalize on this passionate community, and 
I wonder: Do they really think people won’t 
notice the marketing and the product place- 
ment? Do they really think that the same 
people that are rejecting traditional media in 
favor of authentic communities will congre- 
gate there?” ■ 
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Keeping It Together 

You mean open source hasn't saved the world yet?

Last October, computer programmers and 
associated geeks spent 48 hours studying, 
writing, and revising computer code at Tek 
Republik in Austin, breaking occasionally for 
martinis or fire dancers. Their goal was to 
create a software environment for the work 
of the League of Technical Voters, a nonprofit 
formed by Austin activist Silona Bonewald. The 
purpose of the league is to bring global tech- 
nologists together in an online environment 
where they can organize politically and provide 
feedback on policy as it’s developing. 

Bonewald had a robust vision for the 
platform she needed, and she knew that it 
would be open source, which means that 
others would have access to use, adapt, and 
modify the software. Originally planning to 
develop from scratch, she decided instead to 
start with an existing open-source platform:

Drupal, a popular system for managing 
content and community interaction online. 
Drupal costs nothing, and, because it’s 
published with an open-source license, pro- 
grammers can add to or change the system 
for their purposes, with the option to offer 
changes back to Drupal’s core. 

So, instead of raising thousands of dollars to 
build exactly the system she wanted for LOTX 
Bonewald could find programmers who would 
donate their effort, creating enhancements any- 
one could deploy as part of their own Drupal- 
based setup. 

With an open-source approach, you can 
build shared solutions as an alternative to 
commercial, proprietary, and closed systems. 
You can form communities to build software 
that communities can use. The LOTV site 
will launch March 9, with an announcement 
at BarCamp Austin, followed by more oppor- 
tunities for technologists to contribute at an 
upcoming Designathon (April 14-15 at the 
Microelectronics and Computer Technology 
Corporation Building at the University of 
Texas) and another Codeathon (April 21-22, 
location TBA). 

If you’re not a computer geek, all of this 
talk about technology might not mean much 
to you, but chances are that the open-source 
model will touch your life, whether you know 
it or not. 

To understand open source, it’s helpful 
to understand its origins in software devel- 
opment, beginning with an understanding 
how computers and software work together. 
Computer hardware is just a doorstop with- 
out a set of instructions - a computer pro- 
gram. There are many kinds of programs: 
word processors, image processors, music and 
video players, spreadsheets, etc. When generic, 
affordable personal computers first appeared, 
the software industry quickly emerged, creat- 
ing programs with computer languages that 
are readable by (some) humans and converting 
them into machine-readable code. The human- 
created code is called source code, and if you 
don’t have the source, you can’t understand or 
alter a program’s structure. 

The early software industry took advantage 
of this by locking the source code in a vault 
and distributing the binary. By hiding the 
source, they ensured that others wouldn't rep- 
licate their methods. And they could control 
the supply of their programs, keeping them 
relatively scarce and charging a premium for 
them. With the source locked away, however, if 
the program doesn’t work the way a user wants 
it to, they can’t alter it, and if it’s broken, they 
can’t fix it. 

These constraints were simply irritating to 
some coders, who wanted more control over 
the programs they themselves use every day. 
Developer Richard Stallman was sufficiently 
irritated with the closed/proprietary system 
of software creation and distribution that 
he founded the free-software movement. He 
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Silona Bonewald 


famously explains the label as “free as in 
freedom, not free as in beer.” The idea was 
not that you don’t pay for software, but that 
you have access to the (open) source code 
and the freedom to use the software as you 
wish, making modifications, and offering your 
modifications to others. With this “free as in 
freedom” approach, software development 
could become a collaboration wherein many 
developers and informed users have input, 
and communities of practice form around 
software projects, adding social as well as 
technical value. 

Generally, this fosters innovation, because 
projects are open to diverse creative contribu- 
tions. Contrast this with the large corporate 
approach to software development, which 

sxswo 
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finds companies “trying to get as much con- 
trol over software as possible, because that’s 
the way to maximize profits,” according to 
UT professor Allucquere Rosanne Stone, a 
respected open-source advocate and devel- 
oper. “In the process of doing that, you stamp 
out innovation.” 

Stone says it’s unlikely we’ll ever see large 
adoption of open-source thinking by large, 
established corporations. “The problem,” she 
says, “is that it interferes with their business 
plans: not so much immediately on the sur- 
face, where you can see it, but in the inter- 
locking directorates and the things that go on 
behind the scenes, where people who run the 
corporations and sit on each others’ boards of 
directors talk to each other and advise each 
other about long-term strategy.” 

Microsoft is a player in that, and so are 
a number of other corporations who either 
don’t understand or don’t want to under- 
stand the open-source model. Many people 
don’t want to understand the open-source 
model because there’s something vaguely 
threatening about it. A lot of old-money cor- 
porations operate on the basis of models that 


have been proven over decades or lifetimes, 
so something that might be revolutionary 
and might have unforeseen consequences 
- even if you can clearly see short-term con- 
sequences that are quite positive - has too 
much risk. Because corporations, like lower 
life forms, have no central nervous system to 
speak of - and because there’s no reason at 
that level of development for them to consider 
the possibility of altruism - they tend to over- 
run everything else on the petri dish without 
thinking about what might happen. 

On the other hand, says local attorney Ed 
Cavazos, who works with the intellectual prop- 
erty giant Fish & Richardson, “There are many 
open-source business models that are potential- 
ly profitable, and are good business.” Cavazos 
is leading a session at SXSW Interactive this 
year called Revisiting Commercial Open Source 
Business Models, during which he wants “to 
explore business models that real, no-kidding 
businesses can employ leveraging open-source 
technologies. A lot of the discussion about 
open source,” he says, “has been about marvel- 
ing at how effective it is in creating great soft- 
ware or content or debating the policy issues. 
Meanwhile, a bunch of companies have started 
saying, ‘How can we use this as a business 
strategy?’ That’s what we hope to talk about in 
that panel. . . . How are companies like Google 
et al. embracing open-source techniques to 
further the goals of the company?” 

Though we might question if open source 
is revolutionary/evolutionary, whether it’s a 
populist movement or relevant to corporate 
strategies or possibly all of the above, there’s 
no doubt that its principles are permeating our 
way of life, manifesting in many realms other 
than software. 

The “open-source journalism” of citizen 
media, for instance, arming everyday observ- 
ers with blogs and digital cameras, is making 
effective and important grassroots contribu- 
tions to communication ecology. There’s also 
an emerging focus on open-source governance: 
more democratic with a higher degree of 
transparency. In art, you see collaborative 
projects like SITO (www.sito.org), where art- 
ists share and collaborate. Lawrence Lessig’s 
Creative Commons makes it easy for authors, 
artists, and musicians to license their works 
in ways that facilitate sharing, redistribution, 
and repurposing. There’s resonance between 
open source and “Web 2.0” thinking, where 
the latter emphasizes open architectures, data 
sharing, and broad participation in the con- 
tribution, dissemination, and development of 
data. Think of wikis. 

Austin has always had tribes of open-source 
developers and advocates, and recently activity 
has accelerated following open-source uncon- 
ferences like BarCamp Austin and many meet- 
ings, projects, and organizations springing up. 
The next BarCamp is during SXSW Interactive. 
The Texas Digital Convergence Initiative is 
advocating open-source collaborative efforts, 
and a new version of EFF-Austin’s Open Source 
Posse has just formed, with connections to DCI 
and Bootstrap Austin. Bootstrap, an organiza- 
tion of founders of bootstrap companies, has 
adopted open-source collaborative thinking 
in building its social as well as technical infra- 
structures.

Fix the Lines on My Screen!

Talk about synchronicity. First, a friend for- 
warded me the Web site for the Dove Proage 
commercial banned from TV because it was 
deemed inappropriate (www.doveproage.com/ 
home.asp). In the commercial, several middle- 
aged women pose seminude with shocking 
candor (discreetly crossed arms, legs, and well- 
positioned camera angles mask the “no-no” 
zones). The shock was not in their nudity but 
in seeing real, middle-aged women presented 
in a caring, dignified manner. The commercial 
and the ad campaign (for products aimed spe- 
cifically to us old broads) have created a spir- 
ited online discussion about beauty, aging, and 
the desire to see a broader palette of women in 
popular culture. 

On Sunday, I opened The New York Times to 
a story about a sorority at Indiana’s DePauw 
University that wanted to improve its image. 
The sorority decided the best way to do that 
was to dismiss 23 members, including every 
woman who was overweight, black, or Asian. 
“The dozen students allowed to stay were slen- 
der and popular with fraternity men - conven- 
tionally pretty women the sorority hoped could 
attract new recruits.” 

Meanwhile, I was seeing promos for news- 
man Bob Woodruffs return to TV He would 
be talking about his near-death experience 
while covering the war in Iraq, first on Good 
Morning America, then on ABC in the docu- 
mentary To Iraq and Back. (Neither has been 
seen at press time.) 

How does Woodruff fit in my series of syn- 
chronous events? In my mind, “The unforgetta- 
ble story Bob Woodruff lived to tell” is similar 
to the real women on the Dove commercial. 
The difference is that Woodruff’s blemishes are 
lionized. The bodies of the women, showing 
the wear and tear of motherhood, managing 
families, careers, and, hell, just making it to 
middle age, shown in the service of selling 
some lotions and soap are called inappropriate. 
(And yet that hourlong commercial parading as 
a fashion show for Victoria’s Secret isn’t?) 

It’s probably a coincidence that the Woodruff 
special is appearing on ABC, the same network 
that was faced with whether to have Dick 
Clark appear on air after his 2004 stroke at 
its annual New Year’s Rockin’ Eve program. 


Clark returned to the show in 2005, though 
American Idol host Ryan Seacrest and oth- 
ers bore the weight of the program. But at 
midnight it was all Clark. His stroke had 
noticeably aged him. His speech was labored 
and slurred. The public reaction was mixed. 
Some applauded his brave fight to recovery, 
while others were uneasy seeing the pop icon 
humanized. Wouldn’t it have been better to 
preserve the young, vibrant image of Clark? 

Let’s face it: Illness and death can be ugly. 
But, on network TV we’re used to seeing it 
romanticized. The gauzy white light, the heart- 
rending music, the plentiful clean sheets. Blood 
(we never see other bodily fluids) is always 
photogenic. But aging, with all of its surprises 
and occasional indignities, is usually reduced 
to jokes about face lifts, hair plugs, or incon- 
tinence. But to inspire true fear and loathing, 
just turn to the middle-aged, female body. This 
is not to say that men don’t have their burdens, 
but I ask you, if media mogul Oprah Winfrey 
were to (heaven forbid) suffer a stroke as Clark 
did or be injured like Woodruff, would we ever 
see her again? I wonder. 

During last Sunday’s Oscar telecast, the 
Dove folks ran an ad made by a “real” woman 
who won an online contest to make the 
best commercial representing a new product 
(this one aimed to younger women). My first 
thought after seeing the ad was, doesn’t that 
Dame Helen Mirren look absolutely dishy? 
My second was, why are we waiting for an 
advertiser to set the record straight? They seek 
our attention. Maybe if we seized the power we 
wield, closed our wallets, and appreciated the 
hard knocks our bodies have endured, the rest 
of the pop culture will follow.

STILL ROARING 


Few decades in American 
history have been as dynam- 
ic or influential as the 
1920s, when jazz, blues, 
country, and Tin Pan Alley 
tunes all eclipsed European 
waltzes and operettas as 
the nation’s popular music. 

“The Twenties marks the 
beginning of the American 
century in a lot of ways,” 
says Harry Ransom Center 
curator Oliver Franklin. “It 
was the decade America 
found its place in the world as we know it today, for 
good or bad.” Part of the HRC's 50th Anniversary, its 
multimedia "American Twenties” exhibition includes 
art, literature, and artifacts from the HRC’s vast 
archives on display through July 29, with several music 
tie-ins scattered around local clubs with era-appropriate 
artists like Asylum Street Spankers, Guy Forsyth, 
Glovertango (Friday at the Continental Club), and 
White Ghost Shivers (Saturday at Emo’s, plus a 
Twenties fashion show). Museums don’t usually spon- 
sor club gigs, but Franklin emphasizes how crucial 
Prohibition and speakeasies were to the decade’s 
musical culture. “When Prohibition happened, people 
who wanted to have fun and wanted to drink and were 
creative people were forced to congregate in these 
sequestered locations and encounter things they’d 
never heard before,” he says. “That was quite liberat- 
ing. It created a soup where all these things were born.”

Roky Erickson is once again a free 
man, in a manner of speaking. The 
Thirteenth Floor Elevators frontman and 
all-around music legend had all his legal 
rights restored in an Austin court last 
Friday, ending more than five years of 
guardianship by younger brother Sumner 
Erickson.

Pink Nasty 


As far as being taken seriously in the notoriously testosterone-glutted 
club we call the music biz, Sara Beck (aka Pink Nasty) occupies a strange 
limbo, caught between her own independence and the powerful mentor- 
ship of more established men. 

Take, for example, her relationship with indie icon Will “Bonnie Prince 
Billy” Oldham. What started out as a mutual admiration society between 
Oldham and Beck's brother Ted (aka Black Nasty) turned into opportunity 
for the 24-year-old local singer-songwriter. 

“My brother sent him [a cover] that I did,” explains Beck. “Will really 
liked it and asked 
me to go on tour 
with him and asked 
my brother to open.” § 

That tour landed “ 

Pink and Black in 
Austin a little more 
than two years ago. 

“We both fell in 
love with the place, 
and we both knew 
that we wanted to 
do music together,” 
she enthuses, “so 
we had to be in the 
same place, and we 
thought this would 
be the perfect spot.” 

Thus, sister and 
brother transplanted 
themselves from 
Kansas and Los 
Angeles, respectively, 
and began making 
inroads in the Austin 
music scene. For 
Pink, this resulted 
in last year's self- 
released Mold the 
Gold (austinchronicle. 
com/gyrobase/ 
lssue/review?oid= 
oid:416130), pos- 
sessed of a delight- 
ful Nineties ethos 
where her debut, 

2004’s Mule School, leaned more toward alt. country. Each new work is 
subject to Black the Elder’s scrutiny. 

“The stuff I’m working on now is kind of different - not as much about 
boys,” she blushes. “My brother said, ‘Don’t write any more about guys. 

It's boring. Try to write something more fun.”’ 

More fun, according to the Nasty rubric, are songs about “flaccid 
ponies” and murder, the latter inspired by a co-worker’s commentary on 
how one could store a corpse in the trunks of cut-down redwood trees in 
California. It was MC brother Beck who gave her a “female” version of his 
stage name and input in her art. 

“He's a really good lyricist,” she says. “If I write something, he'll look 
over it and help me change it or go with it. 

Not every song, though. There are definitely 
songs that I've done by myself that aren’t 
totally cheesy." 

Take, for instance, the chilling “BTK 
Blues” from Mold. The emptiness and 

restlessness of her lyrics suddenly gives way to a Greek chorus of male 
voices (including Oldham’s), interjected with the admonition, “It's dark 
now; you should head home," evoking the booming voice of patriarchy that 
echoes through many a girl’s life. Which is why to get signed at SXSW 
would be “cool” for our heroine. 

“I think that would be neat, to have distribution and have a place for my 
records for people to get, versus just the Internet and the record stores 
I’ve contacted. I would like to have a label. It would make it a lot easier. 

“I really just want to be independent and be able to tour more and sup- 
port myself doing this." 

And maybe make her own voice the loudest in the chorus of her 
own songs. - Melanie Haupt

Band of Heathens 

A band can come together in myriad different ways. How 
the Band of Heathens did it is unusual, to say the least. In 
fact, a lot of what the local quartet does is out of the ordi- 
nary, but let’s not get ahead of the story. 

Singer-songwriters Colin Brooks, Ed Jurdi, Brian Keane, 
and Gordy Quist were all 
showcasing regularly at 
Momo’s, occasionally back- 
ing one another or sharing 
the stage. Spring 2006, 
they decided to play a show 
where they shared the stage 
equally, collaborating on one 
another's songs. 


"I was surprised at our 
first show together,” admits 
Brooks. “I wasn't too in 
to the idea. I was like, 

‘Songwriter in the round with 
a rhythm section? 

Yeah, whatever.’” 

“But it was pretty immedi- 
ate,” chimes in Quist, 2006 
Kerrville New Folk award win- 
ner. “I came offstage 
the first night saying to 
myself, ‘Yeah!”’ 

“No one had any expecta- 
tions going into it,” claims Jurdi. “We all thought that we 
could go back to our solo gigs if it didn’t work out. But it had 
a totally different energy from one of our individual shows." 


That energy translates offstage as well, as evidenced by 
their 2006 debut, Live From Momo’s (Fat Caddy). A combina- 
tion of superb harmonies and subtly polished interplay, the 
Heathens’ brand of Americana blends country, soul, and 
folk similar to that originally cultivated by Little Feat and the 
Subdudes. 

Seth Whitney, the band’s hippie bass player who had 
previously backed them individually, refers to their sound, 
with a crooked grin, as “weird cosmic 
stuff. It’s a different thing every night.” 
Meanwhile, the group prides itself in 
being able to take the stage without a 
set list. 

“We follow a circle, mostly," explains 
Brooks, another Kerrville New Folk 
award winner, 2003. “You can just try 
to fit the vibe, or change it, and some- 
times you don't even choose a song 
that you wrote.” 

Jurdi allows that “the chemistry 
is really great between us and really 
natural,” adding with a hint of surprise, 
“it's nothing we thought about or even 
talked about. It just happened." 

What happens next is open to discus- 
sion. Keane left late last year to pursue 
his solo career and tour as a member 
of Patrice Pike’s band. There’s the 
residency Wednesday nights at Momo’s 
and talk of a studio LP Collaborative 
songwriting is being born within the 
quartet for the first time. They plan 
on additional touring outside of Texas, 
having recently trekked to New Mexico, 
Colorado, and Utah, where they were 
warmly welcomed. 

“It's been overwhelming in a lot of instances," asserts 
Jurdi. “People have liked what we do right out of the gate."

Brothers & Sisters 



There’s a song for every season, an intonation for 
every falling leaf. A riff for every angry thunderstorm. 

Austin's Brothers & Sisters recline in the burnt and 
sunny pastures of Texas summers and vacation on the 
breezy beaches of California. They make simple music, 
choruses slipping easily into the groove of a verse, but 
it’s their feel-good attitude that's taken them from ideas 
floating around in Will Courtney’s head to packed houses 
in Austin's notoriously fickle music scene. 

“Things and ideas are classic for a reason,” bassist E 
David Morgan relates of Brothers & Sisters’ familiar mel- | 
odies. “There’s the timeless, odd thing in music, and if 5 
you tap into that, which I think we do sometimes, people g 
latch onto it." K 

The six brothers and two sisters that make up the 
core of the band are more kindred than even the name 
implies. Will and Lily Courtney were reared by music; mother 

Cynthia Clawson is a revered 
contemporary gospel singer, 
who - with father, preacher, 
and songwriter Ragan 
Courtney - released last 
year’s Brothers & Sisters’ eponymous debut on their Calla 
Lily Records. Will came home to Texas from L.A. two years 
ago and started making music with his sister. The rest of 
the unit - Morgan, guitarists James Olsen and Daniel Wilcox, 
pedal steelist Ray Jackson, tambourine player Courtney 
Chavanell, and drummer Greg McArthur - quickly clicked, and 
with the help of tours with Trail of Dead, Brothers & Sisters 
have become a hit with their Beach Boys harmonies and 
Byrds calls. 

“Pop music is what brought everybody together,” explains 
McArthur. “Simple songs, not hard to play.” 

Brothers & Sisters’ smile and sway is a welcome respite 
from the often-contrived indie rock of the last decade.

Instead of forced, complicated structure, B&S are accessible, 
sometimes even obvious. The songs on Brothers & Sisters 
(austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/ review?oid=oid:333856) 
find Will and Lily fluctuating between key and feeling, each 
strum accentuated by the euphoria in songs like the jubilant 
“Sunday Living” and innocent “One Night.” When the serene 
reverberation of “Without You” crosses into pop perfection, 
crystalline tambourine echoes timelessly. It might be vintage, 
but it’s not weathered. 

“What’s really fun about playing in this type of band is that 
the songs are pretty easy,” Morgan chuckles. “It’s easy to 
play a show with one of your friends' bands and say, ‘Hey, 
just come onstage and sing. You've heard it once; you can 
probably get by.’

Ugly Beats 

Joe Emery, frontman for Sixties-flavored garage rockers the 
Ugly Beats, loves to talk about other people’s music. 

Instead of promoting his own band as interviewee, the gui- 
tarist/vocalist excitedly talks up all the other bands that have 
inspired him over the years. Bands like the Beau Brummels, the 
Sonics, the Real Kids, and the Cynics, the latter of whom Emery 
can now address as labelmates. In fact, Emery and drummer 
Stephen Austin are proud to call themselves the Cynics’ rhythm 
section at the Get Hip Recordings SXSW showcase. 

“The Cynics are one of my all-time favorite bands, and I’m 
thrilled just to see them, let alone play with them,” gushes Emery. 

Reverence is the X-factor in the Ugly Beats’ ability to capture 
the hip-shaking teen canteen vibe in a fresh, immediate way that 
never sounds like canned nostalgia. You won’t hear the Ugly 
Beats cover obscure singles like the Easybeats' “I’ll Make You 
Happy" unless Emery is sure they can “do it justice." 

Born in 2003 from the remnants of Austin’s Sir Finks, the Ugly 
Beats marshaled 
their collec- 
tive retro-rock 
prowess to turn 
back the clock. 

Between class 
covers and bop- 
driven originals 
like “I’m the 
One” and “Girl on 
the Brain,” the Beats’ set list embodies the old Bandstand Rate- 
a-Record standard: It's got a good beat, and you can dance to it. 

“We played in Corpus last week and had a really good time,” 
says Emery. “At the end of the night, the club owner was saying, 
‘You guys don't understand. People never dance here! It's very 
strange for people to be dancing!”’ 

The Beats 2005 Get Hip debut, Bring on the Beats!, earned 
its exclamation point by capturing the band's potency in digital 
form (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/review?oid=oid:258646). 
Eschewing pay-by-the-hour studios, the band recorded Bring on 
the Beats! at Emery’s house with Bad Rackets’ guitarist Bob 
Widenhofer producing. 

“About four or five years ago, I bought some recording equip- 
ment, just enough to be dangerous," Emery jokes. “I got good 
advice on what to buy, but I discovered pretty quickly that I’m 
not really cut out for engineering. So Bob volunteered to help 
when I first got to know him. He's great to work with.” 

The band returned to Emery’s house with Widenhofer last year 
to record their second album, Take a Stand With the Ugly Beats. 

The forthcoming album takes a 
whole-band vocal approach, with 
lead turns taken by Austin (who 
sings the Beau Brummels-ish 
“Million Dollar Man”), guitarist 
Jake Garcia, and go-go-boot-bedecked organist Jeanine Attaway. 

“There’s some stuff that's harder than anything on the first 
record, but there’s also acoustic stuff on there,” says Emery. 

“We decided to mix it up a little bit.” 

Emery hopes Take a Stand will be ready in time for SXSW, but 
either way, the fan in him has a lot to look forward to. 

“There are so many amazing bands," he muses. “It’s hard to 
keep up, but we’ve got an embarrassment of riches here right now.”

You may rely on it. 
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Svante Palm Elementary School in far southeast 
Austin is typical public-education architecture: 
old but not ancient (circa 1986), brick, crowded, 
smaller than such buildings seem at age eight. 

But just up from the main office, the outer walls 
of Gavin Tabone’s music classroom are adorned 
with a collage of Austin’s unlikeliest (and young- 
est) rock stars rehearsing with Lyle Lovett and 
Naomi Judd and serenading the Texas Legislature. 
The Palm School Choir has been on NBC's Today 
show and opened for Neil Young’s SXSW interview 
last year. For March 17's per- 
formance at Auditorium Shores, 
they're working up a cover of 
“Pinball Wizard” in honor of key- 
noter Pete Townshend. 

Tabone, an affable thirty- 
something who spent time in 
local R&B revue King Soul, has 
taught at Palm for seven years. 

About 200 students make up 
the school’s combined choirs, but only 60 or 70 
fourth- and fifth-graders make up what he calls 
his “traveling choir." They began recording after 
Palm's 2002 holiday musical was a big hit and 
have since minted four CDs of Tabone’s originals 
spanning such kid-friendly subjects as friendship, 
self-esteem, and squirrels. 

Backed by a rotating cast of local musicians, 
currently guitarist Aaron “Hair Doctor” Denbe, 
bassist Jason “Boom Boom” Brint, and drummer 
Jake “Bubbles” Perlman (who double as Tabone's 
“adult band”), they average 20-30 dates a year, 
including an annual Halloween Flaming Lips 
cover show at Ruta Maya Coffee House, trips to 
Dallas and San Antonio, and charming a capacity 


kids' tent at last year’s Austin City Limits Music 
Festival. This choir meets after school several 
times a week, assisting Tabone with everything 
from recording (all done in the classroom) to put- 
ting up fliers. 

“I tell them, ‘If you want to pursue music as a 
career, these are some of the things you have to 
think about,'” he says. "Basically, I want them to 
see what it takes to be a working musician in town.” 

Arts education faces a loaded deck as it is, 
especially in sports-mad states like Texas. Public 
school art, drama, and music depart- 
ments too often get by on budgetary 
scraps, and if kids aren't engaged 
at the elementary level, they can be 
virtual lost causes in later grades. 
There’s plenty of interest in the Palm 
School Choir, from both its members 
and its audience, and in turn, Tabone 
knows the choir’s popularity and 
achievements can be a crucial factor 
in the struggle for better schools. He’s told the 
school board as much, starting with something 
every Texas public-school teacher dreams about: 
smaller classes. 

“Every now and then I’ll get a class of 35 to 
40 kindergartners in this room, and it’s just out 
of control," he says. “People come to my room all 
the time to talk about the choir. Al Roker came to 
my room, and the first thing he said was, ‘How do 
you do it with all these kids?' 

"People look at the choir and say, ‘Look, the 
music's important to these kids’ lives. It shouldn’t 
be neglected,” he continues. "These kids are get- 
ting opportunities that they probably wouldn't get 
without it.” - Christopher Gray

be a shock to discover that Austin fans generally 
prefer the pensiveness of a Z-Ro or Trae to the 
flamboyance of Mike Jones or Paul Wall. 

“I want to show people the other side of 
the game,” declares Ryno, a local rapper well- 
schooled in the ways of the masters. “All of this 
flashy, bragging about money talk is one thing. 

But when I was growing up, listening to rappers 
like K-Rino would actually teach me practical life lessons. My dad wasn’t around, so 

some of the helpful things I picked up from listening 
to rap I might not have gotten elsewhere.” 

Ryno's 2006 debut, They Call Me 'No, exudes both 
the cerebral calculation and thorough range of yester- 
year's Texas rap classics. Grafting the frantic flair of 
Mr. Scarface is Back to the gliding swagger of UGK’s 
Ridin’ Dirty, Ryno splits the difference between hard-knock street soldier and sensi- 
tive family man. 

“One album in particular that I would listen to every single day was K.B. and Lil’ 
Flea Of Street Military,” Ryno recollects. “Hearing those two distinct personalities 
trading verses might as well have been a religion for me.” 

Revealing the dualities of his own creative soul caught in a societal shit storm, 
Ryno segues seamlessly between the brazen confidence of “Kornablock Hustla” 
and the reflective sheepishness of “What Am I to Do.” While both songs tackle the 
touchy subject of drug trafficking from completely different angles, an authoritative 
tone pervades Ryno’s sonic exploration of real-life predicaments. 

“I want people to feel like they’re walking right next to me, going through the 
same things that I’m going through. I want to show people that you can indeed 
come from next to nothing and still make it to wherever it is you want to go.” 

Along with fellow East Austin artists Gerald G, Black Mike, and VIF? Ryno portrays 
his neighborhood travails as the vehicle he drives in forming a powerful artistic 
statement. “My whole life is in East Austin. All of my family lives here. It’s where I’m 
from, who I am, and just within what I’ve gone through navigating this crazy environ- 
ment, I’ve got all sorts of things to say about it. And you can be sure that since 
these are issues that I’m actually living through, that when I rap about them they’ll 
be delivered with genuine feelings behind them.” 

As versatile a wordsmith as he is a man with a heartfelt message, Ryno’s debut 
solo album also reminds us that, first and foremost, Texas rap should be consid- 
ered as a source of considerable lyrical skill. As those in the spotlight tend to dumb 
down their verses for mass consumption, there’s always a more complex Texas rapper 
lurking in their shadows as a counterpoint to the dilution process. - Robert Gabriel

Neon Bible (Merge) 

Its title evoking sleaze, sin, and salvation, 
Arcade Fire’s Neon Bible stares down the 
sophomore jinx with a pissed-off preacher’s 
penetrating gaze. Whereas 2004’s Funeral, 
which outpaced even Green Day’s American 
Idiot and U2’s How to Dismantle an Atomic 
Bomb for year-end accolades, was based 
around several family deaths that bonded 
these arty Montreal misfits with Texas roots 
(co-founder and general frontman Win Butler 
was raised in the Woodlands), LP No. 2 
stems from tour buses, greenrooms, and 
hotels as the six (seven, eight, who knows?) 
postcollege friends became the toast of 
indie rock and wound up on CBS’ Fashion 
Rocks with a bunch of Victoria’s Secret 
models and David Bowie. And then tried 
to make sense of it all. Gifted (or cursed) 
with equal measures passion and cynicism, 
Butler weathers showbiz’s moral contradic- 
tions and compromises without abandoning 
his belief in music’s redemptive nature or 
its usefulness as a soapbox. Basically, he’s 
either daydreaming of being the Antichrist or 
"singing hallelujah with fear in your heart.” 
That’s “Intervention,” pretty churchy for a 
surefire hit single, but maybe that’s just the 
ginormous pipe organ. Arcade Fire’s anchor- 
less two-year odyssey explains the dress- 
ing-room dilemma of “Black Mirror” and 
nautical bent of both “Ocean of Noise” and 
“The Well and the Lighthouse”: “Ocean” is 
as languid and breezy as a Jimmy Buffett 
tune, while “Lighthouse,” on the other hand, 
is a steely post-punk gallop with a swamp- 
pop coda where “lions and the lambs 
aren’t sleeping yet.” In “Windowsill," Butler 
ardently defends his adopted citizenship by 
calling on 9/11, Jeff Buckley, and the par- 
able of the prodigal son. His inner Johnny 
Cash/prophet of doom has the wheel, but 
the grand rackets arranged by Owen Pallet 
and Butler’s wife Regine Chassagne (“Keep 
the Car Running,” “No Cars Go”) insulate 
Neon Bible against any loss of CMJ cred. 

In the end, its true heart may lie closest to 
down-home closer “My Body Is a Cage.” As 
Bono or Jack White could testify, there’s sal- 
vation in the blues, and all the pipe organs 
in Canada aren’t half as inspiring as a night 
at the crossroads.

MADELEINE PEYROUX 

Paramount Theatre, Feb. 24 

Madeleine Peyroux isn’t an entertainer. The 32-year-old Athens, Ga.-born 
chanteuse doesn’t flirt, bat eyelashes, or doll up. Peyroux’s a musician 
alone, hiding behind her miniature Martin acoustic and fourpiece accompa- 
niment, while growling Billie Holiday and cracking intermittent jokes about 
duel lovers, booze, and her father. The notoriously shy songbird seemed 
uncomfortable on the Paramount stage, turning her back to the sold-out 
crowd, gazing downward, fidgeting, and laughing nervously. Maybe her years 
spent busking on the streets of Paris enamored her of anonymity. Either 

way, her muses dial 
up contemporary 
(Serge Gainsbourg, 
Randy Newman, 

Tom Waits), while 
her delivery is nos- 
talgic. Opening with 
the “sexy,” Leonard 
Cohen-penned “Blue 
Alert,” Peyroux dove 
into the jazz reper- 
toire in which she 
shines brightest. 
Cohen was well-rep- 
resented (latest LP 
title track “Half the 
Perfect World,” 
“Dance Me to the 
End of Love”), but 
the standards were 
where Peyroux 
chilled (“I Hear 
Music,” “J'ai Deux 
Amours”). Her rein- 
terpretations of 
Hank Williams, in a 
minor key, and Patsy 
Cline, slow and 

drawn out, provided a glimpse into the modern cantor’s soul, but her co-writ- 
ten flow of the bluesy “A Little Bit” and killer “I’m All Right” - written with 
the help of Steely Dan’s Walter Becker - demonstrated that she doesn’t 
belong under the covers forever. Just before the end of Peyroux’s 90-minute 
set, the New Yorker gave a “Smile” and with it sent jazz lovers out with 
hope. Peyroux might not be an excellent performer, but she’s one of few 
resurrecting jazz for the mainstream, although she stressed, “We're not 
playing jazz. We’re playing music.” - Darcie Stevens

DUKE ELLINGTON 

The Complete 1936-1940 Variety, Vocation, and Okeh Small Group 
Sessions (Mosaic) 

Panic sets in initially: The first four discs of Duke Ellington’s 
The Complete Small Group Sessions sequence multiple takes atop 
one another. Blessedly, the longest track of the entire 7-CD set is 
five minutes, with another 18 barely more three minutes, and the 
remaining 154 tracks under even that mark. Thing is, at an aver- 
age length of 2:30, you’re dying to hear the track again (granted, 
the rare third time not so much). This being jazz, no two takes even 
try sounding the same, so the effect is one of multiple chances to 
unravel the magic trick: How’d they do that? The scratches and hiss 
of the original recordings actually work to this advantage: With the 
background always shifting, and the foreground going for something 
equally unique, the outcome doesn’t play out like hearing tunes 
twice, but rather 
the illusion cre- 
ates instant deja 
vu. That was you 
and yours swing- 
ing in Harlem last 
lifetime! Once 
the Ellington 
Orchestra is 
broken down 
into intimate 
all-starrings, 

Rex Stewart’s 
laughing cornet 
hotfoots it center 
stage as fast as 
Barney Bigard’s 
figure-skating 

clarinet on disc I’s “Frolic Sam.” Bigard’s saucy Jazzopators rear- 
range trombonist Juan Tizol’s “Caravan” on their way to “Stompy 
Jones,” while a pair of Ellington piano solos prep the maestro’s 
anchoring Cootie Williams’ Rug Cutters on retro immortal “Digga 
Digga Do.” When Duke’s on a session, “swing” never sounded like 
such an abstract concept in the face of the real thing. Discs IV-VII, 
stunning all, feature a lush preponderance of Johnny Hodges, whose 
rabbitlike alto - wagging its cottontail one moment and a big, lazy 
lop-ear the next - underscores the likes of Mary McHugh’s golden 
voice on “I Let a Song Go out of My Heart.” Don’t let it go out of 
yours.

LEE HAZLEWOOD 

Cake or Death (Ever) 

Lee Hazlewood’s waiting around to die, but 
this isn’t his teary swan song. The 78-year-old 
baritone crooner that made Nancy Sinatra’s 
boots for walking has been rediscovered by 
indie icons like Beck, Jarvis Cocker, and the 


Tindersticks. He even 
has a MySpace page. 

And he's pissed here 
in his twilight years. On 
Cake or Death, a title 
borrowed from unlikely 
hero Eddie Izzard, Hazel- 
wood gets political; 

"Baghdad Knights” is 
told from a soldier’s point of view, narrated 
over a snaky guitar line and marching-pace 
drums. In a serendipitous twist, the innuendo- 
filled Lee/Nancy duet “Some Velvet Morning" 
gets rehashed by his 8-year-old granddaughter. 
Weird, yes, but there are pleasant melodies 
elsewhere (“Please Come to Boston,” “The 
Old Man"), to soothe when his attempts at 
deadpan (“Fred Freud,” “White People Thing”) hit 
with a thud. Hazlewood won’t be remembered 
for Cake or Death, but what’s it to us - it’s his 
death album. Either way, he’s already had his cake.

Juxtaposed against Veloso’s voice, a marvel of 
velvety provocation to the ear, the maestro’s 
lyrics are pure Don Juan. Past the Baja tones 
of “My Tears,” and lethal slap of “Rocks,” how- 
ever, the album’s midsection goes limp. The 
warm musical bed also blurs, begging for more 
of son Moreno Veloso, as on the sonic soap 
bubbles of “Hybrid Muse.” Taut returns on “I 
Hate,” Veloso’s lyrics almost classically Greek 
before the inevitably brutal end declaration. 
“Man” claims not to be jealous of woman (“I 
only envy ... multiple orgasms”), while “Why?" 
pines for simultaneous climax. “A Dream” drips 
(“your incision, my mallet"). Insert Viagra witti- 
cism here.

Police in Lilburn, Ga., were called to the cemetery adjacent to Luxomni Baptist Church at 
2:40am one morning in January to investigate reports of a man screaming for about two 
hours. They found Ezekiel Dejesus-Rodriguez, 24, pinned under a gravestone (with a bloody, 
broken leg) and said he had apparently been knocking over headstones for fun until one fell 
on him. 


LEAD STORY 

President Yahya Jammeh of Gambia (Africa’s 
smallest country) has long believed he had 
mystic powers, but he said a vision received on 
Jan. 18 makes it possible for him to personally 
cure AIDS and asthma, though only on certain 
days and for a limited number of people. The 
vision gave him recipes based on seven herbs 
mentioned in the Quran but authorized him 
to treat no more than 10 AIDS sufferers, on 
Thursdays and Mondays, and not more than 
100 asthma patients, on Fridays and Saturdays. 
(Not surprisingly, the government self-reports 
success.) Jammeh’s previous visions included 
making Gambia rich by exporting oil, but so far 
no deposits have been found. 

GREAT ART! 

• Chilean artist Marco Evaristti, serving dinner 
to friends at a gallery in Santiago in January, 
presented a dish of meatballs that he said had 
been cooked using liposuctioned fat from his 
own body. “The question of whether or not to 
eat human flesh is more important than the 
result,” he said. “You are not a cannibal if you 
eat art.” (Evaristti is the artist who once put 
live fish in a blender at a gallery and invited 
guests to push the button.) 

• The Atlantic Theatre in the Jacksonville, 
Fla., suburb of Atlantic Beach planned to 
stage several dramas this winter, including Eve 
Ensler’s The Vagina Monologues, but following 
an undisclosed number of complaints from 
parents who said they were uncomfortable 
seeing that title, management changed its 
marquee to “The Hoohaa Monologues.” (The 
change lasted one day, until management real- 
ized it was barred by contract from calling the 
play by another name.) 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

• Nathaniel Abraham was convicted of murder 
in 1998 and incarcerated, but only until he 
turned 21, which was in January, at which time 
he was moved into a rent-free apartment in Bay 
City, Mich., and enrolled tuition-free in Delta 
College, in a program sponsored by Michigan 
Rehabilitation Services. Though some criticized 
such lavish treatment of a murderer, Abraham 
seemed ready to start his new life, arriving in 
Oakland Circuit Court for his formal release 
wearing “a black fur coat, ivory fedora hat, 
and a ivory and hot-pink pin-striped suit with 
matching pink tie and shoes,” according to a 
Detroit News reporter. 


• Government Decisions: 1) At the recommen- 
dation of the Unipart consulting firm, bureau- 
crats at the British Revenue and Customs office 
in Longbenton had strips of black tape applied 
to their desktops to mark off where certain 
items should be placed for better organization, 
according to a January report in London’s 
Daily Telegraph. 2) A 73-year-old man died of 
a heart attack in North London in January 
perhaps assisted by a delay in responding by 
the London Ambulance Service. According to 
The Sun, the nearest crew could not be called 
because European Union labor rules prevent 
disturbing the crew for any reason during the 
first 20 minutes of their half-hour break. 


POLICE BLOTTER 

• Testifying in January against a San Bernardino, 
Calif., strip club accused of promoting prosti- 
tution, licensed private investigator Duane 
Minard (who was working on contract for the 
police) admitted that he went too far in gather- 
ing evidence. Fie said he had paid a woman 
$300 for a legitimate dance in a private room, 
but by the time she had “finished,” he owed 
her $500 more for “additional” services. He 
testified that he knew he wasn’t supposed to go 
all the way, but “1 didn’t have the time to clear 
my head,” he said. “I was aroused. I was wait- 
ing for the cavalry to come over the hill. ” 


• Questionable Judgments: During an eight- 
day period around New Year’s in the Chicago 
area, thieves stole tractor-trailers filled with, 
respectively, broccoli and asparagus. 

• Tacky: 1) UK soccer player Glen Johnson, 
who reportedly earns the equivalent of about 
$58,000 a week, was arrested at a B&Q store in 
Dartford after a security guard said he spotted 
Johnson placing a high-priced toilet seat into 
the box of a lower-priced seat. 2) Des Moines, 
Iowa, police detained James Clay in December 
after a convenience-store clerk accused him of 
putting two hot dogs inside a bun and covering 
them with enough condiments that the clerk 
would think he was buying only one dog. 

• More Tacky Crimes: 1) In November, Robert 
Hanna, 42, of Meadville, Pa., reported that 
he had just shot a deer and was about to 
come down from his tree stand when three 
armed men happened along and deer-jacked 
him, knocking him to the ground and steal- 
ing his bounty. 2) County-jail inmate Brian 
Bruggeman, 38, was arrested in North Platte, 
Neb., in December and charged with felony 
assault after allegedly passing gas repeatedly 
in front of his cellmate (leading to a fight). 
The “victim,” inmate Jesse Dorris, said he had 
made numerous attempts to stay away from 
Bruggeman but that Bruggeman purposely 
sought him out in a dinner line and let him 
have it once more. 

THE WEIRDO-AMERICAN 
COMMUNITY 

For two years now, Estrella Benevides, 46, 
has been painting messages on her house in 
San Mateo, Calif., and her prolificness has esca- 
lated to the point where all outside surfaces 
(including the roof) are covered with cryptic 
references to the Bible, conspiracy theories, 
and episodes from her own life, and a local 
community board gave her a February deadline 
to remove the writing or pay a fine of $50 a day. 
Benevides has said she can’t remove the mes- 
sages because they come from God and expose 
a worldwide mind-control cabal that uses 
witchcraft and technology and that this is the 
only way she knows to warn people. According 
to court documents cited by InsideBayArea. 
com, her life has spiraled downward since she 
lost custody of a young son.

Choke Canyon State Park is maybe one of the worst-kept 
secrets among those who love to experience the outdoors. There is 
so much to enjoy about the park that it’s hard to decide what its best 
feature is. 

“It all depends on who you talk to,” says park superintendent Rudy 
Mesa. “To the fishermen, it’s a great fishing lake, to those who like 
to view wildlife, it's a great birding place, and to those who just want 
to relax, it’s a great place for camping.” 

On the coastal plains west of 1-37 midway between San Antonio 
and Corpus Christi, the park impounds the Rio Frio a few miles 
upstream from where the Frio, Atascosa, and Nueces rivers merge 
near the community appropriately named Three Rivers. Built by the 
federal Bureau of Reclamation to supply water to Corpus Christi, 
most of the shoreline of the 12-mile-long and 5-mile-wide lake is per- 
severed as the James E. Daughtrey Wildlife Management Area. 

The state park on the south shore off TX 72 opened in 1981 
and is leased from the federal bureau, Mesa says. Two units 8 
miles apart make up the park - the day-use South Shore Unit 
below the dam and the main Calliham Unit on a peninsula jutting 
out into the lake. 

A thick mesquite forest that looks impenetrable except by the wili- 
est of coyotes provides habitat for varied wildlife. Herds of white- 
tailed deer wander around the park, and javelina and Rio Grande tur- 
key populate the underbrush. In case you forget this is not a petting 
zoo, there are "Beware of Alligators" signs posted is some areas. 

The park is the westernmost range of the American alligator. Mesa 
says the reptiles that can grow to 10 feet long are very timid and will 
leave you alone if they're left alone. “We have more than a few [alli- 
gators],’’ Mesa says. “There’s a good chance you’ll see one." Even 
with the resident 'gators, there are swimming areas and waterskiing 
on the lake. 

You don’t have to be a serious birdwatcher to appreciate the vari- 
ety of birds around the park. More than 200 avian species have been 
spotted in the campgrounds. The area is the northernmost range of 
many species that call Mexico home including the Crested Caracara, 
a member of the falcon family. Often called the Mexican eagle, the 
black birds have distinctive white necks, tails, and patches at either 
end of their 4-foot wingspan. 

There are a little more than 2 miles of well-maintained hiking trails 
in the park, which might not sound like a lot if not for the density of 
the wildlife. The park also has 55 campsites spread out on two bluffs 
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above the lake. The 20 screened shelters look more like small cab- 
ins and come equipped with a picnic table, barbecue grill, fire ring, 
and a beautiful view of the sunset over the lake. 

The park is popular with fishing tournaments, reunions, retreats, 
and group campouts because it is one of the few parks with a bas- 
ketball court, tennis court, baseball field, group dining hall, and 
gymnasium. The rock-walled gym was once part of the Calliham 
community school. 

Originally called Guffeyola, the name was changed to Calliham in 
honor of the rancher who owned the land. The community experi- 
enced a short oil boom in the 1920s when the population peaked at 
400. Most of the buildings in the town were moved or flooded by the 
26,000-acre reservoir. A small cluster of businesses at the entrance 
to state park - including a small grocery and tackle store - now 
claims the name. 

The South Shore Unit of the park is a great place to swim and 
enjoy the view. There are two boat ramps in the unit and an observa- 
tion pavilion at the south end of the dam. Visitors are not allowed on 
the dam. The camping area below the dam and at the North Shore 
Unit was closed due to budget cuts. 

Choke Canyon State Park is a year-round destination that is busiest 
on weekends and nearly deserted on weekdays, Mesa says. To reserve 
the facilities, call 512/389-8900 or go to www.tpwd.state.tx.us. For 
information about the park, call 361/786-3868.

Dennis Johnson, the head coach of the Austin Toros and a 
former NBA star, passed away last Thursday from an apparent 
heart attack. He was 52 years old. 

After a 14-year career as a player in the NBA, during which 
time he won three championships and was an All-Star five 
times over, Johnson came to Austin in the fall of 2005 to coach 
the Toros in their inaugural season in the NBA’s Development 
League. Known throughout the basketball world as a top-notch 
player and student of the game (no less an authority than Larry 
Bird called him the best he’s ever played with), Johnson led the 
Toros to a combined record of 39-41 during his year-and-a-half 
tenure. At the time of his death, his team was in the midst of 
a brilliant 14-5 run. (Made all the more exceptional when set 
against their dismal 1-12 start. All the better: There’s nothing 
more exciting than breaking late.) 

Hall of Fame resume aside (are you listening, Springfield?), 
Dennis Johnson was just about the friendliest, most affable 
guy you could hope to meet. Despite the fact that I grew up a 
Lakers fan and loathed - loathed! - Johnson’s Celtics team of 
the 1980s, from the very moment he and I met, I was forced to 
let all that past bitterness and animosity melt away; clearly it 
wouldn’t wash in Johnson’s world. 

“I’m a lucky man in that I really like what I do,” he told me at 
the time. “I’m one of maybe 7 percent of the population that 
does exactly what he likes to do for a living. There's nothing else 
out there for me; basketball is what I do. I get ornery if I’m not 
around it all the time. It may be a sad thing that my life revolves 
around basketball, but it does.” 

Johnson died after collapsing outside the Austin Convention 
Center, where he had just finished leading the Toros through 
practice. From all accounts, he had capped off that day’s work 
with a friendly game of one-on-one with forward Jamar Smith.

Let me tell you a story. I was getting in line at a convenience 
store. The line was long. In front of me was a black man. A 
very dark-skinned black man. He had dreadlocks. He had a 
do-rag. He had a fistful of cash. I could see 50s and 20s. And 
as I noticed all this, as I took all this in, the first thought that 
popped into my head was, “He must be a drug dealer.’’ 

While I don’t consider myself to be a racist, I am racist. 

Of course I am. I live in a racist culture. Racism has been 
embedded in me since I could first perceive the world. It’s 
not rational. It's deeply and wholly psychological. 

Adrienne Kennedy knew this when she wrote this play 
about a young black woman who doesn’t 
want to be black. Sarah is the daughter of 
a light-skinned mother and a dark-skinned 
father. She believes her father raped her 
mother, and the result of that rape was her 
conception. It doesn’t matter, of course, if 
her father actually raped her mother. What 
matters is what she believes, and as a 
result of her belief, she has come to hate 
her color, to hate herself, to hate the very 
skin that embodies her. She wishes to be more “pallid.” She 
wishes to be more white. 

Should you attend this Austin Community College and 
ProArts Collective co-production, the first of many annual 


February collaborations between the two that will benefit 
the Boyd Vance Scholarship Fund, you best watch your step. 
It’s dark in ACC’s Gallery Theater, and a woman in whiteface 
with a cross painted on her forehead wanders through the 
audience, twitching and grimacing, holding a mannequin’s 
head and stroking its long black hair. Sitting on a throne 
behind a thin screen on designer Peter Sukovaty’s blasted 
tenement of a set is a white-faced Queen Victoria, played 
with frightening and totally convincing intensity by Mikala 
Gibson. Shortly after the play begins, with much loud ham- 
mering and disembodied laughter, we meet the other charac- 
ters, which include a crippled, gnomish Jesus, tongue lolling 
from his mouth, and Patrice Lumumba, barefoot and carrying 
an African mask. In very little time, it becomes clear that 
what we are watching is occurring inside Rachel’s head. The 
race hatred she has internalized has become self-hatred. 

It is driving her insane, and we get to watch her dizzying 
descent into madness. There’s nothing funny about this 
Funnyhou se. It’s all too visceral and all too real. It’s a bold, 
daring play, and director Marcus McQuirter and his group of 
totally committed actors have given it the bold, daring stag- 
ing it deserves. 

The first step in fighting racial prejudice is to speak out. 
Whenever and wherever it rears its ugly, irrational head. And 
sure, we’ve been talking about it for a long time, but it’s 
still undeniably there, so we quite obviously haven't talked 
enough. They’re talking about it over at ACC. You should 
open your ears and listen. 

And by the way when he saw I had only one item, that 
black man in the convenience store let me go ahead of him.

You know how it is when you see someone that you haven’t seen in 
a long, long, long time? How you sometimes will drink in their words, 
their features, their expressions, eagerly absorbing all that’s different 
about them, all that’s happened to them? There’s more there than 
merely wanting to catch up; something about time plays into it, how 
it works its changes on us all - physically, emotionally, spiritually. You 
had a sense of who that someone was once upon a time, and now 
you want to know what that person has done with his or her life and, 
perhaps more to the point, what life has done to that person. 

That sort of curiosity drives Afterplay, the intriguing two-hander by 
Brian Friel being mounted by Austin Playhouse in its intimate second 
space, the newly christened Larry L. King Theatre. A man and a woman 
chance upon one another in a Moscow cafe, and although they don’t 

know each other, we know them both - at least, we do if 
we’re familiar with the dramatic works of Anton Chekhov. 
Both inhabit the Russian writer’s plays, and Friel has 
granted them a second life some two decades after 
their stories unfolded in Chekhov’s Uncle Vanya and 
The Three Sisters that we might glimpse what life has 
done to them since the curtains fell on their respective 
dramas. She is Sonya, Vanya’s plain niece whose father 
married a beauty the same age as his daughter. He is 
Andrey, the sole brother in that family of sisters that 
yearned so for Moscow. They never made it, but here he is, in a worn 
tuxedo with a violin tucked under one arm and a bowl of cabbage soup 
in one hand. Her table is cluttered with papers - forms, balance sheets, 
and plans from the agricultural ministry for turning the failing family 
farm that she now runs into a more economically viable forest - but she 
clears them away that he might join her, and it begins: a conversation 
between strangers through which they introduce themselves to each 
other and we glean those profound changes wrought by time. 


Friel may not be Russian, but he’s shown a kinship with a cer- 
tain Russian state of mind that Chekhov captured so feelingly; that 
Chekhovian sense of time, of regret, of yearning for something that 
might never be attainable, of our heartrending human folly and frailty, 
all can be seen in such Friel masterworks as Dancing at Lughnasa, 
Translations, Molly Sweeney, and Faith Healer. And as he’s also 
adapted several Chekhov works himself, it's no surprise that Sonya 
and Andrey seem at home here. They are older than they were; 
their circumstances have changed, but they are still, like so many 
of Chekhov's people, living in a “disturbing here and now,” caught 
between a past that has a profound hold on them and a future that 
offers little in the way of hope. And Friel reveals that to us in a sim- 
ple, still dialogue between two people at a cafe table. 

It’s much like a piece of chamber music for two players - subtle 
and intimate, with its meaning and emotion drawn from small touch- 
es and the interplay of the artists - and Babs George, who directs 
as well as plays Sonya, treats it that way, keeping things simple and 
focused on the score, so it flows elegantly between her and her act- 
ing partner, Don Toner. The Austin Playhouse artistic director rarely 
treads the boards, but when he does, he always shows us an actor 
of considerable craft who takes relish in his roles. There’s a sparkle 
in his Andrey’s nebbishy enthusiasm and clumsy cover-ups for his 
harmless little fictions, but there’s a melancholy, too, behind his 
eyes when the truths of Andrey’s life come to light; Toner brings poi- 
gnancy to this faded mouse of a man. He also plays well off George, 
whose Sonya is a haunted woman, her fatigued eyes revealing the 
toll taken by years of aloneness and dreaming of a love just beyond 
her reach. The actress masterfully conveys such sorrow, such long- 
ing, in the most delicate moves - a subtle rubbing of hands, a 
glance away, an abrupt pause - and because they are so small, 
those moves draw us in, bring us close, make us feel as if we’re 
eavesdropping at the next table. 

That intimacy and the artistry with which it’s crafted make this a 
captivating hour. They turn Friel’s Chekhovian fantasy into a waltz of 
the walking wounded, danced with stately grace to a beautifully ele- 
giac tune, the unforgiving music of time. - Robert Faires

After the applause has died and the performers have gone back- 
stage, the audience’s ears are still ringing. A strange traveling fair 
just passed through, one that included jaguars, spiders, birds, mer- 
maids, and mannequins, dancing to reggaeton, mambo, and French 
lounge music. There were no clowns, no peanuts, no tent. But in the 
same way that Aztlan Dance Company has revolutionized Latin dance, 
they took the circus and ran with it. In El Gran Circo, you’ll hear 
music that comes straight from a young Latino hipster’s iPod. For 
Latinophiles who can't understand Spanish, watching the simple nar- 
ratives through dances and the mime movements may be a just fit. 

The first act consists of song after song of the latest in reg- 
gaeton by Puerto Rican musicians such as Calle 13, Daddy Yankee, 
and Voltio and Spanish hip-hop artist La Mala 
Rodriguez. A scalper with jewelry hanging from the 
inside of his coat roams through the audience and 
sells tickets to dancers. Ladies in red dresses wave 
hello with the ruffles on their short skirts, while the 
men, well, say hello back. Then the dancers find the 
diary of a ringmaster from 1907, and dances are 
built around its entries. For instance, the ringmaster 
dreams about spiders, and the dancers come out in 
black leotards interpreting Latin rap and rock with 
modern movement. But there’s no real storyline in the ringmaster’s 
sometimes comical musings; he just describes things that hap- 
pened to him. 

Birds fly in the nicest moment of the show, as Roen Salinas and 
Stephanie Keeton wake to Pedro Luis Ferrer’s “La Tarde Se Fla 
Puesto Triste” (“The Afternoon Has Become Sad”); with hands flutter- 
ing like lovebirds in the morning, their performance is an elegant visu- 
al poem. We can anticipate the jaguars that come next. A whip-crack- 
ing trainer and three dancers in spotted leotards attack the audience 
seductively. The ringmaster’s memories give way to unexpected 
aquatic fantasies, and the act ends whimsically with Celia Cruz’s ren- 
dition of the classic “Quizas, Quizas, Quizas’’ as a school of sirenas, 
or mermaids, entice us with their leg - or rather, tail-fin - kicks. 

Staying with the idea of playtime - or perhaps just the childlike nos- 
talgia of the early 1900s - the second act opens with dolls dancing 
ballet to the harpsichord staccato of Yann Tiersen (from the Amelie 
soundtrack). They eventually come to rest mechanically with that fixed, 



wide-eyed expression. After French lounge music, we’re stimulated 
with some Shakira, some cumbia, and a mambotastic finale. 

In the second act, the ringmaster nearly disappears. When he does 
read from his diary, the trancelike echo makes it difficult to keep up. 
Salinas, the “choreo-visionary” behind the production, should prob- 
ably have just focused on the phenomenal dancing rather than forc- 
ing a text to bring it all together. The troupe of dancers, dedicated to 
Aztlan for so many years, ripen with each production. Because we’re 
so close in the intimate Santa Cruz Center, we can see the beads of 
sweat on the performers’ faces, the expressions in the almond eyes, 
the acrobatic turns and dives between partners who know each other. 

The eclectic music and changes in Latin dance fuse recognizable 
elements like figure-eight movements, modern dance, and ballet 
together to form an exceedingly foreign amusement park. - Patti Hadad

Oh, to be in East Berlin now that spring 
is here: The buildings are gray; the birds 
are chirping; and the Stasi - the East 
German secret police - are looking into 
those buildings through binoculars and 
scanning those birds’ chirps for seditious 
intent. In von Donnersmarck’s extraor- 
dinary new film, The Lives of Others, 
we’re dropped into a world that’s almost 
incomprehensible to those of us who’ve 
been lucky enough to live our lives free 
of government surveillance and interroga- 
tion rooms, a world where the Stasi once 
numbered nearly 100,000 employees and 
hundreds of thousands of informants, and 
individual thought was synonymous with 
criminality. Not even George Orwell could 
have come up with a place as horrible 
as communist Berlin. In 33-year-old von 
Donnersmarck’s debut feature, which also 
just received this year's Oscar for Best 

Foreign Film (feel free to start hating him now), the 
sense of dread and lifeless resignation is palpable, 
seeping out over the lives of everyone everywhere. 
That feeling is personified by Capt. Gerd Wiesler 
(Muhe), a stone-faced Stasi officer who is assigned 
the task of spying on renowned playwright Georg 
Dreyman (Koch) and his lover and lead actress 
Christa-Maria Sieland (Gedeck), who appear to be the 
last two people in East Germany capable of having 
any fun. At first, Wiesler is the very portrait of post- 
Stalinist discipline, spying on the pair with mechanical 
efficiency and an almost humorously inhuman attention to their most 
human activities. (“Sieland and Dreyman unwrap presents,” he writes 
in his log after the couple bid farewell to their party guests one night, 
“then presumably have intercourse.” The impassive look on Wiesler's 


face as he listens to their groans and grunts is a minimalist master- 
piece.) At the completion of each shift, the lonely officer retreats back 
to his dismal apartment to eat state-sponsored food, watch state- 
sponsored TV, and sleep with state-sponsored prostitutes. All in all, a 
tidy little life. But this is the story of a man’s small redemption, and 
it isn’t long before Wiesler begins to sense a light growing inside him, 
rattling his concrete walls. Muhe, in a performance that won him a 
Best Actor award at the German film awards, is brilliant here, captur- 
ing each miniscule step in his character’s subtly growing recognition 
of the human potential for joy and emotional freedom, a recognition 
that had apparently eluded him for the first 40 years of his life. Like 
all great screen performances, Muhe’s magic comes out most in its 
tiniest moments: a raised eyebrow here, a slight upturn of the lips 
there. It’s a triumph of muted grandeur; it’s like watching someone 
being born. - Josh Rosenblatt

New Reviews 

THE ABANDONED 

D: Nacho Cerda; with Anastasia Hille, Karel Roden, 
Valentin Ganev, Carlos Reig. (R, 94 min.) 

Arriving in U.S. theatres from way, way 
out of left field, Cerda’s debut feature 
- a Spanish/Bulgarian/UK co-production 
that was also co-authored by Dust Devil’s 
Richard Stanley - comes with enough genu- 
inely creepy Eastern European atmospher- 
ics to raise goosebumps but suffers might- 
ily from an anemic storyline that almost 
immediately has nowhere to go. That’s too 
bad, because with a tighter, more evolved 
and involving set of characters, this could 
have been a real horror show, one rooted 
in pity and sympathy for its two doomed 
protagonists instead of the macabre but 
muddled mess it is. After a mildly bloody 
prologue set in the Russian wilderness of 
1966, Cerda flash-forwards to the pres- 
ent with the introduction of Marie, a wispy 
New Yorker who arrives in Russia seeking 
the origins of her mysterious birth. Sent 
into the hinterlands by her overly felicitous 
solicitor, Marie manages to get lost amid 
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the perpetual twilight of endless, whisper- 
ing conifers before finally stumbling upon 
a ruined farmhouse where she meets 
up with her long-lost twin brother, Nicolai 
(Guillermo del Toro favorite Roden). The 
old homestead is, of course, haunted, but 
the question of who, exactly, is haunting 
whom, is at the narratively malleable crux 
of Cerda’s film. As it turns out, even Cerda 
doesn’t seem to know the answer. The 
Abandoned’s everything-and-the-kitchen- 
knife third act ends with one of the greatest 
(or worst, depending on your tolerance for 
the vagaries of Euro-shocker plot dynamics) 
what-the-fuck moments since Lucio Fulci’s 
The Beyond. Indeed, there’s a good amount 
of Fulci in Cerda’s film, along with nods to 
early Sam Raimi, late-period Mario Bava (a 
la Shock), and Dario Argento’s crazed and 
crane-happy camerawork. Cerda’s film, while 
by no means a genre classic, is extremely 
well shot and infused to its frequently eerie 
core with the sort of off-kilter, paranoiac 
disassociation that continues to denote and 
define the restless dreams of European 
horror cinema. It’s no Dellamorte Dellamore, 
but neither is it Uwe Boll, a smallish favor 
we should all be thankful for. - Marc Savlov

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O BLACK SNAKE MOAN 

D: Craig Brewer; with Samuel L. Jackson, Christina 
Rica, Justin Timberlake, S. Epatha Merkerson, 

John Cothran Jr., David Banner, Michael Raymond- 
James, Kim Richards, Adriane Lenox. (R, 115 min.) 

Like a steady 12-bar blues progression, 
Black Snake Moan (the title of a Blind 
Lemon Jefferson tune) lays down a groove 
and works its chords over and over 'til their 
energy is spent. Following up on his arrest- 
ing debut film, Hustle & Flow, Brewer here 
sticks with the theme of the power of 
music to redeem lost souls. Brewer again 
sets his film firmly in the soil of the South, 
a place where things are just, well, steami- 
er. The heat is also well-suited to the 
exploitation-film model the writer-director 
employs, borrowing not only from the most 
salacious elements of the grindhouse for- 
mula but also bits from films such as 
...And God Created Woman and Baby Doll. 

In her cut-off short-shorts and midriff-baring 
Confederate T-shirt, Rae (Ricci) is the 
embodiment of all those nympho predeces- 
sors - a woman with an itch down below 
that can’t be relieved no matter how often 
it's scratched, which is frequently. It’s a 
sickness, a curse, and now that her boy- 
friend Ronnie (Timberlake) has shipped out 


to boot camp before heading to Iraq, her 
disease has gotten worse. The film opens 
with Rae and Ronnie hot in the throes of 
vigorous goodbye sex, and then watches as 
she gets continuously drunker while screw- 
ing everything that isn’t already nailed 
down. Rae’s path of self-destruction leads 
her to a dirt road where she’s found lying 
in a semi-unconscious state in nothing but 
her underpants and above-mentioned T. 

And who’s there to raise her from the dead 
but the farmer Lazarus (Jackson), who dis- 
covers her while taking out his own trash. 

A former blues musician, Lazarus is in the 
dumps because his wife just left him for 
his brother - a classic blues riff in itself. 

So he takes her in and does his best to 
heal her but finds her cough much easier 
to relieve than her itch. When Bible-reading 
doesn’t quell the inflammation, Lazarus 
chains Rae to the radiator, which gives rise 
to the film’s iconic image - chained heat, 
indeed. Yes, it’s ail outrageous and patently 
stereotypical but Brewer and the actors 
invest these representations with every- 
thing they have. It’s great to see Jackson 
working hard here to create a character 
instead of simply Superflying a bunch of 
%!#@ snakes on a plane. Ricci is better 
than ever, and Timberlake, on the heels of 
Alpha Dog, is turning into a decent actor. 

Yet to dismiss this film as an over-the-top 
throwback is to shut out the melody. Black 
Snake Moan is to the blues what Pulp 
Fiction is to the dime-store novel: a 
fleshed-out personification of the genre’s 
tropes. Well, Rae and Lazarus are kindred 
spirits because they both have a case of 
the blue devils; both are drowning in their 
personal woes because love, as the leg- 
endary bluesman Son Flouse states in 
the film’s preamble, makes you do things 
you don’t want to do. The story is as 
humorous and raunchy as a good blues 
refrain, and the way Lazarus and Rae 
react to each other almost resembles 
the classic call-and-response structure 
of the blues. Perhaps Brewer might have 
ultimately devised ways to lift his story 
from the sociological constraints of the 
Southern blues imagery, but there’s no 
denying his perfection of the onscreen 
blues riff. (See p.61 for an interview with 
Craig Brewer.)

THE NUMBER 23 

D: Joel Schumacher; with Jim Carrey, Virginia 
Madsen, Danny Huston, Logan Lerman, Lynn 
Collins, Rhona Mitra, Michelle Arthur, Mark 
Pellegrino. (R, 95 min.) 

What is there to say about a movie that 
teams Schumacher with Carrey, other than 
that you deserve whatever you get if you go 



and see it? After all, this isn’t Howard Hawks 
and Cary Grant we’re talking about. One is 
a director whose collected works (includ- 
ing Phone Booth and Batman & Robin) are 
proof that Hollywood is on a big-budget path 
straight to hell. The other is a rubber-faced 
clown whose brilliant showing in Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless Mind is looking 
more and more like a one-time fluke in an 
interminable career that seesaws back and 
forth between puerile comedy and Oscar- 
chasing melodrama. If my calculations are 
correct, together they should be capable of 
creating a film that’s all but unwatchable. 
Witness The Number 23, a tale about an 
ordinary guy named Walter Sparrow who 
stumbles upon an extraordinary book that 
introduces him to the mystical power of 23, 
a number that, apparently, has been revered 
for ages by conspiracy theorists and other 
nut jobs as a source of terrifying, destruc- 
tive power. “Look,” they howl, “at how the 
number keeps popping up when you study 
Hitler’s birthday or the prognosticated date 
of Armageddon in the Mayan calendar or 
Michael Jordan’s jersey.” The book Sparrow 
becomes obsessed with (cleverly subtitled 
“a novel of obsession”) concerns a danger- 
ous woman, a murder, and a man with a 
past remarkably similar to Sparrow’s, and, 
as if the main story line weren’t insufferable 
enough, Schumacher forces us to sit through 
dramatic re-enactments of the book’s plot, 
which are shot like a bleached-out New Wave 
video from the early days of MTV and star 
Sparrow as a hard-boiled, hypersexed detec- 
tive named Fingerling who’s trying to solve 
a murder he may or may not be responsible 
for and who - wait for it - plays the saxo- 
phone. The saxophone! While gazing out 
the window of his seedy apartment no less! 
Unbelievable! There are no words to describe 
the sensation of watching Carrey sweat and 
strain to play a tough guy; there is only the 
stunned awe one usually reserves for wit- 
nessing natural disasters or the Grammys. 

Of course, Schumacher is as much to blame 
for this mess as Carrey is. Over and over 
again, he mistakes looming shadows and 
manic outbursts for tension, and his ponder- 
ous, ham-fisted directorial style creates more 
questions than it answers. Why for example, 
if Sparrow is so obsessed with this book, 
does it take him days to read it? It’s a hun- 
dred pages long, for chrissakes. Okay, that

Not having cable, I had no knowledge 
of Comedy Central’s unscripted Cops 
parody beyond its rise from the ashes of 
Viva Variety and The State. So I saw this 
big-screen blowup at the Drafthouse, and 
thanks to the clips before the previews, I 
can state confidently that there is nothing 
here as funny as that time Deputy Garcia 
(Alazraqui) clubbed a mime for impersonat- 
ing him or as funny as the scavenger hunt 
with passes to an execution as its prize. I 
rather wished the clips had kept going. You 
still get the bit about Lieutenant Dangle 
(Lennon), the leader in hot pants, slamming 
into other cars whenever he takes off, and 
Chris Tallman (Gary the Klansman from the 
series) turns up for an alligator gag that’s 
okay. But adapting a sketch-comedy project 
to a feature requires the invention of a story 
arc that is sustained and satisfying in its 
resolution, even if it is silly (imagine, if you 
will, The Blue s Brothers ), and writers Garant, 
Lennon, and Kenney don’t have one. There’s 
a gimmick to move the gang to Miami, fol- 
lowed by a gimmick to sicken all the other 
cops in the area, resulting in the gimmick 
of the Reno sheriff's deputies keeping law. 
Lots of guests from the show pop up, doing 
one thing or another: Patton Oswalt as 
the weaselly deputy mayor, Paul Rudd as a 
drug lord, Nick Swardson as roller-skating 
hustler Terry. Is it funny? It can be. I loved

grenade. But a series of setups does not a 
movie make, even if they total 84 minutes. 

It makes for an overlong television episode 
with the wrong kind of pacing. (The same 
peril befell Wet Hot American Summer, 
another State joint comprising good improv 
in a series of setups that did not a movie 
make.) Moreover, the filmmakers assume 
familiarity with the show’s documentary 
premise and in-jokes (e.g., Deputy Garant 
giving all his commands in French), which 
will make the movie even less accessible to 
novices.

WILD HOGS 

D: Wait Becker; with Tim Alien, John Travolta, 
Martin Lawrence, William H. Macy, Ray Liotta, 
MarisaTomei. (PG-13, 99 min.) 

With his doughy face and oversized 
features, Travolta seems like a giant pup- 
pet these days. The lanky stud from Urban 
Cowboy and even the cool killer from Pulp 
Fiction are hazy memories amidst his over- 
the-top performance from the school of 
freak-out acting. Sadly, in this mediocre 
comedy, Travolta stands out as not only 
the most mediocre but the most annoying 
as well. The story of middle-aged subur- 
ban professionals seeking life’s purpose 
on a cross-country motorcycle trip is your 
basic formulaic Hollywood comedy. Four 
friends, Doug (Allen), Woody (Travolta), 
Bobby (Lawrence), and Dudley (Macy) 
make up the Wild Hogs, a group of bored 
suburbanites who engage in a weekly 
motorcycling ritual that involves leather- 
ing up, riding around, and drinking beers. 
When Woody’s enviable life (which includes 
a swimsuit-model wife and successful 
career) falls apart, he encourages the guys 
to mount their hogs and ride to the coast. 
As the wannabes set out in search of true 
freedom, the expected troubles arise in 
the form of tents burning to the ground 
and a run-in with an actual biker gang 
known as the Del Fuegos. The leader of 
said bikers, Jack (Liotta), quickly develops 
a vendetta against the foursome when 
Woody “accidentally’’ blows up their bar. 

As a result, every greasy meathead from 
central casting is enlisted in a desper- 
ate chase to track down and destroy the 
Wild Hogs. When the Hogs hide out in a 
roadside town that is frequently attacked 
by the roaming Del Fuegos, they’re forced 
to face their fears and protect the town as 
the film becomes yet another retelling of 
the Kurosawa classic Seven Samurai. But 
despite this lineage, Wild Hogs remains 
firmly rooted in the lowbrow. The writer 
(Brad Copeland, seasoned from TV’s 
Arrested Development and My Name Is 
Earl) combines some good comedy, usually 
involving Lawrence, with weak comedy, usu- 
ally involving poop (both bird and human). 
And a note to screenwriters everywhere 
regarding characters over 50 whose inabil- 
ity to use the Internet results in being 
trapped on a porn site (see Wild Hogs and 
Because I Said So among others): It's not 
funny; please stop doing it. The only really 
laugh-out-loud moment occurs when Kyle 
Gass (one half of Tenacious D) dances 
around on a plywood stage in a glittery 
shirt, belting out, “Don’t cha wish your girl- 
friend was hot like me?” It’s comedy gold 
amidst a lot of coal. - Toddy Burton

Fincher, the director of Se7en, Fight 
Club, and Panic Room, switches gears 
with his new film Zodiac from psychologi- 
cal thrillers to something that more closely 
resembles a police procedural. Based on 
Robert Graysmith’s two books about the 
notorious Zodiac murders that gripped the 
San Francisco area in the early Seventies, 
Fincher's film is nevertheless creepy and 
uncompromising. The public’s familiarity 
with the Zodiac’s cryptic, years-long murder 
spree during which the killer sent taunting 
letters and ciphers to the area newspapers 
before turning dormant, automatically turns 
the plot into a story with few surprises. 
Furthermore, it’s a crime story in which jus- 
tice has never been served, making the film 
one that has no rectifying conclusion - a 
story arc that cuts against the established 
grain of Flollywood crime films. Instead, 
Fincher’s film places its primary focus on 
the four men whose lives were forever 
altered by their pursuit of the Zodiac’s iden- 
tity: two homicide detectives David Toschi 
(Ruffalo) and William Armstrong (Edwards), 
San Francisco Chronicle crime reporter 
Paul Avery (Downey Jr. ), and the paper's 
cartoonist Robert Graysmith (Gyllenhaal), 
who became obsessed with uncovering the 
Zodiac despite having no occupational duty 
to the story. By investigating the actions of 
these men, Zodiac becomes more a story 
about the task’s inherent frustrations and 
disappointments rather than an expose of 
the serial murderer, although the re-creation 
of the Zodiac’s assaults are disturbingly life- 
like nevertheless. As the case spans four 
jurisdictions, it becomes increasingly appar- 
ent that we are witnessing what complicated 
criminal investigations were like in the time 
before the electronic age of fax machines 
and centralized computer databases. Fincher 
uses dozens of period pop tunes to help set 
the period (the opening and closing use of 
Donovan’s “Flurdy Gurdy Man” is especially 
creepy) and the excellent DV camerawork 
by FHarris Savides provides the film with a 
slightly faded appearance that is completely 
appropriate to the overall tone of the film. 
The casting couldn’t be better: Zodiac’s 
panoply of performers all drip with the meta- 
phorical perspiration of men hard at perplex- 
ing work. Yet Fincher’s character shorthand 
is also the film’s biggest problem. We know 
too little about the psychological makeup of 
these men to just accept the film’s easy con- 
clusion that the Zodiac case ruined these 
men’s lives. It’s too simplistic to say that 
the situation destroyed Graysmith's marriage 
when he’s already once-divorced when we 
first meet him or that Avery slipped irretriev- 
ably into his addictions when he’s already 
a big boozer at the outset. Neither is it suf- 
ficient to explain Graysmith’s obsession by 
merely mentioning that he’s an Eagle Scout 
and loves puzzles. At 2 V 2 hours, the film is 
also too long in the telling and too short on 
suspense. Certainly, it is the most fact-filled 
film version of the story, yet I’d argue that 
there are many incidents and characters that 
could be stripped without hurting the narra- 
tive - and, in fact, would improve the film’s 
tension and comprehensibility. Without due 


process or a culprit to wrap up the storyline, 
Zodiac needs a more solid center on which 
to hang its story. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE LAST KING OF SCOTLAND

The actresses’ work is riveting and 
ratchets up the film’s overall quality, yet there 
is nothing they can do to make their characters 
believable or sympathetic. It's not until late in the 
film that we begin to doubt the sanity of Dench's 
character as her histrionic fervor morphs into a 
cliched rendering of an aggressive lesbian, and the 
music (by another “quality” name, Philip Glass) 
sounds more and more like a refined Bernard 
Herrmann score. On a certain level, Notes on a 
Scandai can be fun viewing, but, odds are, you'll 
find you won’t respect yourself in the morning.

The changes in China's 
political and cultural landscape mirror Kitty’s and 
Walter’s own hopes of redemption and vice versa. 
Meanwhile, Ron Nyswaner's ambitious script mar- 
ries Hollywood appeal and literary sensibility. 
Beneath the veneer of pretty chinoiserie (Jones as a 
debauched civil servant gone native, the obligatory 
scene of Peking opera, and pastoral beauty shots by 
Stuart Dryburgh) there is a bitterly observant indie 
movie - acted with such venomous restraint that it 
hurts to watch.

The story’s fairy tale aspects hew toward 
the dark disquiet these tales underscored in the 
decades before their Disneyfication took hold.

What rights does my employer have to deny my leave 
request under the Family and Medical Leave Act? 

In last week’s column, the eligibility requirements for 
employees who want to request leave under the Family 
and Medical Leave Act was discussed. This week’s 
column will discuss the employer’s rights under FMLA. 
First, if an employee requests FMLA leave, an employer 
has the right to require that he or she provide documen- 
tation regarding the “serious health condition” or the 
“serious health condition” of the family member her or 
she is caring for, including medical certification from the 
doctor. An employer may also require periodic reports 
during the period of leave of the employee’s status and 
intent to return to work, as well as “fitness for duty” cer- 
tification upon return to work in appropriate situations. 

If an employee fails to give 30 days notice for fore- 
seeable leave with no reasonable excuse for the delay, 
the employer may delay the taking of FMLA leave until 
at least 30 days after the date the employee provides 
notice to the employer of the need for FMLA leave. 

An employer may also require an employee to com- 
ply with the employer’s usual and customary notice 
and procedural requirements for requesting leave. For 
example, an employer may require that written notice 
set forth the reasons for the requested leave, the antici- 
pated duration of the leave, and the anticipated start 
of the leave. Therefore, an employee should be familiar 
with the employer’s policies and procedures regarding 
the FMLA when he or she makes the leave request 
under the FMLA. However, failure to follow such inter- 
nal employer procedures will not permit an employer 
to disallow or delay an employee’s taking FMLA leave 
if the employee gives timely verbal or other notice. 

The employer also has the right to require the employ- 
ee to take all vacation and sick time before extending the 
leave time to unpaid leave. After all vacation and sick time 
has been used, the remainder of the 12-week leave period 
must be taken in unpaid leave time. 

Employers are prohibited from discriminating against 
or interfering with employees who take FMLA leave. 
Stay tuned for next week’s final article on the FMLA 
that will explain what you can do if you believe your 
rights for FMLA leave have been denied or you have 
been discriminated against or retaliated against because 
of your leave or leave request under the FMLA.

However, the customer wants to be 
reimbursed for the extra wasted fuel during the 
nine days, saying that the garage, by making the 
situation worse, is responsible for the difference 
in what would have been used and what actu- 
ally was used. So ... it could be a gallon or 20 
gallons - the question is, should the garage be 
responsible for the increased loss of fuel? Thanks 
a lot - really. - Gene 

RAY: Gene, you chiseling weasel! 

Hypothetical, my butt. I’m guessing you 
asked your mechanic to pay for the gas, and 
he threw you out, right? 

TOM: As well he should have. Most 
warranties do not cover consequential dam- 
ages. For instance, if your new car breaks 
down, and you miss a job interview and 
end up with a career at Hammertoes Fried 
Eel instead of Bank of America, the car 
company will fix your car for free, but it 
won't cover the difference in salary and 
perks for the rest of your life. 

RAY: Or if you buy a cell phone, and it 
fails and you miss a call from your mail- 
order bride from Kamchatka, the company 
will replace the phone but not the bride. 

TOM: They’re responsible for the work 
they do. And if they messed up the repair, 
they have to make it right. If it was clearly 
their fault and the car was disabled because 
of their mistake, many garages will cover 
the towing fee, too. But other than the 
direct mechanical results of their work, 
you’re out of luck, Gene. So, unfortunately, 
the gas is on you. Sorry, man.
